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PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  TWELFTH  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF 

POLK  ASSOCIATION 


Pea  Ridge  Baptist  Church  -  October  22,  1981 

Our  call  to  worship,  "We  Are  Called  To  Be  God's  People",  which  was  also 
)ur  theme  song,  was  led  by  Mrs.  Charlene  Pate,  Associational  Music  Director. 

Rev.  John  Rogers  led  us  in  scripture  and  prayer.  The  scripture  he  used 
was  Matthew  10:29  and  John  2:23-24. 

We  were  then  welcomed  by  the  host  pastor,  Rev.  Steve  Hardin. 

The  Declaration  of  the  12th  Annual  Program  was  given  by  Rev.  John 
Godfrey,  Moderator,  followed  by  the  adoption  of  the  program  by  Rev.  Houston 
Moses,  Vice  Moderator. 

Rev.  M.  R.  Simpson,  Director  of  Missions,  presented  the  Book  of  Reports. 

The  following  visitors  and  new  pastors  were  introduced  by  the  Moderator: 
Hugh  Starnes  -  Baptist  Homes  For  Aging 
Wesley  Price  -  New  pastor  at  Midway 
Benson  Hodge  -  New  pastor  at  Pleasant  Grove 
John  Rogers  -  New  pastor  at  Faith 
John  Edwards  -  New  pastor  at  Hickory  Grove 

Rev.  Godfrey  expressed  his  appreciation  for  the  new  pastors. 

The  business  session  was  opened  with  the  presentation  of  the  Associational 
Budget  by  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw.  The  Annuity  report  followed  given  by 
Rev.  Bill  Pate.  Rev.  Pate  urged  the  churches  to  participate  in  the  plan. 

The  Baptist  Children's  Home  and  Youth  Shelter  Report  was  given  by  Mr. 
Leroy  McCraw.  Rev.  Luther  Osment,  Director  of  the  Children's  Homes  in  the 
Asheville  area,  spoke  about  the  needs  of  the  children.  He  stated  that  only 
24%  of  the  children  in  the  homes  were  orphans,  24%  had  one  living  parent, 
and  72%  of  the  children  had  both  parents  living.  Rev.  Osment  spoke  of  the 
three  main  fears  of  the  children.  1  -  fear  of  mutilation,  2  -  fear  of  desertion,  and 
3  -  fear  of  not  being  loved. 

Rev.  Hugh  Starnes  spoke  about  the  Baptist  Home  for  the  Aging.  He  ex- 
pressed appreciation  for  the  produce  that  had  been  received  and  also  the 
two  wheel  chairs  from  Polk  -  one  from  Columbus  and  one  from  the  Polk 
Baptist  Association. 

The  Baptist  Hospital  report  was  given  by  Rev.  William  Painter.  He  ex- 
pressed appreciation  for  our  Baptist  Hospital  and  what  it  has  meant  to  his 
church. 

Due  to  the  absence  of  Mr.  Jack  Jolley  the  Baptist  Foundation  report  was 
given  by  the  Moderator. 

There  was  an  adoption  of  these  reports  with  a  second. 

The  congregation  then  joined  in  singing  "The  Solid  Rock"  led  by  Mrs. 
Pate.  Then  Mrs.  Pate  sang  "Jesus  Is  The  Cornerstone". 

Following  this  inspirational  message  in  song  the  Annual  Sermon  was 
delivered  by  Rev.  George  Lynch,  pastor  of  Big  Level  Baptist  Church. 
Rev.  Lynch  spoke  from  John  21:1-16  on  tne  love  life  of  a  Christian.  He  re- 
minded us  that  Christian  love  is  real.  A  Christian  loves  God.  A  real  Christian 


loves  prayer.  A  real  Christian  loves  the  church.  A  real  Christian  loves  to 
give  to  the  church  and  missions.  A  real  Christian  loves  his  Heavenly  home. 

Following  a  ten  minute  break  Rev.  Simpson  spoke.  He  told  of  the  video-tape 
machine  in  the  office  and  mentioned  some  of  the  needs  of  the  Association. 
He  reminded  us  of  the  Associational  Revival  to  be  held  October  25-28.  He  also 
reminded  us  not  to  take  members  off  the  church  Sunday  School  rolls  as  they 
are  prospects. 

The  American  Bible  Society  report  was  given  by  the  Moderator  in  the 
absence  of  Rev.  Herman  Bright. 

The  Christian  Education  report  was  given  by  Mrs.  Helen  Godfrey.  Rev. 
Houston  Moses  added  a  few  challenging  remarks  and  encouraged  us  to  visit 
Gardner-Webb  College. 

The  Baptist  Student  Union  report  was  given  by  the  Moderator  in  the  ab- 
sence of  Mrs.  Loretta  Vance. 

The  Christian  Action  League  and  Christian  Literature  reports  were 
given  by  Mrs.  Donald  Byrd  and  Rev.  Coy  Privette.  Rev.  Privette  brought 
us  up  to  date  on  the  legislation  that  is  passed  and  the  bills  that  are  pending. 

The  following  mission  reports  were  given:  Christian  Stewardship  by  Rev. 
George  Lynch  State  Missions  report  by  Rev.  Arthur  Smith.  Rev.  Smith 
stressed  that  he  would  like  to  see  $5000  next  year  in  the  place  where  we  had 
$3400  this  year  for  State  Missions.  There  were  no  reports  given  for  Home  and 
Foreign  Missions. 

At  this  time  Rev.  Simpson  gave  us  a  demonstration  of  our  new  video 
equipment.  He  also  reminded  us  of  the  simultaneous  revival  to  be  held  April 
25-May  8,  1982. 

Next  we  heard  the  reports  from  the  different  organizations.  First,  Rev. 
Boyce  Bradshaw,  our  Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  urged  us  to 
work  more  next  year  in  Sunday  School  and  challenged  us  to  give  our  help 
to  Rev.  Bill  Pate  who  will  be  Sunday  School  Director  for  next  year. 

We  then  heard  from  our  Church  Training  Director,  Rev.  Bill  Painter.  He 
expressed  appreciation  to  all  the  churches  who  have  Church  Training  and 
those  who  do  not,  were  urged  to  begin  a  program.  Rev.  Painter  announced 
that  "M"  night  would  be  at  Try  on  Second  Church  on  Monday  night,  Novem- 
ber 23rd. 

No  Brotherhood  report  was  given. 

The  W.M.U.  report  was  offered  for  adoption  by  Mrs.  Roena  Smothers, 
Associational  W.M.U.  Director. 

Our  Music  Director,  Mrs.  Charlene  Pate,  gave  her  report  and  offered  her 
help  to  any  church  needing  it. 

Mrs.  Lee  Gregory  gave  the  Vacation  Bible  School  Report.  Once  again  we 
were  100%  in  having  Bible  Schools  in  all  of  our  churches. 

Mrs.  William  Painter,  Associational  clerk,  gave  the  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee  and  also  expressed  appreciation  for  the  hard  work  done  by  the 
clerks.  She  also  announced  that  Pacolet  Hills  was  the  first  church  to  get 
in  their  letter. 

The  Fourth  Quarterly  financial  report  was  given  by  Mrs.  Jack  Jolley, 
Associational  treasurer. 
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The  Committee  On  Committees  Report  was  given  by  Rev.  Lee  Gregory. 
This  was  followed  by  the  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee  There  was  a 
motion  made  that  we  accept  the  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee- 
seconded.  Voted  to  accept  the  recommendation  of  the  Nominating  Committee. 

The  Historian  Report  was  given  by  Mrs.  Miriam  Arledge  who  gave  us  a 
brief  history  of  the  Pea  Ridge  Baptist  Church. 

The  congregation  joined  in  the  singing  of  "Tis  So  Sweet  To  Trust  in  Jesus". 

The  Time,  Place,  and  Preacher  Report  was  given  as  follows:  Our  13th 
Annual  Meeting  will  meet  at  the  Faith  Baptist  Church  on  October  21,  1982. 
The  preacher  will  be  Rev.  Lee  Gregory,  pastor  of  Silver  Creek  Baptist 
Church. 

Rev.  Houston  Moses  gave  the  report  of  the  Evangelism  Committee  and 
urged  us  to  make  evangelism  our  #1  priority. 

The  Associational  Missions  Report  was  given  by  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw. 

Our  Memorials  were  beautifully  presented  by  Mrs.  Doris  Bradshaw, 
Mrs.  Helen  Godfrey,  and  Mrs.  Chariene  Pate  in  song  and  poetry. 

A  prayer  of  Thanksgiving  was  offered  for  the  evening  meal,  and  the  12th 
Annual  Meeting  adjourned  until  the  evening  session. 


EVENING  SESSION 

After  a  delicious  meal  served  at  the  Pea  Ridge  Community  Club  House,  we 
convened  for  our  evening  session. 

We  were  called  to  order  by  singing  "Blessed  Assurance"  followed  by 
Scripture  and  prayer  led  by  Rev.  Wesley  Price,  Pastor  of  Midway  Baptist 
Church. 

Special  Music  was  presented  by  the  Peniel  Quartet  who  sang  "Heaven  For 
Me". 

Our  business  session  was  called  to  order  and  the  following  business  was 
transacted:  Rev.  Arthur  Smith  was  recognized  and  spoke  concerning 
Fruitland  Bible  Institute. 

There  was  a  call  for  additional  business:  Rev.  Bill  Pate,  Chairman  of 
Constitutional  changes,  presented  the  following  amendment:  That  members 
of  a  committee  serve  on  a  rotating  basis.  The  motion  was  made  to  accept 
this  and  it  was  seconded. 

The  adoption  of  the  reports  was  approved  by  voting  aye. 

The  Report  of  the  Resolutions  Committee  was  read  by  the  Moderator. 

The  Moderator  recognized  the  newly  organized  Long  Range  Planning 
Committee.  Rev.  Lee  Gregory  was  the  only  member  present. 

We  were  blessed  by  the  singing  of  the  Associational  Choir  under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Chariene  Pate. 

Rev.  Floyd  Tidsworth,  Jr.  Director  of  Missions  for  West  Virginia,  was  in- 
troduced and  presented  Mountain  State  201.  Rev.  Tidsworth  shared  some  of 
the  goals  that  West  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  will  strive  to  achieve  as 
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partners.  By  1985  200  new  congregations,  hopefully,  will  be  started.  60% 
of  all  the  churches  in  West  Virginia  are  sponsoring  a  new  work  there  or 
have  voted  to  do  so. 

Rev.  John  Edwards  announced  that  there  would  be  a  Memorial  Service  for 
Rev.  Bill  Hodge  on  Sunday  afternoon  at  3  P.M.,  November  1st.  A  portrait  of 
Rev.  Hodge  will  be  placed  in  the  vestibule  at  Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church 
as  this  new  addition  is  dedicated  to  his  memory. 

Rev.  John  Godfrey  presented  our  message  of  CHALLENGE  from  Num- 
bers 32:4-23— "Be  Sure  Your  Sins  Will  Find  You  Out."  Rev.  Godfrey  brought 
out  some  of  the  prevalent  sins  today  such  as:  (1)  Borderline  living-How  DEEP 
are  we  in  TOTAL  COMMITMENT?  (2)  Limited  vision-Can  we  see  our 
POTENTIAL?  (3)  Self-Will-Are  we  at  ease  just  to  do  what  we  are  doing  now 
or  will  we  determine  to  PRESS  ONWARD?  We  feel  that  all  listening  were 
challenged  and  determined  to  move  AHEAD  WITH  A  GREATER  VISION 
THAN  EVER  BEFORE! 

The  evening  session  closed  with  a  prayer  of  dedication  for  our  new  slate 
of  officers  followed  by  the  benediction.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


Article  I  -  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  II  -  PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  general  object  and  purpose  of  this  association  to  promote  Mis- 
sions, Benevolences,  Christian  Education,  and  Christian  fellowship  as  fostered  by 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  N.  C.  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  De- 
tailed and  specific  objects  shall  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  EXECUTIVE  PRO- 
MOTIONAL COMMITTEE. 

Article  III  -  MEETINGS 

The  association  shall  convene  annually  on  Thursday  after  the  third  Sunday  in 
October,  authority  for  any  necessary  changes  in  this  meeting  schedule  or  for  called 
sessions  of  the  association  is  given  to  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee. 

Article  IV -MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  1.  Composition  and  number  of  messengers:  The  association  shall  be 
composed  of  messengers  chosen  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong.  The  mess- 
engers thus  chosen  shall  be  known  as  The  Polk  Baptist  Association,  which  shall 
have  no  power  over  the  churches,  nor  the  privilege  to  infringe  upon  their  internal 
rights.  Nevertheless,  the  association  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  withdraw  fellow- 
ship from  any  and  every  church- proven  to  be  heretical  in  doctrine,  immoral  in  prac- 
tice, or  unwilling  over  a  period  of  time  to  cooperate  with  the  other  churches  in  ful- 
filling the  purpose  of  the  association. 

Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  three  messengers,  and 
one  additional  member  for  every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  over  the 
first  50  members.  Officers  of  the  association,  pastors  of  the  member  churches,  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions,  and  such  members  of  the  preceding  session  is  were  ap- 
pointed to  perform  specific  duties,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  shall  be  messengers  and 
members  of  the  session. 

SECTION  II.  Reception  of  churches.  The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of 
her  membership,  and  may  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for  membership  there 
in  at  her  pleasure.'  Provided:  The  churches  so  received  shall  agree  and  come  under 
the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  one  year  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches,  provided  such  request  comes  at 
least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  It  is  understood  that  during  this 
period  of  proving  such  church  or  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  pri- 
vileges of  the  association  except  that  of  voting.  They  may  be  voted  in  by  two-thirds 
of  the  messengers  present. 

SECTION  III.  Church  letters:  Each  member  church  of  the  association  shall  send 
a  letter  of  information  to  the  annual  meeting.  These  letters  shall  contain  such  statis- 
tical information  as  shall  be  requested,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  association^  office 
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as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  associational  year.  Any  church,  that  for  a 
period  of  twelve  months  following  the  associational  meeting,  fails  to  send  such  a 
letter  of  information  to  the  office,  shall  be  dropped  from  membership  in  the 
association.  The  association's  Missions  Committee  shall  seek  to  make  the  church 
fully  aware  of  this  impending  action . 

Article  V  -  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice  Modera- 
tor, Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Trustees,  Auditor,  Sunday  School 
Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Director 
of  Baptist  Men,  and  Music  Director. 

SECTION  II.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music 
Director,  and  Baptist  Men's  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee of  the  association,  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  by  their  or- 
ganization at  the  third  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee. 
Each  will  then  serve  on  his  organization's  committee  to  enlist  the  necessary  officers 
for  the  new  year.  The  association's  nominating  committee  shall  present  all  these 
officers  for  approval  at  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  III.  At  the  annual  session  the  nomination  committee  shall  nominate 
one  person  for  the  office  to  be  filled.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for  nominations 
from  the  floor,  with  elections  to  be  completed  on  that  day. 

Article  VI  -  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  I.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  a  study 
of  and  dispense  information  to  the  churches  concerning  the  current  practice  in  the 
use  of  audio-visual  aids.  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  loan  and  opera- 
tion of  all  visual-aid  equipment  of  the  association  within  the  churches  of  the 
association. 

SECTION  II.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this 
committee  to  study  the  complete  program  of  our  association  and  make  all  nec- 
essary recommendations  concerning  the  finances  and  prepare  and  present  the 
annual  budget  for  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  This 
committee  shall  get  into  the  hands  of  each  church  a  copy  of  the  recommended  bud- 
get by  the  first  Sunday  in  August.  (The  purpose  for  this  is  to  aid  the  local  churches 
in  their  budget  preparation  and  allotment  of  the  associational  program.)  All 
churches  who  participate  on  a  regular  basis  with  the  work  of  the  association  shall 
receive  their  minutes  without  charge.  All  others  will  pay  at  the  rate  of  $  1 .50  each. 

SECTION  III.  Committee  on  Committees:  This  committee,  composed  of  three 
members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  first  business  session  of  the 
annual  program.  This  committee  will  become  responsible  for  filling  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  shall  nominate  all  committees  for  the  coming 
year. 

SECTION  IV.  Constitutional  Changes  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  at  least  three  members  whose  duty  shall  be  to  study  the  constitution  and 
report  any  suggested  changes  to  the  annual  session  each  year. 
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SECTION  V.  Evangelism  Committee:  This  committee  shall  work  in  cooperation 
and  use  information  coming  from  our  convention's  Department  of  Evangelism. 
They  shall  encourage  our  churches  to  be  evangelistic  and  participate  in  all  simultan- 
eous efforts. 

SECTION  VI.  Executive  Promotional  Committee:  The  association  shall  have  an 
Executive  Promotional  Committee  which  shall  carry  on  the  work  of  the  association 
as  interim,  with  all  powers  of  the  association  vested  in  this  committee.  This  com- 
mittee shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association,  a  pastor  from  each 
member  church  in  the  association,  one  lay  member  from  each  church,  and  the 
church  treasurer.  Members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee  shall  compose  a  quorum.  This  committee  shall  meet  quarterly  on  the 
first  Sunday  in  the  second  month  of  each  quarter.  The  Executive  Committee  shall 
submit  a  report  of  its  work  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  VII.  Memorials  Committee:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to  present 
a  memorial  for  members  of  our  churches  who  passed  away  during  the  preceding 
year. 

.SECTION  VIII.  Missions  Committee:  The  association  shall  cooperate  with  our 
North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  Southern  Baptist  Denominational  Pro- 
gram of  missions:  Foreign;  Home;  State;  and  Associational. 

A.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  employing  or  dis- 
charging a  paid  missionary  or  field  worker  for  the  association,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Executive  Committee  and/or  association. 

B.  Membership:  The  Missions  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers 
of  the  association,  heads  of  the  five  organizations  and  the  Chairman  of  Evangelism. 
The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  committee.  Any  five 
members  will  constitute  a  quorum.  (Chairman  to  be  elected  by  the  committee.) 

C.  Duties:  The  duties  of  the  committee  is  to  work  with  the  associational  Mission- 
ary in  planning  and  promoting  a  mission  program  that  will  carry  the  Gospel  to  all 
the  people;  seek  to  meet  spiritual  needs  of  all  the  committees  and  churches;  to  pro- 
mote religious  services  in  institutions  and  lead  in  establishing  mission  stations  in 
neglected  areas  and  new  churches  where  they  are  needed.  In  carrying  out  its  respon- 
sibilities, this  committee  has  four  major  duties: 

1 .  Pinpoint  all  possible  places  in  the  association  where  work  should  be  started. 

2.  Create  concern  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  in  the  churches  for  starting  new 
work. 

3.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  solely  responsible  to  this  com- 
mittee and,  through  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee,  to  the  association. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  submit  all  plans  and  programs  for  the 
association  to  this  committee  for  approval  and  authorization. 

SECTION  IX.  Nominating  Committee:  This  committee,  consisting  of  three 
members,  shall  nominate  all  general  officers  and  representatives  to  serve  for  one 
year,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  filling  vacancies  that  occur  in 
any  of  the  above  mentioned  during  the  year. 
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SECTION  X.  Ordination  Committee:  This  committee  will  not  act  voluntary,  but 
upon  request  by  individual  churches  desiring  such  services.  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  five  members.  When  called  upon,  they  shall  examine  the  candidate  for 
the  Gospel  Ministry  and  submit  a  report  to  the  church  requesting  such. 

SECTION  XI.  Program  Committee:  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  along  with  the 
directors  of  each  organization  of  work.  The  first  three  mentioned,  along  with  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions,  shall  work  out  the  format  and  present  to  the  full  com- 
mittee before  the  final  program  is  completed. 

SECTION  XII.  Place  and  Preacher  Committee:  This  committee  shall  determine 
the  meeting  place,  select  the  speaker  for  the  annual  message  and  alternate. 

SECTION  XIII.  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches:  Duties  of  this  committee 
shall  be: 

1.  To  receive  and  consider  request  by  a  new  church  for  membership  in  the  as- 
sociation and  to  recommend  what  action  should  be  taken. 

2.  To  keep  alert  to  any  developments  that  might  lead  to  a  new  church  and  ad- 
vise the  group  or  groups  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  the  organization  for  ap- 
plication for  membership  in  the  association,  and  location  of  the  church. 

SECTION  XIV.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  resolutions 
pertinent  to  the  occasion  of  our  annual  meetings  or  other  occasions  as  needed. 

SECTION  XV.  Social  Services  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  made  up  of 
the  associational  representatives  of  the  State  Convention  operated  Children's 
Homes,  Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  keep 
informed  as  to  what  is  available  for  immediate  needs  in  our  area,  and  to  assist  in 
securing  such  needs  as  requested  to  do  so.  The  committee  should  also  be  aware  of 
other  needs  as  may  arise  within  our  area  where  we  could  give  aid  or  counsel. 

SECTION  XVI.  Trustees:  This  committee  shall  be  elected  for  an  indefinite 
period  and  may  be  changed  at  the  discretion  of  the  association.  They  may  hold  title 
for  the  association  of  any  property  presently  held  by  the  association  or  that  which 
shall  be  acquired.  Trustees  shall  be  aware  of  the  state  of  repair  of  all  properties  and 
make  recommendations  concerning  such  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
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RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 


These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedures  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association. . 

Article  I  -  RULES  OF  ORDER 

The  association  shall  at  times  be  governed  by  a  simple  majority  of  the  messen- 
gers present,  except  when  necessitated  otherwise  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Moderator  shall  be  deemed  Judge  of  Order,  guided  by  Robert's  Rules  or 
Order. 

Article  II  -  PRINTING  OF  CONSTITUTION 

The  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  annually. 

Article  III  -  CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGES 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mes- 
sengers present.  One  month  prior  to  annual  meeting,  any  recommended  change 
shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  acted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Article  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

SECTION  I.  Moderator:  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  pre- 
side at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  and  at  the  Executive  Promotional 
Meetings.  His  term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession. 

SECTION  II.  Vice-Moderator:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and 
in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Moderator,  shall  automatically  become 
Moderator,  and  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  fill  the  vacancy  of  Vice-Moderator 
at  the  next  Executive  Meeting.  His  duties  shall  be  to  serve  when  called  upon  by  the 
moderator  or  in  the  absence  of  the  moderator. 

SECTION  HI.  Clerk:  The  clerk  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  record  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  meetings,  and  all  sessions  of  the 
annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  IV.  Assistant  Clerk:  The  Assistant  Clerk  shall  perform  all  duties  of 
the  clerk  in  the  absence  of  the  clerk. 

SECTION  V.  Treasurer:  The  Associational  Treasurer  is  to  handle  and  disburse  all 
funds  of  the  association  in  accord  with  the  budget  of  the  association,  or  at  the  di- 
rection of  the  association  or  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee.  He  shall  also 
transfer  to  his  successor  a  complete  accounting  of  all  funds  which  have  come  into 
his  hands. 

SECTION  VI.  Historian:  The  Associational  Historian  is  to  prepare  and  present  a 
history  of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and  is  to  preserve  a  con- 
tinuing record  of  these  meetings,  which  are  to  be  passed  on  to  the  succeeding 
historian. 

* 

SECTION  VII.  Auditor:  The  association  shall  have  an  auditor  who  shall  be 
elected  at  each  annual  session,  along  with  the  other  officers  of  the  association.  He 
shall  have  the  duty  of  auditing  the  books  of  the  treasurer,  and  of  reporting  his 
findings  to  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting. 
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SECTION  VII.  Auditor:  The  association  shall  have  an  auditor  who  shall  be 
elected  at  each  annual  session,  along  with  the  other  officers  of  the  association.  He 
shall  have  the  duty  of  auditing  the  books  of  the  treasurer,  and  of  reporting  his 
findings  to  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting. 
SECTION  VIII.  Superintendent  of  Missions: 

PART  I.  Duties:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  an  ex-officio  of  the 
Polk  Baptist  Association  and  all  committees.  His  primary  dutties  will  be  that  of 
promoting  and  developing  the  Southern  Baptist  Program  of  Cooperation  with  the 
pastors  of  the  churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association,  and  any  such  duties 
as  the  Missions  Committee  shall  specify.  His  further  duties  shall  be  to  publish  the 
annual  book  of  reports  and  to  compile  and  print  (or  assume  responsibility  for  such) 
the  Polk  Baptist  Annual  Minutes. 

PART  2.  Employment:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  called  for  an  inde- 
finite period  of  time.  This  relationship  may  be  terminated  by  giving  a  thirty  day 
notice,  .or  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee 
favoring.  This  would  be  done  with  a  thirty  day  period  allowed. 

PART  3.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Executive 
Promotional  Committee  and  he  shall  make  monthly  reports  to  the  chairman  of 
the  Missions  Committee. 

PART  4.  The  salary  and  other  benefits  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Budget  and 
Finance  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

PART  5.  OTHER  PROVISIONS:  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  granted 
two  full  weeks  of  vacation  time  annually  to  be  taken  at  his  own  discretion.  He  is  en- 
titled to  the  equivalent  of  one  day  a  week  free  of  associational  work.  The  Superin- 
tendent of  Missions  is  permitted  to  conduct  two  1-week  revivals  and  assist  in  two 
weeks  of  church  and  convention  work  outside  the  association  each  year.  He  will  be 
available  for  as  many  revivals  within  the  association  as  is  physically  possible.  The 
services  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  offered  free  and  without  charge 
to  the  churches  of  the  association.  Notwithstanding,  the  churches  are  free  to 
express  their  appreciation  to  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  with  suitable  honora- 
riums. The  Superintendent  of  Missions  will  be  allowed  a  reasonable  period  of  time 
for  sick  leave  with  pay,  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  Missions  Committee. 
The  Superintendet  shall  comply  with  the  policies  and  cooperate  with  the  general 
program  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention's  Division  of  Missions.  He  is  encouraged  to 
attend  the  annual  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  Meeting  and  other  con- 
ventions and  conferences  relevant  to  his  work  as  provided  in  the  annual  budget. 

NOTE:  Under  our  present  setup  with  our  Superintendent  of  Missions  on  a  part-time 
salary,  he  will  be  expected  to  comply  within  reasonable  bounds  to  the  above 
stipulations. 
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AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  II:  Be  it  understood  that  all  churches  participating  in 
the  financial  program  of  the  Association  receive  their  minutes  free  of  charge  up  to  a 
certain  certified  number.  Any  church  that  desires  minutes  but  does  not  support  the 
regular  financial  program  of  the  association  shall  be  asked  to  pay  at  the  rate  of 
$1.50  per  copy. 

Be  it  further  understood  that  the  churches  will  be  given  minutes  on  this  Ratio: 
100  or  less  -  10  copies,  150  or  less  -  15  copies,  more  than  150-20  copies. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XV:  Representatives  from  Polk  Baptist  Association 
on  the  Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter  Committee  shall  also  serve  on  the  Social  Ser- 
vices Committee  of  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XVII  (Committees):  Recreation  Committee  -  This 
committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  promoting,  and  co-ordinating  all  re- 
creational activities  and  programs  sponsored  by  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XVIII  (Committees):  Youth  Committee  -  This  com- 
mittee shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  promoting,  and  co-ordinating  all  youth 
activities  and  programs  sponsored  by  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  SECTION  III:  That  the  Associational  Senior  Co-ordinator  be 
added  as  an  officer  of  Polk  Baptist  Association  under  Article  V,  Section  I,  by 
leaving  off  the  "a"  before  the  "Music  Director";  adding  a  comma  after  "Music 
Director"  instead  of  a  period  and  then  adding  the  words:  "and  Associational  Senior 
Co-ordinator? 

ARTICLE  V  -  SECTION  IV:  That  the  official  title,  "Superintendent  of  Mis- 
sions" be  changed  each  time  it  appears  in  the  constitution  to  the  title  "Director  of 
Missions." 

ARTICLE  IV,  SECTION  II:  (Reception  of  Churches)  -  Sentence  2  of  Section  II 
be  changed  from  "The  churches  so  received  to  "A  newly  established  Southern  Bap- 
tist Church  or  churches  so  received"  -  the  remainder  of  Section  II  would  remain  as 
is.  At  the  conclusion  of  Section  II,  it  is  recommended  that  the  following  sentence 
be  added:  "An  older  -  established  Southern  Baptist  Church  or  churches,  in  doctri- 
nal agreement  with  Polk  Baptist  Association  would  not  have  to  come  under  the 
watch  care  of  the  Association  for  one  year,  but  would  be  received  immediately  into 
full  membership  of  the  Association  upon  being  voted  in  by  two-thirds  of  the  mes- 
sengers present." 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XIX:  The  following  committees  are  to  serve  on  a  rotation 
basis:  Audio-Visual  Aids,  Committee  on  Committees,  Constitutional  Changes  Com- 
mittee, Evangelism  Committee,  Memorials  Committee,  Nominating  Committee,  Or- 
dination Committee,  Place  and  Preacher  Committee,  Reception  and  Location  of 
Churches  Committee,  Resolutions  Committee,  Recreation  Committee,  and  Youth 
Committee.  If  the  Committee  is  composed  of  three  members  one  member  shall 
rotate  annually.  If  the  committee  is  composed  of  six  members  two  members  shall 
rotate  annually.

Group  1  -  Cooper's  Gap,  Big  Level,  Pea  Ridge,  Byars,  Faith  Temple. 
Group  2  -  Silver  Creek,  Faith,  Mill  Spring,  Midway,  Beulah. 
Group  3  -  Green  River,  Sandy  Springs,  Hickory  Grove,  Morgan  Chapel,  Peniel. 
Group  4  -  Pacolet,  Columbus,  Pacolet  Hills,  Tryon  Second,  Warrior  Mountain 

Each  group  of  churches  will  select  a  host  and  the  other  four  shall  be  co-host  to 
the  Annual  Meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  American  Bible  Society,  founded  165  years  ago  in  1816,  continues  to 
pursue  the  only  purpose  for  which  it  was  established:  the  translation,  produc- 
tion and  distribution  of  God's  Word  without  doctrinal  note  or  comment,  and 
without  profit. 

Many  advances  were  made  for  the  Bible  cause  during  1980,  highlights  of 
which  are  included  in  the  enclosed  copy  of  the  "American  Bible  Society 
Record",  May,  1981. 
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On  behalf  of  the  millions  of  people  who  learned  about  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  through  the  pages  of  Scripture  in  1980,  the  ABS  would  like  to  express 
its  sincere  thanks  to  the  churches  and  agencies  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention for  their  share  in  these  successful  programs  of  Scripture  evangelism. 
The  denomination's  support  for  each  of  the  past  four  years  has  averaged 
about  two  cents  per  member,  or  a  total  of  $293,000. 

Of  particular  significance  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  the  Bible 
work  being  carried  out  in  the  country  of  Brazil,  one  of  your  largest  and  oldest 
fields  of  service. 

During  1980  the  Bible  Society  of  Brazil  produced  for  the  first  time  the 
Illustrated  New  Testament  in  Today's  Portuguese.  This  new  translation  is 
receiving  a  tremendous  response  from  church  leaders  and  individuals. 
In  addition,  work  is  continuing  on  the  complete  Bible  in  this  version.  This 
translation  is  expected  to  attain  the  same  popularity  in  Brazil  as  the  Spanish 
Version  Popular  Bible  received  throughout  Latin  America. 

If  only  we  could  reach  every  man,  woman,  and  child  with  the  written  Word 
of  God.  They  could  experience  the  same  new  life  in  Christ  as  revealed  through 
His  message  of  love  and  forgiveness. 

To  help  aid  the  ABS  in  its  worldwide  effort  to  serve  the  church  and  its 
global  ministries,  and  to  strengthen  the  indispensable  partnership  between 
the  churches  and  the  ABS,  an  Advisory  Council  was  held  last  year.  Repre- 
sentatives of  many  major  denominations  were  present  at  this  Council  to 
discuss  with  officials  of  the  ABS  ways  in  which  increased  support  for  the 
worldwide  Bible  cause  and  goals  for  the  years  to  come  could  be  achieved. 

Churches  are  asked  to  set  a  goal  of  at  least  ten  per  cent  growth  in  financial 
support  to  the  work  of  the  ABS.  We  sincerely  hope  that  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  will  find  it  possible  to  assist  in  the  successful  fulfillment  of  this 
resolution.  Perhaps  we  could  look  for  the  day  when  the  average  gift  to  the 
Bible  cause  will  be  at  least  four  cents  per  member  per  year!

EVANGELISM  REPORT  FOR  POLK  ASSOCIATION  -  1981 

Doubling  the  number  of  baptisms  by  1982  requires  both  an  attitude  and 
vision  about  evangelism.  This  goal,  more  than  "adding  numbers"  or  increas- 
ing church  rolls,  is  an  attitude  about  man's  lostness.  It  is  a  vision  about 
Christian  witnessing. 

The  baptism  goal  adopted  by  the  1977  Convention  is  a  clear  voice  saying, 
"We  must  do  better  in  our  task  of  witnessing".  In  1955  the  average  Baptist 
Church,  baptized  one  person  for  every  25  members;  in  1975  there  was  one  for 
every  30  people,  but  in  1977  only  ONE  FOR  EVERY  50  PEOPLE! 
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In  developing  an  evangelistic  church,  the  main  concern  for  every  congre- 
gation is  first  for  church  members  to  want  to  be  evangelistic.  Churches  do 
what  their  members  value  most.  A  change  in  attitude  in  evangelism  simply 
means  a  change  in  attitude  by  our  people.  When  this  occurs,  our  churches 
will  be  more  effective  in  bringing  people  to  faith  in  Jesus  Christ. 

The  rising  tides  of  secularism  threaten  the  evangelistic  attitude  and 
vision  of  our  people.  Secularism  places  value  on  the  good  life,  on  material 
things.  Admittedly,  it  is  difficult  to  be  evangelistic  in  the  midst  of  a  system 
that  places  all  values  on  life  here  and  now. 

To  double  baptisms  by  1982  is  a  bold  vision.  To  accomplish  this  we  must 
adopt  new  attitudes  toward  evangelism.  We  must  reaffirm  the  tragic  lostness 
of  a  person  without  Christ.  We  must  renew  our  commitment  to  reaching 
people  for  Christ.  We  must  plan  and  adopt  specific  goals  in  our  churches. 

BEING  EVANGELISTIC  IS  NOT  AN  OPTION  FOR  THE  CHRISTIAN 
CHURCH.  IT  IS  A  MANDATE!  IT  IS  OUR  FIRST  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS! 

As  we  come  to  the  end  of  the  20th  century,  evangelism  must  become 
PRIORITY  ONE  for  Southern  Baptists.  Our  nation  is  more  open  today 
than  ever  before  to  a  sensitive  and  courageous  Christian  witness.  It  is 
time  for  us  to  put  FIRST  THINGS  FIRST!  The  Baptist  Association  is  the 
strategic  area  where  encouragement  and  challenge  can  be  given  to  pastor  and 
lay  leaders  to  grow  dynamic  evangelistic  churches. 

This  year  has  been  a  great  year  in  Polk  Association.  Baptisms  are  up 
some  twenty-five  over  last  year  and  we  thank  the  Lord  for  this!  Our  first 
Associational  Revival  was  a  great  success  and  we  are  looking  for  even  a 
greater  time  in  the  Lord  at  the  revival  this  year.

REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS 

1981 

The  ministry  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  in  Western  North  Carolina 
continues  to  grow  and  develop.  This  is  made  possible  by  the  continuing  sup- 
port of  many  Christian  friends.  Vital  to  the  work  of  the  Homes  is  financial 
support  through  special  gifts,  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  and 
income  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

The  western  area  offices  were  moved  to  the  Broyhill  campus  in  July  making 
them  more  central  to  the  seventeen  western  counties.  Through  these  of- 
fices services  any  place  in  the  State  are  made  available  to  those  who  need 
assistance  from  the  Homes. 

Programs  located  in  the  western  area  include:  group  care  at  Broyhill 
Home,  emergency  care  at  Forest  City  and  in  the  Haywood  Cottage  at  Broyhill 
Home,  Maternity  Home  in  Asheville,  Craig  Cottage  in  Ridgecrest,  a  network 
of  foster  homes,  mother's  aid,  social  work  and  counseling  services.  Children 
and  their  families  from  western  North  Carolina  are  served  through  these 
programs. 

Good  things  are  taking  place  in  our  Baptist  Children's  Homes  family 
across  the  State.  Six  Family  Services  Centers  have  been  opened  with  three 
others  in  the  planning  stages.  Children  are  being  provided  temporary  care 
in  seven  Emergency  Care  Homes.  Therapeutic  camping  for  boys  is  being  ex- 
panded at  Cameron  Home  near  Vass.  The  Child  Development  Center  in 
Thomasville  continues  to  offer  progressive  demonstration  preschool  care 
as  a  model  for  North  Carolina  Baptist  churches.  The  Family  Resource 
Center  located  in  Thomasville  is  piloting  a  concept  of  continuing  education 
for  people  across  the  State  who  are  in  the  best  position  to  assist  families 
through  a  concept  of  preventive  care. 

A  recent  gift  of  $60,000  from  the  J.E.  Broyhill  family  given  in  recognition 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Broyhill' s  Sixtieth  Wedding  Anniversary  moves  the  western 
program  a  step  closer  to  a  Family  Resource  Center  on  the  Broyhill  Home 
campus.  This  will  serve  to  make  available  to  pastors,  church  leaders  and 
others  workshops  and  materials  dealing  with  family  concern.  Preventive 
care  is  the  theme.  Pray  that  our  Lord  will  lead  as  we  move  to  meet  this  chal- 
lenging need. 

Luther  Osment  and  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Homes  in  western  North 
Carolina  are  leading  the  program  in  a  very  fine  way.  In  the  words  of  Paul 
they  can  say  "We  are  laborers  together  with  God."  (1  Corinthians  3:9)  Thank 
Him  for  this  relationship. 
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BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  REPORT  -  1981 


Who  can  say  what  the  life  of  a  child  is  worth?  All  across  the  state  of  North 
Carolina  Southern  Baptist  have  agencies  to  care  for  many  thousands  of 
children  and  young  people.  Those  who  work  with  Baptist  Children's  Homes 
are  dedicated  and  skilled  people.  The  social  workers,  cottage  parents  and 
other  staff  people  feel  a  sense  of  fulfillment.  They  serve  in  capacities  that 
enable  them  to  share  in  the  lives  of  the  children. 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  minister  through  the  following  types  of 
programs:  1.  Family  Services  Center  and  Family  Education-this  concept 
offers  cooperation  between  the  Homes  and  local  churches.  2.  Emergency 
Care- When  school  age  children  are  having  crisis  at  home  these  homes  pro- 
vide temporary  care  from  one  to  ninety  days.  3.  Child  Development  Center- 
Columbus  has  a  good  one  at  the  present  time.  4.  Specialized  Outdoor  Pro- 
grams-Camping programs  for  boys  who  need  a  special  kind  of  experience. 
5.  Social  Work  Services-It  is  the  social  worker  who  admits  children  to  group 
care,  foster  care,  emergency  care  and  maternity  care,  as  well  as  helping  to 
deal  with  problems  as  they  arise.  6.  Foster  Family  Services-Foster  homes  are 
carefully  licensed  and  children  are  placed  in  these  homes  when  it  is  considered 
the  best  for  the  child.  7.  Maternity  Home  Services-Unwed  mothers  need 
help  and  also  they  need  someone  to  care.  These  homes  help  the  young  girls 
through  such  trying  times  and  point  them  to  a  future  life  of  hope. 

We  do  not  know  what  the  future  holds,  but  we  do  know  that  if  these  children 
who  are  hurting  come  to  us  for  help  we  must  and  will  reach  out  to  them.  It 
takes  the  help  of  Baptists  across  the  state  to  make  that  reaching  out  possible. 

May  God  help  each  one  of  us  to  reach  out  to  our  children  in  need  and  lead 
them  to  a  richer,  fuller  life.

As  we  look  back  over  the  past  thirty  years  of  ministry  in  our  Baptist  Homes, 
it  is  a  real  inspiration  to  see  where  we  have  been  and  to  meditate  on  the  many 
blessings  that  God  has  so  richly  bestowed  upon  us.  He  has  brought  us  from  one 
Home  in  1951  to  a  total  of  six  Homes,  an  apartment  complex,  and  a  skilled 
nursing  unit;  from  one  resident  to  a  total  capacity  for  300  persons  in  1981. 
These  have  been  good  years,  and  God  has  used  N.C.  Baptists  to  bring  this 
special  ministry  to  older  people  a  long  way.  Where  we  go  from  here  is  certainly, 
as  always,  in  the  hands  of  the  Lord,  but  depends  largely  on  where  North 
Carolina  Baptists  want  to  go. 

Quite  frankly,  we  are  at  a  standstill.  Crippling  inflation  has  caught  up 
with  us  and  is  eating  into  the  very  vitals  of  our  existence.  We  are  still  giving 
the  same  high  quality  of  Christian  care  to  each  of  the  residents  in  the  six 
Homes,  Nursing  Care  Unit,  and  the  apartment  complex.  It  is  a  struggle  and  a 
juggle  between  income  and  expenditures. 

Building  plans  for  a  desperately  needed  70-bed  addition  to  our  current 
Nursing  Care  Unit  and  the  Hayes  Home  has  been  held  up  by  regulatory  red 
tape  for  years.  Now  that  the  state  health  laws  have  been  altered  to  permit  the 
building  of  these  beds,  it  doesn't  appear  that  we  could  wisely  borrow  the 
money  at  the  current  interest  rates. 

Though  1980  gifts  through  our  Cooperative  Program  and  the  North  Caro- 
lina Missions  Offering  are  a  little  more  than  $550,000.00  (18%  of  all  income), 
these  gifts  are  not  commensurate  with  our  current  population  growth  and 
the  ministry  support  needs  of  the  Homes. 

Two  things  are  apparent.  One,  Baptists  must  be  informed  of  our  needs  and 
do  all  possible  to  increase  their  gifts  accordingly  through  the  regular  chan- 
nels— the  Cooperative  Program  and  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering. 
Two,  North  Carolina  Baptists  must  help  us  find  ways  of  raising  money  for 
development  and  expansion  to  meet  the  needs  of  current  residents  and  the 
needs  of  growing  numbers  of  older  adults. 

The  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  has  joined  us  in  our 
concerns  and  has  appointed  a  Special  Study  Committee  to  take  a  serious  and 
close  look  at  the  financial  needs  of  our  Baptist  Homes. 

We  will  continue  to  trust  our  Heavenly  Father  for  His  blessings  upon  the 
Homes'  vital  ministry  to  older  adults.  We  will  keep  faith  with  Him  and  with 
N.C.  Baptist  and  strive  to  give  the  highest  quality  care  to  each  resident  of 
the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes.  We  will  believe  that  our  future  is  as  bright 
as  the  promises  of  God  Himself  and  as  sure  as  the  love  and  devotion  of  North 
Carolina  Baptists.

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BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATION  -  1981 

During  the  past  decade,  life  expectancy  in  this  country  has  increased  by 
three  years  to  73.2  years.  Important  factors  in  this  increase  have  been  the 
development  of  new  medical  technology  and  the  application  of  new  medical 
knowledge  gained  through  research. 

Baptist  Hospital  has  had  a  significant  part  in  this  developing  knowledge 
and  technology.  During  the  past  year,  the  hospital  has  expended  more  than 
$3  million  on  technological  equipment,  including  the  installation  of  an 
18-MEV  linear  accelerator  for  the  improved  treatment  of  patients  with  certain 
types  of  cancer.  A  new  cardiac-catherterization  laboratory  increase  the 
capability  of  identifying  and  locating  heart  problems.  A  cell  saver,  the  first 
in  North  Carolina,  contributes  to  the  recovery  of  many  surgical  patients.  This 
technology  salvages  the  patient's  own  blood,  cleans  it  and  readies  it  for  trans- 
fusion back  into  the  patient  in  a  matter  of  minutes-making  transfusion  faster 
and  less  expensive.  The  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  epilepsy  has  been  greatly 
enhanced  by  the  development  of  a  video  telemetry  system  which  uses  cameras 
to  record  a  patient's  physical  symptoms  during  a  seizure.  This  makes  it  pos- 
sible to  identify  and  classify  a  seizure,  thus  enabling  the  physician  to  deter- 
mine the  precise  drug  dosage  needed. 

The  hospital's  ministry  has  been  aided  by  completion  and  occupation 
of  the  Focus  Building.  Other  hospital  space  is  undergoing  renovation  for 
more  effective  use. 

Several  staff  members  from  the  Medical  Center  have  participated  in  short- 
term  mission  assignments  during  the  past  year-many  of  these  in  overseas 
areas. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  continues  to  provide  pastoral  ministry  to 
hospital  patients  and  their  families,  individual  and  group  counseling  in 
crisis  situations,  clinical  pastoral  education  in  both  crisis  ministry  and 
pastoral  counseling,  at  several  levels,  and  numerous  events  in  Christian 
enrichment  and  development.  The  Minister's  Care  Plan  continues  in  which 
Baptist  State  Convention  provides  financial  assistance  for  ministers  and/or 
their  families  who  seek  pastoral  counseling  through  one  of  the  department's 
regional  centers. 

Again  this  year,  our  hospital  has  won  awards  in  cost  effectiveness  pro- 
grams, indicating  our  continuing  efforts  to  keep  our  operating  costs  and 
patient  charges  as  low  as  possible. 

During  the  year,  the  hospital's  charter  revision  has  been  brought  to 
successful  and  satisfactory  condition. 

In  1980  our  churches  contributed  $457,459.56  to  the  hospital  through  the 
Cooperative  Program,  and  $353,397.73  through  the  North  Carolina  Missions 
Offering  and  designated  gifts. 

Polk  and  Green  River  Associations  joined  together  in  a  meeting  at  Gilly 
Club  House  sponsored  by  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Mr.  Calvin  Knight  led  a  period 
of  helpful  information  about  the  work  of  our  hospital,  and  a  heart  warming 
testimony  was  given  by  a  pastor  who  had  been  in  the  hospital.  We  are  proud 
of  our  Baptist  Hospital.

North  Carolina  Baptists  observed  the  week  of  October  4-11  as  the  Week  of 
Prayer  for  North  Carolina  Missions.  This  is  a  special  week  set  aside  for  us 
as  Southern  Baptists  to  think  about  and  pray  for  all  the  wonderful  minis- 
tries that  are  so  helpful  to  our  people.  The  1981  breakdown  in  percentages 
for  the  gifts  from  the  churches  is  as  follows:  Baptist  Men  3%,  W.M.U.  (Heck 
Jones)  5%,  Christian  Higher  Education  5%,  Baptist  Hospital  15%,  Homes 
For  the  Aging  15%,  State  Missions  Ministries  27%,  and  Children's  Homes 
30%.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  Polk  Association  had  a  small  part  in  helping 
with  each  one  of  these  ministries.

HISTORY  OF  PEA  RIDGE  BAPTIST  CHURCH 


Pea  Ridge  Baptist  Church,  located  in  the  heart  of  the  community  for 
which  it  was  named,  was  built  in  1916.  Until  that  time  families  either  at- 
tended Manus  Methodist  Church  or  went  to  the  Baptist  Church  at  Mill 
Spring  by  buggy  or  on  foot.  This  was  a  distance  of  four  miles. 

So  realizing  the  need  for  a  church  in  the  community  several  men  went  to 
work  on  a  building  on  land  donated  by  Mr.  Clarence  Justice.  By  the  time 
the  building  was  completed  many  workers  had  contributed  time  and  sup- 
plies. 

At  first  there  were  only  a  few  members,  but  the  church  has  grown  over 
the  years  and  today  the  membership  is  approximately  150. 

In  addition  to  membership  growth  other  changes  have  taken  place. 
Some  of  these  changes  are: 

1.  To  the  original  building  a  balcony  was  installed.  This  balcony  was 
used  for  many  years  for  Sunday  School  classes  as  well  as  for  congregational 
seating. 

2.  In  1940  the  church  voted  to  wire  the  building  for  electricity. 

3.  The  church  joined  the  newly  organized  Polk  Association  in  1969, 
leaving  the  Green  River  Association. 

4.  The  balcony  was  removed  in  1970  and  several  new  Sunday  School 
rooms  were  built. 

5.  In  1971  the  church  building  was  bricked. 

6.  On  January  11,  1976  the  church  voted  to  purchase  property  near  the 
church  building  to  build  a  parsonage.  The  parsonage  was  built  and  twenty- 
two  months  later,  November  1978,  the  mortgage  was  burned. 

We  rejoice  in  the  progress  of  Pea  Ridge  Baptist  Church  and  thank  the 
Lord  for  His  many  blessings.

THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETING  -  MAY  3,  1981 


The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  met  at  the  Mill 
Spring  Church  on  May  3  at  2:30  P.M. 

The  hymn  "Leaning  On  The  Everlasting  Arms"  was  led  by  Rev.  Bill  Pate 
with  Mrs.  Charlene  Pate  at  the  piano. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Rev.  John  Godfrey. 

Our  devotions  were  led  by  Rev.  George  Lynch,  pastor  of  Big  Level  Baptist 
Church.  He  brought  thoughts  from  Second  Chronicles  after  which  he  led 
in  prayer. 

Roll  call  of  churches  by  the  clerk  showed  10  churches  represented.  Then 
the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  was  read  by  the  clerk. 
There  was  a  call  for  old  business  by  the  Moderator. 

Rev.  Bill  Pate  made  a  motion  that  the  $250.00  voted  in  the  last  Executive 
Committee  Meeting  be  raised  to  the  price  of  plane  tickets  for  the  Simpsons. 
Seconded  and  voted. 

Mrs.  Pate  asked  about  our  Audio- Visual  Machine.  Rev.  Simpson  said 
that  the  machine  would  cost  about  $1,500.  The  State  Convention  re-emburse 
the  Association  for  $500. 

Hugh  Champion,  Deacon  from  Beulah  Church  asked  for  an  update  on 
the  sale  of  the  campground.  After  various  discussions  from  the  floor  the 
following  motion  was  made.  "Motion  made  said-"The  money  from  the  camp- 
ground should  be  put  in  a  savings  account  that  would  draw  the  most  interest- 
probably  a  six  month  certificate  and  also  any  money  coming  in  for  this 
also  be  added  to  this  and  each  church  be  paid  what  they  have  contributed 
plus  the  interest  that  they  have  earned/'  Seconded- Voted  by  ayes-Carried. 

Mrs.  Simpson  asked  if  we  got  any  response  on  the  World  Missions  Fair. 
Some  churches  would  like  it  and  others  would  not.  Rev.  Simpson  stated 
that  perhaps  we  did  not  understand  the  meaning  of  a  World  Fair.  This  in- 
volves missions  and  it  is  a  way  to  get  the  W.M.U.,  Brotherhood,  and  Acteens 
involved.  Motion  made  by  Rev.  Bill  Painter  that  we  invite  Rev.  Bill  Brock 
to  give  pointers  about  a  Missions'  Fair. 

The  Moderator  submitted  the  following  names  to  make  up  the  Long  Range 
Planning  Committee:  Mr.  Ted  Owens,  Bruce  Odell,  Ronnie  Champion, 
Boyce  Bradshaw,  Levourne  Wiggins,  John  Edwards,  Lee  Gregory,  the 
Moderator  and  the  Director  of  Missions.  Motion  made  that  the  group  be  ap- 
proved. Seconded  and  approved  by  ayes. 

The  new  pastor  at  Midway  Church,  Rev.  Wesley  Price,  was  introduced. 

Rev.  Simpson  spoke  to  us  briefly  about  the  World  Missions  Conference  and 
the  West  Virginia  Project.  No  action  taken. 

There  was  a  motion  to  adjourn  -  Seconded  -  Dismissed  with  prayer.

CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE  REPORT 


In  the  light  of  the  many  varied  kinds  of  literature  available  on  our  news- 
stands and  in  our  society  today,  we  can  readily  understand  the  need  for 
Christian  Literature  to  be  available  to  our  church  people.  We  as  Southern 
Baptists,  can  boast  of  much  good  literature  written  for  us  and  available  to 
us  on  any  subject  we  might  desire.  I  believe  the  writers  of  our  literature  are 
inspired  writers  who  have  to  spend  many  hours  in  preparation  and  have  re- 
ceived much  spiritual  insight  into  the  scriptures. 

The  Sunday  School  Board  in  Nashville,  where  we  order  our  quarterly 
literature,  sends  news  in  the  "Mailbag",  a  newsletter  included  with  the  order 
form,  that  tells  about  each  new  item  as  it  is  offered.  These  newsletters  should 
be  shared  with  each  department  in  the  church  and  extras  can  be  ordered  so 
each  leader  will  know  what  is  available.  There  are  three  sets  of  Sunday  School 
lessons  for  both  adults  and  youth  from  which  to  choose.  The  Children's 
Departments  have  lessons,  pictures,  Resource  Kits,  Recordings  for  each  age 
as  well  as  a  new  series  of  Children's  Bible  Study  for  multi-age  group  depart- 
ments. From  this  same  source  come  our  Church  Training  literature  and 
church  music  periodicals  with  casettes,  song  books  for  choirs  and  accom- 
panists and  much  help  for  children's  choirs.  There  are  Gospel  Tracts  for 
witnessing  and  literature  for  the  deaf  as  well  as  literature  translated  into 
other  languages. 

The  W.M.U.  literature  reaches  every  age  level  and  every  need  is  touched. 
There  is  a  beautiful  new  Home  Missions  periodical  just  out  called  "Missions 
U.S.A."  that  is  very  hard  to  put  down. 

I  could  never  name  all  of  what  is  offered  but  I  do  trust  that  our  churches 
use  this  material  as  it  fits  their  needs.  Unless  our  church  people  are  trained 
and  inspired  in  the  local  church  we  will  have  nothing  to  share  with  the 
world.  Let  us  train  our  children  and  adults  in  Bible  truths  and  Baptist  Doc- 
trine so  we  can  be  bold  in  our  sharing  as  we  reach  out  into  our  communities 
and  association  with  the  gospel.

REPORT  OF  THE  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  -  1981 

Again  this  past  year,  the  "Biblical  Recorder"  has  reminded  us  all  of  the 
value  of  good  church-pastor  relations.  This  is  just  one  of  many  subjects  the 
"Recorder"  seeks  to  cover  for  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

The  editor  believes  strongly  in  the  local  church  as  well  as  the  ministry 
and  work  of  the  pastor.  As  all  of  us  know,  nothing  can  take  the  place  of  a  good 
church  and  a  good  pastor. 

And  yet,  we  know  that  there  are  those  in  our  midst  who  do  not  believe  in 
this  as  much  as  they  should.  The  "Recorder"  is  a  constant  reminder  to  us  that  a 
bedrock  of  Baptist  life  is  a  strong  local  church  served  by  a  dedicated  pastor. 

The  "Recorder"  also  challenges  us  in  many  other  ways.  For  example, 
it  reported  that  there  was  a  net  gain  of  only  21  new  churches  in  our  conven- 
tion in  the  past  ten  years.  This  shocked  many  people,  especially  in  view  of 
the  number  of  new  churches  organized  in  the  last  50  years  and  in  the  popula- 
tion growth  of  our  state  in  the  last  decade. 

The  "Recorder"  was  happy  to  report  that  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  Los  Angeles  was  a  good  one.  Those  unable  to  attend  were  given  an  ac- 
curate and  complete  picture  of  what  happened  there — a  front  row  seat  as 
it  were  for  only  7$  (cost  of  one  "Recorder"). 

When  people  know  the  truth-and  truth  must  be  spoken  in  love  we  have 
better  convention,  better  churches,  better  associations  and  better  individual 
Christians.  The  "Recorder"  is  that  instrument  of  communication  that  keeps 
us  closer  together  as  Baptists. 

If  you  are  not  receiving  the  "Recorder"  you  are  missing  something  vital 
to  your  Christian  life.  The  cost  is  still  much  less  than  one-half  the  price 
of  a  first  class  stamp.  Surely  every  church  and  every  individual  can  afford 
that  much. 


CHRISTIAN  ACTION  LEAGUE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  -  1981 


We  are  praising  the  Lord  for  some  victories  that  He  has  shared  with  us  this 
year,  as  well  as  other  developments  in  total  perspective  of  our  work. 

I.  On  January  1, 1981,  Coy  C.  Privette  began  as  our  Executive  Director  upon 
the  retirement  of  D.  P.  McFarland  who  had  served  for  20  years  in  this  capacity. 

II.  It  has  been  a  privilege  to  assist  in  four  campaigns  already  this  year; 

1.  Lumberton  defeated  an  ABC  liquor  referendum. 

2.  Blowing  Rock  defeated  a  liquor-by-the- drink  referendum; 

3.  Marion  defeated  a  beer  referendum;  and 

4.  Old  Fort  also  defeated  a  beer  referendum. 

III.  The  League  was  involved  in  its  most  extensive  legislative  program  in 
its  entire  history.  There  were  some  victories;  some  defeats;  and  some  delays. 
A  brief  review  of  these  follows: 

1.  "Senate  Bill  128  and  House  Bill  230":  DRUG  PARAPHERNALIA  ACT- 
To  prohibit  the  manufacture,  delivery,  sale,  and  possession  and  use  of  drug 
paraphernalia.  RESULT:  Enacted  into  Law. 

2.  "Senate  Bill  324":  AN  ACT  TO  DECRIMINALIZE  MARIJUANA  UP  TO 
FOUR  OUNCES  (160-240  joints)  5  Trustees  appeared  before  the  Senate  Com- 
mittee opposing  the  measure.  Sent  to  a  subcommittee  that  recommended  a 
study  committee  to  re-examine  marijuana  Laws.  RESULT:  Senate  Appro- 
priation Committee  Refused  to  Fund  the  Study  Com. 

3.  "Senate  Bill  463":  AN  ACT  TO  GRANT  LIMITED  DRIVING  PRIVI- 
LEGES TO  THOSE  REFUSING  THE  BREATHALYZER.  League  President 
appeared  before  the  Senate  panel  opposing  the  measure  that  would  basi- 
cally destroy  our  implied  consent  law.  RESULT:  Bill  was  never  reported 
out  of  the  committee. 

4.  "Senate  Bill  295":  AN  ACT  TO  REPEAL  ADVERSARY  HEARING  IN 
OBSCENITY  LAW.  The  measure  overwhelmingly  passed  the  Senate,  but  ran 
into  trouble  in  the  House  Judiciary  Committee  I.  RESULT:  Established  a 
Legislative  Research  Committee  to  STUDY  OBSCENITY  LAWS. 

At  present  there  are  16  bills  in  the  House  or  Senate  geared  towards  making 
North  Carolina  a  better  state  in  which  to  live.  The  League  is  now  involved 
in  PROJECT  1000-an  effort  to  enlist  1000  churches  or  individuals  that  will 
become  a  prayer  partner  and  to  make  financial  contributions  in  the  League's 
ministry.  The  League's  extensive  legislative  program  has  placed  a  heavy 
demand  on  its  financial  resources,  and  this  is  why  you  are  needed  to  become 
a  part  of  PROJECT  1000. 

The  League  seeks  to  help  us  to  be  salt  and  light  that  our  Lord  has  com- 
missioned us  to  be  so  that  we  might  preserve  the  moral  and  spiritual  prin- 
ciples upon  which  our  nation  was  established.  Edmund  Burke  put  it  so  well 
years  ago:  "All  that  is  necessary  for  evil  to  flourish  is  for  good  people  to  do 
nothing."

All  indications  show  increases  have 
been  made  in  almost  everything.  We  praise  God  for  these  encouraging  signs. 
I  would  like  to  commend  you  for  your  faithfulness  to  the  cause  that  is  the 
greatest. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  increase  in  baptisms,  but  we  are  sadly  lacking  in 
reaching  people  for  Christ.  Let  us  ask  the  Lord  to  burden  our  hearts  for  the 
lost  in  Polk  County.  There  are  over  4,000  unchurched  people  in  Polk  County. 
Our  churches  have  been  asked  to  make  a  survey  of  the  community,  and  I  hope 
each  one  will  do  so. 

We  are  told  that  Southern  Baptists  are  experiencing  a  Sunday  School 
Renaissance  -  "a  rediscovery  of  the  Sunday  School  as  a  structure  designed 
for  the  dynamics  of  teaching,  preaching,  and  caring."  These  are  the  words  of 
one  of  the  fine  pastors  in  our  convention.  Pastors  are  becoming  more  aware 
that  the  Sunday  School  is  of  vast  importance  in  outreach.  The  churches  that 
are  growing  have  strong  Sunday  Schools.  Let's  strive  to  enroll  more  people 
and  not  take  them  off  the  roll  because  they  do  not  come.  We  have  a  decrease 
in  enrollment.  Rev.  Andy  Anderson  said  that  only  40  to  60  percent  of  the 
Sunday  School  enrollment  would  be  present  on  Sunday  morning.  He  said  60% 
would  be  a  high  attendance  figure. 

We  now  have  a  Video-Tape  Machine,  and  also  a  Long  Range  Planning 
Committee  has  been  appointed  to  study  the  needs  of  our  Association.  This 
Committee  will  begin  work  soon  and  have  a  report  ready  for  the  Executive 
Committee  Meeting  in  February-1982. 


Our  immediate  project  is  to  join  hands  with  West  Virgini  and  support  the 
work  there.  Beginning  in  January  our  churches  plan  to  send  a  gift  to  West 
Virginia  through  the  Association.  Next  summer  we  hope  to  send  teams  to 
help  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Churches. 

Millie  and  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  letting  us  be  a  part  of  your  Association. 
We  covet  your  prayers  as  we  try  to  serve  the  Lord.  We  would  like  to  serve  you 
good  people  better.  May  we  catch  the  vision  the  Lord  would  have  us  see  and 
work  together  for  the  glory  of  God.  Thank  you  for  your  prayers  and  support. 
You  prove  you  care.

REPORT  ON  VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOL  -  1981 

This  has  been  a  good  year  for  Vacation  Bible  School  in  Polk  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. A  good  Pre-clinic  was  held  at  Mill  Spring  First  Baptist  with  16 
present  from  10  churches.  We  had  61  in  attendance  for  our  main  clinic  at 
Silver  Creek  Baptist.  All  20  churches  this  year  had  some  type  of  Vacation 
Bible  School.  The  total  enrollment  was  1268.  There  were  149  adults  enrolled 
in  12  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  This  year  15  children  made  professions  of  faith. 
Four  Backyard  Bible  Clubs  were  held.  Sixteen  of  our  churches  used  Southern 
Baptist  Literature.  Fifteen  churches  gave  a  mission  offering  through  the 
Cooperative  Program.  Four  of  our  V.B.S.  achieved  the  level  of  Advanced. 
Five  achieved  the  level  of  Merit.

1981  ASSOCIATIONAL  REPORT 
"Unprecedented  Growth  and  Startling  Change!" 

"Nineteen  hundred  eighty  has  been  a  year  of  unprecedented  growth  and 
startling  change,"  according  to  Dr.  Darold  H.  Morgan,  president  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention's  Annuity  Board. 

Key  statistical  highlights  in  1980  included: 

1.  A  13th  Check  amounting  to  10  per  cent  of  a  year's  benefit  was  mailed 
to  annuitants  who  retired  before  1980. 

2.  A  total  of  $21,059,479  in  retirement  benefits  was  paid. 

3.  Insurance  benefits  through  the  Board's  church,  agency  and  seminary 
programs  amounted  to  $15,955,965. 

4.  Total  assets  held  in  trust  at  the  close  of  the  year  equaled  $806,518,757. 
This  figure  represented  a  growth  of  $139,043,770  over  1979's  total. 

5.  Premium  income  totaled  $87,938,590,  including  contributions  and  relief 
receipts.  A  total  of  $42,121,138  was  designated  for  the  Fixed  Fund,  $3,620,501 
was  earmarked  for  the  Balanced  Fund  and  $11,063,513  went  into  Plan  A. 
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Insurance  premiums  totaled  $24,863,894. 

6.  At  the  close  of  1980,  the  Board  counted  20,527  church  and  agency 
member  accounts  in  Plan  A,  47,701  in  the  Fixed  Fund,  6,033  in  the  Balanced 
Fund  and  3,376  in  the  Variable  Fund.

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BROTHERHOOD  COMMISSION 


The  Brotherhood  Commission  is  excited  over  the  challenge  from  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  "assume  leader- 
ship for  involving  Baptist  Men  in  Bold  Mission  Thrust  and  especially  that 
it  work  with  men  to  find  challenging  places  of  service  for  them  in  church  and 
denominational  life." 

This  is  in  line  with  Brotherhood's  recently  adopted  statement  of  objective, 
"Helping  Churches  Involve  Men  and  Boys  in  Missions."  Everything  now 
underway  is  being  weighed  on  the  scale  of  this  statement. 

This  year  God  has  led  in  three  deepening  convictions:  (1)  Bold  Mission 
Thrust  is  of  God — Mathew  24:14;  (2)  in  order  to  achieve  the  Bold  Mission 
Thrust,  a  great  task  force  of  laymen  must  be  involved;  and  (3)  the  motivation 
for  the  Bold  Mission  Thrust  must  come  from  a  genuine  spiritual  awakening — 
Psalm  110:3.  All  of  the  Commission's  strategy  is  being  built  upon  these 
convictions. 

In  response  to  the  request  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  ten  regional  laymen  consultations  were  conducted 
in  April  and  May  of  1980.  From  over  400  invitations,  133  men  attended  the 
meetings.  They  were  all  positive  and  helpful,  and  several  things  surfaced 
in  every  one  of  the  meetings.  Laymen  want  to  be  a  part  of  the  ministry,  and 
they  feel  there  should  be  a  National  Fellowship  of  Baptist  Men.  It  should  not 
be  a  convention,  but  a  fellowship.  It  should  provide  an  umbrella  for  many 
vocational  fellowships.  In  their  meetings,  they  want  to  share  ways  they  can 
use  their  vocations  as  platforms  for  personally  witnessing  to  their  faith  in 
Jesus  Christ.  They  also  want  to  consider  ways  their  skills  might  be  used  in 
mission  ministries.  A  representative  group  of  Southern  Baptists  is  preparing 
a  constitution  for  the  National  Fellowship. 

During  the  past  year  the  Commission  adopted  the  new  statement  of  objec- 
tive, "Helping  Churches  Involve  Men  and  Boys  in  Mission."  This  led  in 
restructuring  the  organization.  The  two  primary  divisions  are  Baptist  Men 
and  Royal  Ambassadors.  Materials  are  all  being  evaluated  for  missions  con- 
tent and  educational  principles.  The  work  of  the  Commission  has  been  ex- 
tremely fragmented  during  the  past  few  years. 

Polk  Association  need  MORE  BROTHERHOODS!  Men,  let's  get  involved! 
Two  laymen  from  Faith  went  to  Guatemala  last  month.  We  hope  some  will 
help  in  West  Virginia.  If  you  can — begin  a  Brotherhood  in  your  church  in  1982!

CHURCH  MUSIC  REPORT  FOR  1981 

Music  is  very  vital  to  our  Christian  life,  both  as  an  individual  Christian 
and  as  part  of  the  Church  of  the  Living  Christ. 
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In  the  Old  Testament  we  find  many  references  to  music,  whether  it  be  sing- 
ing or  the  playing  of  instruments.  For  example  note  these  blessed  words  from 
Psalm  81:1-3. 

1.  "Sing  aloud  unto  God  our  strength:  Make  a  joyful  noise  unto  the  God  of 
Jacob. 

2.  Take  a  Psalm,  and  bring  hither  the  timbrel,  the  pleasant  harp  with  the 
psaltery. 

3.  Blow  up  the  trumpet  in  the  new  moon,  in  the  time  appointed,  on  our 
solemn  feast  day." 

We  are  commanded  "to  make  a  joyful  noise  unto  the  Lord."  It  does  not  say 
if  you  have  a  trained  voice  to  sing;  it  says  to  make  a  joyful  noise,  and  if  that 
joyful  noise  is  made  to  bring  honor  and  glory  to  the  Lord,  then  we  are  meeting 
the  requirements  set  forth. 


GOALS  OF  THE  CHURCH  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

1.  All  churches  reporting  music  ministry. 

2.  Every  region  sponsoring  an  event  in  each  of  the  following  areas:  1.  Train- 
ing Event,  2.  Group  Participation  Event,  3.  Fellowship  Event. 

3.  One  additional  Association  per  region  establishing  the  Zone  Director 
concept. 

Zone  Directors  should  be  located  in  different  areas  or  zones  of  an  Associa- 
tion in  such  a  way  that  they  are  able  to  communicate  easily  with  several 
church  music  Directors.  The  purpose  is  to  establish  fellowship,  convey  in- 
formation, urge  the  churches  to  report  a  music  program,  and  to  determine 
needs  in  the  churches.  Since  the  task  of  reaching  into  every  church  is  impos- 
sible for  the  Church  Music  Department  and  the  Associational  Music  Direc- 
tor, you  can  see  that  this  is  a  workable  plan  if  we  join  forces  in  striving  to 
meet  the  needs  of  our  people. 

4.  Enlist  3,000  additional  adult  choir  members. 

5.  Seventy-five  Choirs  participating  in  Adult  Choir  Festivals. 

6.  Twenty  groups  participating  in  Adult  Handbell  Festivals. 

7.  Twenty  five  Associations  reporting  that  they  are  using  music  ministry 
in  outreach. 

Let  me  share  with  you  several  goals  for  our  Polk  Associational  Music 
Ministry: 

1.  To  encourage  the  churches  in  our  Association  to  share  leadership, 
music  groups,  and  musical  resources  with  other  churches  for  the  benefit  of 
all  churches  in  our  Association. 

2.  To  strengthen  music  in  the  congregational  services  in  all  the  churches. 

3.  To  provide  leadership  training  for  all  music  leaders  and  interested 
members  for  the  purpose  of  strengthening  the  total  music  ministry  in  the 
local  church. 

4.  To  seek  to  meet  the  musical  needs  of  all  the  churches  in  the  Polk  Baptist 
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Association.

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THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION,  INC. 
1981  Report  to  the  Baptist  Associations  of  North  Carolina 

During  the  past  year,  twenty-three  new  trust  funds  valued  at  $385,016,  were 
established  with  the  N.C.  Baptist  Foundation.  Coupled  with  the  additions 
to  existing  trusts,  total  new  assets  held  for  the  various  missions  and  in- 
stitutions increased  the  value  of  trust  assets  by  $453,877. 

-Foreign  Missions  trust  funds  increased  by  approximately  $26,000. 

-Home  Missions  trusts  increased  by  $8,000. 

— Baptist  Childrens  Homes  of  North  Carolina  trusts  increased  by  approxi- 
mately $19,000 
•Southeastern  Seminary  by  $12,250. 
-Fruitland  Bible  Institute  by  $33,000. 
-N.C.  Baptist  Homes  by  $1,500. 

-Local  church  trust  funds,  including  cemetery,  scholarship  and  mission 
funds  by  $5,000. 
-Cooperative  Program  by  $7,000. 
-Statewide  Student  loan  fund  by  $115,000. 

The  Directors  of  the  Foundation  made  an  investment  decision  in  1978  to 
increase  the  yield  to  the  charitable  beneficiaries  of  trust  income.  Over  a  two 
year  period  investments  moved  toward  high  quality  selective  bonds  to  ac- 
complish this  goal.  The  income  of  yield  increased  steadily  with  the  rate  on 
December  30,  1980  averaging  10.3%.  Market  Value  of  all  assets  on  December 
30,  1980  were  $4,586,215.12.  The  bond  portion  of  the  investment  portfolio 
reflected  the  high  interest  market  at  the  end  of  the  year  with  market  values 
being  depressed  below  inventory  value. 

Thirty-eight  percent  of  the  market  value  of  all  assets  held  by  the  Founda- 
tion were  made  as  gifts  by  persons  desiring  to  receive  income  for  the 
remainder  of  their  lifetime  and  at  death  have  the  trust  funds  pay  income  to 
missions  or  Baptist  institutions.  Foundation  personnel  are  available  to  assist 
any  member  of  a  Baptist  Church  in  North  Carolina  to  utilize  this  or  other 
plans  of  giving  to  provide  a  perpetual  personal  support  for  sharing  the  mes- 
sage of  Christ  -  even  beyond  one's  lifetime. 

More  families  are  utilizing  the  memorial  gifts  as  a  means  of  providing 
mission  support  on  a  continuing  basis.  Individual  trust  accounts  are  estab- 
lished with  only  the  income  being  distributed  in  the  name  of  the  deceased 
family  member.  Generally  the  mission  cause  named  to  receive  the  income  was 
loved  and  supported  during  the  lifetime  of  the  family  member. 

Private  and  confidential  conferences  are  scheduled  by  Foundation  staff 
members  with  individuals  desiring  to  seek  direction  in  estate  planning 
and  giving.

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HOME  MISSION  REPORT  FOR  1981 

This  has  been  a  good  year  for  Home  Missions.  The  budget  of  $36.6  million 
dollars  was  the  largest  in  our  history.  The  Annie  Armstrong  Easter  Offer- 
ing went  one  million  dollars  over  the  goal. 

The  impact  of  your  sacrifice  on  1981  missions  endeavors  will  prove  strik- 
ing. New  and  expanded  opportunities  await,  just  as  last  year's  gifts  already 
have  paid  dividends  in  baptisms  and  missionary  appointments. 

The  missionary  force  rose  in  1980  to  3,000.  Before  the  end  of  the  year  it  was 
reduced  to  2,970.  Maintaining  the  3,000  number  is  difficult  because  of  the 
large  turnover  of  mission  pastors  who  lead  their  churches  to  self-support 
status,  and  they  are  dropped  from  the  roll. 

The  witness  at  the  Winter  Olympics  in  Lake  Placid,  N.Y.  resulted  in  a 
small  church  there.  Results  of  that  experience  have  caused  the  Home  Mission 
Board  to  start  planning  for  1984  Summer  Games  set  for  Los  Angeles. 

Home  missionaries  have  also  been  helping  with  the  influx  of  Cubans  and 
the  Indochinese  refugees.  Workers  helped  in  the  camps  and  led  in  recruiting 
SBC  church  sponsorships. 

The  Board  also  named  a  hunger  consultant.  His  task  will  be  to  coordinate 
SBC  domestic  hunger  efforts.  In  the  years  ahead  he  will  help  us  all  to 
remember  our  Lord's  command  to  feed  the  hungry-physically  as  well  as 
spiritually. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  Polk  had  a  small  part  in  the  Annie  Armstrong 
Easter  Offering.  Our  churches  made  a  substantial  gain  in  their  gifts,  the 
total  for  1980  being  $6,329.  Hopefully,  this  year  we  went  above  this. 

Polk  Association  is  cooperating  with  our  state  convention  in  helping  with 
the  work  in  West  Virginia.  Plans  are  in  the  making  to  send  teams  there  next 
summer  and  to  help  financially. 

FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT  FOR  1981 

Over  3,000  missionaries  in  95  countries  are  telling  the  story  of  God's 
love.  In  1980  total  contributions  were  $85,456,178.  From  the  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  received  $40,836,166  and 
from  the  Cooperative  Program  the  Board  received  $34,415,900.  The  per  capita 
gift  has  increased  dramatically  and  reached  a  high  of  $6.28  in  1980. 

In  Asia  with  1,241.1  millions  of  people  there  are  1,832  Southern  Baptist 
Churches  and  1,446  missions.  With  a  staff  of  859  missionaries  and  1,398 
National  pastors  175,742  people  are  served  and  19,843  were  baptized  in 
1980. 

I  am  sure  that  Polk  Association  is  proud  to  have  a  part  in  this  ministry. 
Our  churches  contributed  $16,321  for  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering  in 
1980.  We  should  do  much  better  this  year.  Two  of  our  laymen  from  Faith 
Church  went  to  Guatemala  with  a  group  and  built  pews  in  a  church.  We  hope 
that  others  can  help  in  other  work. 

Polk  Association,  let  me  CHALLENGE  YOU  to  continue  to  upgrade  your 
home  and  foreign  mission  programs!  The  dividends  will  be  greater  than  you 
can  ever  imagine!

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PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  THIRTEENTH  ANNUAL

A 
Bible  and  plaque  were  presented  to  Mrs.  Wilma  Jolley  for  13  years  of  service 
to  the  association. 

A  motion  was  made  that  we  accept  the  Green  Creek  First  Church  into  our 
fellowship  with  a  second.  Voted  by  saying  aye.  The  pastor,  Rev.  Jack  Weaver 
was  recognized  and  3  members  from  Green  Creek  introduced  and  welcomed.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


Article  I  -  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  II  -  PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  general  object  and  purpose  of  this  association  to  promote  Mis- 
sions, Benevolences,  Christian  Education,  and  Christian  fellowship  as  fostered  by 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  N.  C.  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  De- 
tailed and  specific  objects  shall  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  EXECUTIVE  PRO- 
MOTIONAL COMMITTEE. 

Article  III  -  MEETINGS 

The  association  shall  convene  annually  on  Thursday  after  the  third  Sunday  in 
October,  authority  for  any  necessary  changes  in  this  meeting  schedule  or  for  called 
sessions  of  the  association  is  given  to  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee. 

Article  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  1.  Composition  and  number  of  messengers:  The  association  shall  be 
composed  of  messengers  chosen  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong.  The  mess- 
engers thus  chosen  shall  be  known  as  The  Polk  Baptist  Association,  which  shall 
have  no  power  over  the  churches,  nor  the  privilege  to  infringe  upon  their  internal 
rights.  Nevertheless,  the  association  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  withdraw  fellow- 
ship from  any  and  every  church-proven  to  be  heretical  in  doctrine,  immoral  in  prac- 
tice, or  unwilling  over  a  period  of  time  to  cooperate  with  the  other  churches  in  ful- 
filling the  purpose  of  the  association. 

Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  three  messengers,  and 
one  additional  member  for  every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  over  the 
first  50  members.  Officers  of  the  association,  pastors  of  the  member  churches,  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions,  and  such  members  of  the  preceding  session  as  were  ap- 
pointed to  perform  specific  duties,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  shall  be  messengers  and 
members  of  the  session. 

SECTION  II.  Reception  of  churches.  The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of 
her  membership,  and  may  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for  membership  there 
in  at  her  pleasure.'  Provided:  The  churches  so  received  shall  agree  and  come  under 
the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  one  year  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches,  provided  such  request  comes  at 
least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  It  is  understood  that  during  this 
period  of  proving  such  church  or  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  pri- 
vileges of  the  association  except  that  of  voting.  They  may  be  voted  in  by  two-thirds 
of  the  messengers  present. 

SECTION  III.  Church  letters:  Each  member  church  of  the  association  shall  send 
a  letter  of  information  to  the  annual  meeting.  These  letters  shall  contain  such  statis- 
tical information  as  shall  be  requested,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  association^  office 
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as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  associational  year.  Any  church,  that  for  a 
period  of  twelve  months  following  the  associational  meeting,  fails  to  send  such  a 
letter  of  information  to  the  office,  shall  be  dropped  from  membership  in  the 
association.  The  association's  Missions  Committee  shall  seek  to  make  the  church 
fully  aware  of  this  impending  action . 

Article  V  -  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice  Modera- 
tor, Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Trustees,  Auditor,  Sunday  School 
Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Director 
of  Baptist  Men,  and  Music  Director. 

SECTION  II.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music 
Director,  and  Baptist  Men's  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee of  the  association,  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  by  their  or- 
ganization at  the  third  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee. 
Each  will  then  serve  on  his  organization's  committee  to  enlist  the  necessary  officers 
for  the  new  year.  The  association's  nominating  committee  shall  present  all  these 
officers  for  approval  at  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  III.  At  the  annual  session  the  nomination  committee  shall  nominate 
one  person  for  the  office  to  be  filled.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for  nominations 
from  the  floor,  with  elections  to  be  completed  on  that  day. 

Article  VI  -  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  I.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  a  study 
of  and  dispense  information  to  the  churches  concerning  the  current  practice  in  the 
use  of  audio-visual  aids.  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  loan  and  opera- 
tion of  all  visual-aid  equipment  of  the  association  within  the  churches  of  the 
association. 

SECTION  II.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this 
committee  to  study  the  complete  program  of  our  association  and  make  all  nec- 
essary recommendations  concerning  the  finances  and  prepare  and  present  the 
annual  budget  for  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  This 
committee  shall  get  into  the  hands  of  each  church  a  copy  of  the  recommended  bud- 
get by  the  first  Sunday  in  August.  (The  purpose  for  this  is  to  aid  the  local  churches 
in  their  budget  preparation  and  allotment  of  the  associational  program.)  All 
churches  who  participate  on  a  regular  basis  with  the  work  of  the  association  shall 
receive  their  minutes  without  charge.  All  others  will  pay  at  the  rate  of  $  1 .50  each. 

SECTION  III.  Committee  on  Committees:  This  committee,  composed  of  three 
members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  first  business  session  of  the 
annual  program.  This  committee  will  become  responsible  for  filling  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  shall  nominate  all  committees  for  the  coming 
year. 

SECTION  IV.  Constitutional  Changes  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  at  least  three  members  whose  duty  shall  be  to  study  the  constitution  and 
report  any  suggested  changes  to  the  annual  session  each  year. 


SECTION  V.  Evangelism  Committee:  This  committee  shall  work  in  cooperation 
and  use  information  coming  from  our  convention's  Department  of  Evangelism. 
They  shall  encourage  our  churches  to  be  evangelistic  and  participate  in  all  simultan- 
eous efforts. 

SECTION  VI.  Executive  Promotional  Committee:  The  association  shall  have  an 
Executive  Promotional  Committee  which  shall  carry  on  the  work  of  the  association 
as  interim,  with  all  powers  of  the  association  vested  in  this  committee.  This  com- 
mittee shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association,  a  pastor  from  each 
member  church  in  the  association,  one  lay  member  from  each  church,  and  the 
church  treasurer.  Members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee  shall  compose  a  quorum.  This  committee  shall  meet  quarterly  on  the 
first  Sunday  in  the  second  month  of  each  quarter.  The  Executive  Committee  shall 
submit  a  report  of  its  work  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  VII.  Memorials  Committee:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to  present 
a  memorial  for  members  of  our  churches  who  passed  away  during  the  preceding 
year. 

SECTION  VIII.  Missions  Committee:  The  association  shall  cooperate  with  our 
North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  Southern  Baptist  Denominational  Pro- 
gram of  missions:  Foreign:  Home:  State:  and  Associational. 

A.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  employing  or  dis- 
charging a  paid  missionary  or  field  worker  for  the  association,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Executive  Committee  and/or  association. 

B.  Membership:  The  Missions  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers 
of  the  association,  heads  of  the  five  organizations  and  the  Chairman  of  Evangelism. 
The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  committee.  Any  five 
members  will  constitute  a  quorum.  (Chairman  to  be  elected  by  the  committee.) 

C.  Duties:  The  duties  of  the  committee  is  to  work  with  the  associational  Mission- 
ary in  planning  and  promoting  a  mission  program  that  will  carry  the  Gospel  to  all 
the  people:  seek  to  meet  spiritual  needs  of  all  the  committees  and  churches;  to  pro- 
mote religious  services  in  institutions  and  lead  in  establishing  mission  stations  in 
neglected  areas  and  new  churches  where  they  are  needed.  In  carrying  out  its  respon- 
sibilities, this  committee  has  four  major  duties: 

1 .  Pinpoint  all  possible  places  in  the  association  where  work  should  be  started. 

2.  Create  concern  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  in  the  churches  for  starting  new 
work. 

3.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  solely  responsible  to  this  com- 
mittee and,  through  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee,  to  the  association. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  submit  all  plans  and  programs  for  the 
association  to  this  committee  for  approval  and  authorization. 

SECTION  IX.  Nominating  Committee:  This  committee,  consisting  of  three 
members,  shall  nominate  all  general  officers  and  representatives  to  serve  for  one 
year,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  filling  vacancies  that  occur  in 
any  of  the  above  mentioned  during  the  year. 
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SECTION  X.  Ordination  Committee:  This  committee  will  not  act  voluntary,  but 
upon  request  by  individual  churches  desiring  such  services.  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  five  members.  When  called  upon,  they  shall  examine  the  candidate  for 
the  Gospel  Ministry  and  submit  a  report  to  the  church  requesting  such. 

SECTION  XI.  Program  Committee:  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  along  with  the 
directors  of  each  organization  of  work.  The  first  three  mentioned,  along  with  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions,  shall  work  out  the  format  and  present  to  the  full  com- 
mittee before  the  final  program  is  completed. 

SECTION  XII.  Place  and  Preacher  Committee:  This  committee  shall  determine 
the  meeting  place,  select  the  speaker  for  the  annual  message  and  alternate. 

SECTION  XIII.  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches:  Duties  of  this  committee 
shall  be: 

1.  To  receive  and  consider  request  by  a  new  church  for  membership  in  the  as- 
sociation and  to  recommend  what  action  should  be  taken. 

2.  To  keep  alert  to  any  developments  that  might  lead  to  a  new  church  and  ad- 
vise the  group  or  groups  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  the  organization  for  ap- 
plication for  membership  in  the  association,  and  location  of  the  church. 

SECTION  XIV.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  resolutions 
pertinent  to  the  occasion  of  our  annual  meetings  or  other  occasions  as  needed. 

SECTION  XV.  Social  Services  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  made  up  of 
the  associational  representatives  of  the  State  Convention  operated  Children's 
Homes,  Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  keep 
informed  as  to  what  is  available  for  immediate  needs  in  our  area,  and  to  assist  in 
securing  such  needs  as  requested  to  do  so.  The  committee  should  also  be  aware  of 
other  needs  as  may  arise  within  our  area  where  we  could  give  aid  or  counsel. 

SECTION  XVI.  Trustees:  This  committee  shall  be  elected  for  an  indefinite 
period  and  may  be  changed  at  the  discretion  of  the  association.  They  may  hold  title 
for  the  association  of  any  property  presently  held  by  the  association  or  that  which 
shall  be  acquired.  Trustees  shall  be  aware  of  the  state  of  repair  of  all  properties  and 
make  recommendations  concerning  such  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
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RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 

These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedures  of  the  Polk  Baptist  As- 
sociation. 

Article  I  -  RULES  OF  ORDER 

The  association  shall  at  times  be  governed  by  a  simple  majority  of  the  mes- 
sengers present,  except  when  necessitated  otherwise  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Moderator  shall  be  deemed  Judge  of  Order,  guided  by  Robert's  Rules 
of  Order. 

Article  II  -  PRINTING  OF  CONSTITUTION 

The  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  annually. 

Article  III  -  CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGES 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
messengers  present.  One  month  prior  to  annual  meeting,  any  recommended 
change  shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  acted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Article  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

SECTION  I.  Moderator:  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall 
preside  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  and  at  the  Executive  Pro- 
motional Meetings.  His  term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succes- 
sion. 

SECTION  II.  Vice-Moderator:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected  an- 
nually and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Moderator,  shall  auto- 
matically become  Moderator,  and  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  fill 
the  vacancy  of  Vice-Moderator  at  the  next  Executive  Meeting.  His  duties 
shall  be  to  serve  when  called  upon  by  the  moderator  or  in  the  absence  of  the 
moderator. 

SECTION  III.  Clerk:  The  clerk  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  record 
the  proceedings  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  meetings,  and  all 
sessions  of  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  IV.  Assistant  Clerk:  The  Assistant  Clerk  shall  perform  all 
duties  of  the  clerk  in  the  absence  of  the  clerk. 

SECTION  V.  Treasurer:  The  Associational  Treasurer  is  to  handle  and 
disburse  all  funds  of  the  association  in  accord  with  the  budget  of  the  associa- 
tion, or  at  the  direction  of  the  association  or  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee.  He  shall  also  transfer  to  his  successor  a  complete  accounting 
of  all  funds  which  have  come  into  his  hands. 

SECTION  VI.  Historian:  The  Associational  Historian  is  to  prepare  and 
present  a  history  of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and  is  to 
preserve  a  continuing  record  of  these  meetings,  which  are  to  be  passed  on 
to  the  succeeding  historian. 
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SECTION  VII.  Auditor:  The  association  shall  have  an  auditor  who  shall 
be  elected  at  each  annual  session,  along  with  the  other  officers  of  the  associa- 
tion. He  shall  have  the  duty  of  auditing  the  books  of  the  treasurer  and  of  re- 
porting his  findings  to  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting. 
SECTION  VIII.  Director  of  Missions: 

PART  I.  Duties:  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  an  ex-officio  of  the 
Polk  Baptist  Association  and  all  committees.  His  primary  duty  will  be  that 
of  promoting  and  developing  the  Southern  Baptist  Program  of  Cooperation 
with  the  pastors  of  the  churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association,  and  any 
such  duties  as  the  Missions  Committee  shall  specify.  His  further  duties 
shall  be  to  publish  the  annual  book  of  reports  and  to  compile  and  print 
(or  assume  responsibility  for  such)  the  Polk  Baptist  Annual  Minutes. 

PART  2.  Employment:  The  Director  of  Missions  is  called  for  an  in- 
definite period  of  time.  This  relationship  may  be  terminated  by  giving  a  thirty 
day  notice,  or  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Com- 
mittee favoring.  This  would  be  done  with  a  thirty  day  period  allowed. 

PART  3.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Executive 
Promotional  Committee  and  he  shall  make  monthly  reports  to  the  chairman 
of  the  Missions  Committee. 

PART  4.  The  salary  and  other  benefits  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Budget 
and  Finance  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

PART  5.  OTHER  PROVISIONS:  The  Director  of  Missions  is  granted 
two  full  weeks  of  vacation  time  annually  to  be  taken  at  his  own  discretion. 
He  is  entitled  to  the  equivalent  of  one  day  a  week  free  of  associational  work. 
The  Director  of  Missions  is  permitted  to  conduct  two  one  week  revivals  and 
assist  in  two  weeks  of  church  and  convention  work  outside  the  association 
each  year.  He  will  be  available  for  as  many  revivals  within  the  association 
as  he  is  physically  possible.  The  services  of  the  Director  of  Missions  shall  be 
offered  free  and  without  charge  to  the  churches  of  the  association.  Notwith- 
standing, the  churches  are  free  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  Director 
of  Missions  with  suitable  honorariums.  The  Director  of  Missions  will  be 
allowed  a  reasonable  period  of  time  for  sick  leave  with  pay,  the  amount  to  be 
determined  by  the  Missions  Committee.  The  Director  shall  comply  with  the 
policies  and  cooperate  with  the  general  program  of  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion's Division  of  Missions.  He  is  encouraged  to  attend  the  annual  North 
Carolina  State  Convention  Meeting  and  other  conventions  and  conferences 
relevant  to  his  work  as  provided  in  the  annual  budget. 

NOTE:  Under  our  present  setup  with  our  Director  of  Missions  on  a  part- 
time  salary,  he  will  be  expected  to  comply  within  reasonable  bounds  to  the 
above  stipulations. 
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AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  II:  Be  it  understood  that  all  churches  participat- 
ing in  the  financial  program  of  the  Association  receive  their  minutes  free  of 
charge  up  to  a  certain  certified  number.  Any  church  that  desires  minutes 
but  does  not  support  the  regular  financial  program  of  the  association  shall 
be  asked  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  copy. 

Be  it  further  understood  that  the  churches  will  be  given  minutes  on  this 
Ratio:  100  or  less  -  10  copies,  150  or  less  - 15  copies,  more  than  150-20  copies. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XV:  Representatives  from  Polk  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation on  the  Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter  Committee  shall  also  serve  on  the 
Social  Services  Committee  of  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XVII  (Committees):  Recreation  Committee  -  This 
committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  promoting,  and  co-ordinating 
all  recreational  activities  and  programs  sponsored  by  Polk  Baptist  Associa- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XVIII  (Committees):  Youth  Committee  -  This 
committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  promoting,  and  co-ordinating 
all  youth  activities  and  programs  sponsored  by  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  SECTION  III:  That  the  Associational  Senior  Co-ordinator 
be  added  as  an  officer  of  Polk  Baptist  Association  under  Article  V,  Section  I, 
by  leaving  off  the  "a"  before  the  "Music  Director";  adding  a  comma  after 
"Music  Director"  instead  of  a  period  and  then  adding  the  words:  "and  Associa- 
tional Senior  Co-ordinator." 

ARTICLE  V  -  SECTION  IV:  That  the  official  title,  "Superintendent  of 
Missions"  be  changed  each  time  it  appears  in  the  constitution  to  the  title 
"Director  of  Missions." 

ARTICLE  IV,  Section  II:  (Reception  of  Churches)  -  Sentence  2  of  Section  II 
be  changed  from  "The  churches  so  received  to  "A  newly  established  Southern 
Baptist  Church  or  churches  so  received"  -  the  remainder  of  Section  II  would 
remain  as  is.  At  the  conclusion  of  Section  II,  it  is  recommended  that  the  fol- 
lowing sentence  be  added:  "An  older  -  established  Southern  Baptist  Church  or 
churches,  in  doctrinal  agreement  with  Polk  Baptist  Association  would  not 
have  to  come  under  the  watch  care  of  the  Association  for  one  year,  but  would 
be  received  immediately  into  full  membership  of  the  Association  upon  being 
voted  in  by  two-thirds  of  the  messengers  present." 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XIX:  The  following  committees  are  to  serve  on  a 
rotation  basis:  Audio- Visual  Aids,  Committee  on  Committees,  Constitu- 
tional Changes  Committee,  Evangelism  Committee,  Memorials  Committee, 
Nominating  Committee,  Ordination  Committee,  Place  and  Preacher  Com- 
mittee, Reception  and  Location  of  Churches  Committee,  Resolutions  Com- 
mittee, Recreation  Committee,  and  Youth  Committee.  If  the  Committee  is 
composed  of  three  members  one  member  shall  rotate  annually.  If  the  com- 
mittee is  composed  of  six  members  two  members  shall  rotate  annually. 
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AN  ADDITIONAL  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

In  regard  to  the  minutes  of  the  association:  Be  it  understood  that  all 
churches  participating  in  the  financial  program  of  the  Association  receive 
their  minutes  free  of  charge  up  to  a  certain  certified  number.  Any  church 
that  desires  minutes  but  does  not  support  the  regular  financial  program 
of  the  Association  shall  be  asked  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  copy.  Be  it 
further  understood  that  the  churches  will  be  given  minutes  on  this  Ratio: 
100  or  less  -  10  copies  -  150  or  less  -  15  copies  -  More  than  150  -  20  copies. 

PART  6.  Our  Association  shall  be  grouped  into  four  groups.  At  the  present 
time  each  group  shall  consist  of  five  churches.  If  at  a  later  date  other  churches 
shall  join  the  association  equal  distribution  shall  be  made. 
Group  1  -  Cooper's  Gap,  Big  Level,  Pea  Ridge,  Pleasant  Grove,  and  Faith 

Temple. 

Group  2  -  Silver  Creek,  Faith,  Mill  Spring,  Midway,  and  Beulah. 
Group  3  -  Green  River,  Sandy  Springs,  Hickory  Grove,  Morgan  Chapel,  and 
Green  Creek. 

Group  4  -  Columbus,  Peniel,  Pacolet  Hills,  Tryon  Second,  and  Warrior 
Mountain. 

Each  group  will  select  a  host  and  the  other  four  shall  be  co-host  to  the 
Annual  Meeting.

HISTORY  OF  FAITH  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Faith  Baptist  Church  was  organized  March  30,  1967  with  seventy  eight 
members  from  Mill  Spring  Baptist  Church  and  one  member  from  Victory 
Baptist  Church.  Services  were  held  in  the  old  Egerton  store  building  before 
the  church  building  was  constructed. 

At  the  annual  session  of  the  Green  River  Association,  which  was  held  at 
Silver  Creek  Baptist  Church  on  October  19,  1967,  Faith  Baptist  Church  was 
received  as  a  full  member  of  the  association.  A  few  years  later  when  the 
Polk  Baptist  Association  was  formed  Faith  became  a  charter  member. 

The  church  building  was  to  be  located  on  a  6.5  acre  site  facing  Highway  9 
in  Mill  Spring,  N.C.  This  land  was  donated  by  Mr.  Frank  J ackson,  and  ground 
breaking  service  was  held  October  12,  1967.  Six  months  later,  April  28,  1968, 
the  first  service  was  held  in  the  new  building  with  100  people  present. 

Rev.  Robert  Rownd  was  the  first  pastor,  and  he  served  for  two  years.  The 
church  called  Rev.  P.  Thomas  Cannady  as  its  second  pastor,  and  he  served 
from  September  7,  1969  to  October  15,  1972.  He  and  his  family  are  now  mis- 
sionaries in  Honduras. 

Rev.  George  McGill  was  pastor  from  July  1,  1973  to  August  10,  1975.  Rev. 
Ronald  Gilbert  served  as  pastor  from  December  31,  1975  until  April  13, 
1980.  Rev.  John  Rogers  is  the  present  pastor,  and  he  has  been  at  Faith  since 
February  1,  1981.  Dr.  Alex  Booth  of  Fruitland  Bible  Institute  has  served  as 
interim  pastor  three  different  times. 

In  the  spring  of  1981  a  pastorium  was  completed  on  land  given  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  John  Lynch. 

Faith  Baptist  Church  has  licensed  two  men  to  preach-Phillip  McCall  in 
April  1973  and  James  Owens  in  April  1977.  Phillip  McCall  was  ordained  on 
September  2,  1979,  and  he  is  now  serving  a  church  as  its  full  time  pastor. 

God  has  blessed  Faith  Baptist  Church,  and  we  rejoice  in  His  many  bless- 
ings.

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CO-OPERATIVE  PROGRAM  REPORT  FOR  POLK  BAPTIST  -  1982 


The  sound  of  the  phrase  "Co-operative  Program"  always  rings  a  bell  in  my 
thinking.  What  a  glorious  thought-Southern  Baptists  working  hand  in  hand. 
Cooperation  is  the  key  word  for  success  in  any  field  of  endeavor.  Many  of  us 
cannot  go  around  the  world  taking  the  "Good  News"  to  ALL  THE  WORLD. 
We  cannot  be  a  doctor,  nurse,  teacher,  or  one  instrumental  in  the  healing 
of  one  who  needs  spiritual,  physical,  or  mental  health.  However,  THROUGH 
THE  CO-OPERATION  PROGRAM  we  can  have  a  part  in  the  healing  of 
thousands  and  thousands  of  people  as  well  as  enlarging  the  Family  of  God. 

In  Polk  Association  I  am  happy  to  report  that  we  have  made  some  progress. 
We  are  still  working  and  praying  that  EVERY  church  will  "cooperate"  by 
giving  a  portion  of  the  church's  income  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 
We  are  still  urging  the  churches  to  establish  a  monthly  system  of  alloting 
a  percentage  to  the  Cooperative  Program.  I  am  happy  that  my  church  at  Big 
Level  has  agreed  to  give  13%  of  the  budget  to  the  Cooperative  Program  and 
5%  to  Associational  Missions.  In  so  doing  I  feel  our  church  has  been  blessed 
in  so  many  ways.  Several  other  churches  have  also  raised  their  percentage 
to  missions.  For  this  we  are  deeply  grateful. 

In  Polk  Baptist  Association  we  set  a  goal  of  $40,000  for  1982  to  be  given 
through  the  Cooperative  Program.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  we  went  over 
this  goal,  and  our  gifts  total  $45,800  through  the  Cooperative  Program  for 
1982.  In  1982  the  total  gifts  were  $35,742.  Several  churches  have  already 
reached  BOLD  MISSION  THRUST  by  doubling  or  tripling  their  gifts  through 
the  Cooperative  Program.  In  1982  Cooper's  Gap  contributed  the  highest  gift 
of  $8,012;  Big  Level  had  the  highest  percentage  with  $5,584.11;  Hickory 
Grove,  Midway,  Mill  Spring,  Morgan  Chapel,  Silver  Creek,  Tryon  Second, 
and  Warrior  Mountain  have  either  doubled  or  tripled  their  gifts  for  Bold 
Mission  Thrust.  To  God  Be  The  Glory!  Great  Things  He  Has  Done! 

In  April  Dr.  O.D.  Martin,  Director  of  Stewardship,  was  guest  speaker  at 
Pastors'  Conference.  Church  laymen  were  also  invited,  and  we  were  chal- 
lenged and  inspired  to  do  greater  work. 

Thus,  we  are  setting  the  goal  of  $50,000  for  our  gifts  through  the  Coopera- 
tive Program  for  1983.  We  are  happy  to  have  added  Green  Creek  Church  to 
our  Association  and  with  every  church  participating  and  sharing  a  portion 
of  its  tithes  and  offerings  Polk  Baptist  Association  will  go  above  the  goal  in 
1983!  May  God  bless  each  church  and  may  He  give  each  one  of  us  a  vision  of 
a  lost  and  needy  world  for  the  Gospel.

REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS 
BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  OF  N.C.  INC. 

1982 

WESTERN  FAMILY  SERVICES  AREA 

The  mountain  tradition  for  children  is  abundantly  evident  in  the  Western 
Area  Program  of  our  Baptist  Children's  Homes.  Our  Baptist  friends  in  the 
west  continue  to  undergird  our  ministry  in  a  very  fine  way  and  in  this  time 
of  inflation,  we  are  increasingly  dependent  upon  this  support.  Our  Western 
units  of  ministry  -  Broyhill  Home  at  Clyde,  Haywood  Emergency  Care  Cot- 
tage at  Clyde,  Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter  at  Forest  City,  and  Maternity 
Home  in  Asheville  -  all  continue  to  operate  at  near  capacity  levels. 

The  fastest  growing  phase  of  our  ministry  is  that  of  emergency  care.  In  these 
centers  located  at  Clyde  and  Forest  City  we  can  take  a  child  in  at  a  moment's 
notice  from  a  desperate  circumstance  and  keep  that  child  for  up  to  90  days 
while  a  more  long  term  placement  can  be  arranged.  The  tumultuous  state  of 
our  society  causes  these  homes  to  operate  almost  constantly  at  capacity 
levels. 

The  Maternity  Home  in  Asheville  continues  to  be  one  of  our  most  blessed 
ministries.  So  many  girls  come  to  us  feeling  that  life  is  virtually  ended  for 
them  and  there,  through  Christian  love  and  care,  they  find  resources  to 
begin  again  with  new  purposes  and  new  hope. 

Of  course,  Broyhill  Home  remains  the  focal  point  of  our  work  in  the  western 
part  of  the  State.  In  each  of  our  five  cottages,  up  to  twelve  children  are  cared 
for.  These  children  often  come  from  very  difficult  circumstances  with  many 
needs. 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  has  affected  the  lives  of  more  than  five 
thousand  people  during  the  past  twelve  months.  With  more  than  a  dozen 
programs  of  care  and  with  services  being  offered  from  twenty-five  locations 
across  North  Carolina,  Baptists  can  be  confident  that  the  Baptist  Children's 
Homes  is  seeking  every  means  possible  to  serve  needy  people  in  Christ's 
name. 

The  real  heroes  of  this  ministry  are  the  houseparents  who  live  on  a  day  by 
day  basis  with  these  boys  and  girls.  We  are  in  the  process  of  completing  an 
"off  duty"  cottage  for  these  houseparents  where  they  can  stay  with  their  own 
children  during  those  days  they  are  free  from  their  campus  responsibilities. 

The  John  Johnson  Chapel  on  the  Broyhill  campus  has  been  completed  and 
is  being  well  used  by  the  Children's  Home  family  and  area  church  groups  as 
well.  Be  assured  that  the  welcome  mat  is  always  out  for  your  group  to  visit 
us  whenever  you  have  opportunity. 

A  new  16mm  thirty  minute  film  was  released  in  July  called  "You  Needed 
Me"  and  is  available  for  use  in  our  churches.  Contact  the  Children's  Homes 
to  schedule  this  inspiring,  instructive  film. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  continuing  support  of  our  fellow  Baptists  through 
the  Cooperative  Program,  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  and  desig- 
nated gifts.  Like  everyone  else,  we  are  being  affected  by  short-falls  in  antici- 
pated income.  Programs  have  to  be  adjusted  but  we  are  careful  to  maintain 
quality  care  for  those  whom  we  serve. 
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1982  REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS  ON 
NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTISTS  HOMES,  INC. 


The  past  year  in  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  has  been  a  good  one. 
We  have  had  45  persons  admitted  to  the  ministry  of  our  Homes  and  apart- 
ments. This  represents  98,065  days  of  special  care  for  an  average  daily 
population  of  269  persons.  The  Lord's  blessings  continue  to  be  poured  out 
upon  us. 

Great  things  are  in  store  for  our  Homes  as  we  look  to  the  Lord,  to  North 
Carolina  Baptists,  and  to  the  future!  The  Trustees  made  a  decision  of  far- 
reaching  significance  at  their  May  meeting  in  approving  a  Capital  Funds 
Campaign.  The  existing  needs  at  the  Hayes  Home  and  the  Nursing  Unit  in 
Winston-Salem  present  a  primary  challenge  of  this  campaign.  With  success, 
we  will  be  well  on  our  way  to  adding  much-needed  nursing  care  beds,  and 
resident  rooms.  We  will  also  be  able  to  provide  much-needed  upgraded  ser- 
vices in  relation  to  our  present  Nursing  Unit,  and  also  construct  a  desperate- 
ly-needed Administration  Building.  We  covet  your  prayers  for  the  success 
of  this  effort. 

Our  major  concern  presently  in  our  Homes'  ministry  is  in  regard  to  our 
benevolent  care,  assisting  those  who  need  supplementing  financially.  Gifts 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering 
go  a  long  way  in  undergirding  those  who  cannot  pay  the  full  cost  of  care. 
These  gifts,  totalling  $516,804.00,  provided  57%  of  benevolent  care.  The  many 
residents  who  will  be  looking  to  the  Baptist  Homes'  ministry  for  their  care 
and  the  43%  short  fall  in  mission  gifts  will  place  increasing  demands  on  the 
already  over-taxed  benevolent  funds.  Also,  many  persons  on  the  Homes' 
waiting  list  who  cannot  pay  the  full  cost  of  care  may  have  a  longer  period 
to  wait  because  of  limited  benevolent  funds. 

We  believe,  therefore,  that  if  you  know  the  need,  you  will  respond  to  it  by 
the  increasing  support  that  you  will  give  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
and  through  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering.  We  will  be  looking  to  the 
Lord  and  to  you  to  help  us  continue  to  be  the  benevolent  ministry  that  we  have 
always  been.  . 

We  love  you,  and  we  thank  you  for  your  love,  your  gifts,  and  your  prayers. 
As  Abraham  was  about  to  deliver  the  fatal  blow  to  his  son,  Isaac,  He  asked, 
"Father,  where  is  the  sacrifice?"  Whereupon  Abraham  replied,  "God  will  pro- 
vide!" And  so  He  did!  And  so,  we  believe  that  you  will  provide!

REPORT  OF  THE  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  FOR  1982 


The  Baptist  Hospital  submits  the  following  report: 

There  are  673  beds  in  use  with  23,350  patients  admitted  during  the  year 
and  provided  a  total  of  210,000  days  of  patient  care.  There  were  65,381  addi- 
tional visits  to  the  hospital's  outpatient  clinics  and  the  emergency  room. 
There  patients  come  from  across  North  Carolina,  from  other  states,  and  even 
from  other  countries  to  receive  the  specialized  hospital  care  which  our  institu- 
tion offers. 

Many  patients  have  benefited  from  new  procedures:  (1)  a  new  method  of 
delivering  anti-cancer  drugs  by  means  of  an  "infusion  pump"  which  is  im- 
planted in  the  patient  somewhat  like  a  pacemaker  for  heart  patients.  For  many 
patients  this  has  proven  to  be  a  more  effective  and  more  convenient  form  of 
chemotherapy.  (2)  A  new  type  of  x-ray  called  "digital  radiography"  used  prin- 
cipally for  examination  of  blood  vessels,  which  virtually  eliminates  expen- 
sive and  cumbersome  x-ray  film.  This  method  uses  less  radiation  and  re- 
quires less  dye  than  standard  angiography. 

(3)  A  new  type  of  dialysis  for  patients  with  kidney  disease  called  "con- 
tinuous ambulatory  peritoneal  dialysis,"  which  involves  leaving  a  special 
fluid  within  the  peritoneal  cavity  for  several  hours  while  impurities  are 
taken  from  the  blood. 

The  Pastoral  Care  Department  continues  to  provide  a  pastoral  ministry  to 
both  inpatients  and  outpatients  and  to  their  families.  During  the  past  year 
Chaplains  made  a  total  of  48,209  visits  with  patients.  They  provided  923 
"on  call  ministries"  and  led  262  worship  services  in  Davis  Chapel.  The  Pas- 
toral Counseling  Division  provided  8,684  hours  of  counseling  for  855  per- 
sons. A  total  of  63  students  were  enrolled  in  various  levels  of  clinical-pas- 
toral education.  The  Winston  Salem  center  and  also  the  satellites  in  Fayette- 
ville,  Raleigh,  Morganton,  and  Charlotte  all  continued  to  experience  growth 
in  the  types  of  service  provided  as  well  as  the  number  of  people  served. 

During  the  year  the  hospital  received  a  two-year  approval  by  the  Joint 
Commission  on  Accreditation  of  Hospitals. 

The  hospital  continues  to  operate  in  the  black  and  recently  adopted  a  bud- 
get for  the  fiscal  year  exceeding  $100,000,000. 

Gifts  from  the  churches  the  past  year  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
amounted  to  $479,997;  through  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  and  desig- 
nated gifts  a  total  of  $345,765.

REPORT  OF  THE  EDUCATION  COMMISSION 
TO  THE  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 

Arthur  L.  Walker,  Jr.,  Executive  Director-Treasurer 

The  Education  Commission  has  been  involved  in  a  three  year  emphasis  on 
missions  in  the  life  of  Southern  Baptist  colleges  and  schools.  As  a  part  of  this 
emphasis  the  Commission  continues  to  lead  in  efforts  to  implement  campus 
programs  of  mission  activities  by  and  with  students. 

A  study  of  the  unique  strengths  and  opportunities  of  Baptist  college  campus 
mission  and  religious  activities  has  resulted  in  several  local  campus  em- 
phases on  missions  and  an  enlarged  program  of  witnessing  on  these  cam- 
puses throughout  the  school  year.  Attention  has  been  given  to  the  uniqueness 
of  Baptist  colleges.  This  has  required  emphasis  upon  trusteeship  and  the  role 
of  those  individuals  chosen  to  serve  in  the  important  role  as  trustees.  The 
uniqueness  of  Baptist  colleges  is  constantly  under  attack  by  forces  which 
attempt  to  make  Christian  education  only  an  imitation  of  what  is  happen- 
ing at  state  institutions.  In  an  attempt  to  serve  effectively  in  this  area,  the 
Education  Commission  has  worked  diligently  serving  as  liaison  with  na- 
tional educational  leaders  and  educational  organizations  to  emphasize  the 
distinctiveness  of  denominational  education.  There  has  also  been  a  con- 
certed  effort  on  the  part  of  denominational  education  national  leaders  to 
emphasize  the  role  of  the  denominational  college. 

Participation  in  and  through  the  Baptist  World  Alliance  activities  has 
made  it  possible  that  contact  be  established  between  Southern  Baptist  higher 
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education  leaders  and  international  Baptist  educators.  The  Education  Com- 
mission encouraged  participation  of  Southern  Baptist  educators  in  the  Bap- 
tist International  Conference  on  Theological  Education  held  at  the  Ridge- 
crest  National  Conference  Center  in  January,  1982.  This  significant  educa- 
tional conference  established  the  first  opportunity  for  Baptist  educators 
from  around  the  world  to  discuss  those  problems  common  to  all. 

SUPPORT.  —  The  state  conventions  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
increased  their  1981  support  to  the  schools  by  $4,851,637  for  a  total  of 
$60,158,850.  Of  this  amount,  $720,398  was  given  as  addition  to  endowment 
funds.  Donations,  gifts,  and  grants  totaling  $69,996,384  showed  a  decrease 
of  $2,592,035.  Endowment  funds  amounted  to  $550,675,854;  property  was 
valued  at  $1,012,015,055,  making  assets  total  $1,562,690,909.  This  was  an 
increase  of  $135,379,198.  Endowment  increased  by  $64,404,137  and 
property  value  by  $70,975,061. 

CHURCH  VOCATION  VOLUNTEERS.  —  Church  vocation  volunteers 
totaled  23,735  for  1981-82,  or  a  decrease  of  23.

The  Program  of  Christian  Higher  Education  Leadership 

The  role  of  education  in  the  mission  enterprise  has  had  a  significant  place 
in  Southern  Baptist  life  since  the  founding  of  the  Convention.  This  emphasis 
through  the  years  has  brought  continued  cooperation  between  the  educa- 
tional institutions  and  the  mission  agencies  of  the  Convention.  The  Educa- 
tion Commission  and  the  Association  of  Southern  Baptist  Colleges  and 
Schools  both  attempt  to  contribute  to  this  cooperation  and  the  role  of  Baptist 


college  and  school  campuses  in  the  recruiting  and  training  of  mission  volun- 
teers. 

The  Education  Commission  continues  to  administer  the  Dorothea  Van 
Deusen  Opdyke  Scholarship,  the  J.W.  Farmer  and  the  M.  May  Robertson 
scholarship/loan  programs  as  assigned  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The  Dorothea  Van  Deusen  Opdyke  Scholar- 
ships are  offered  to  individuals  who  have  geographical  backgrounds  in  the 
mountain  areas  of  the  nation.  The  Farmer  and  Robertson  scholarship/loan 
programs  are  available  to  faculty  members  of  Baptist  schools  who  are  at- 
tempting to  update  their  degrees  and/or  educational  experience. 

During  this  past  year  studies  have  been  conducted  again  on  course  offer- 
ings in  the  various  colleges,  the  comparative  percentage  distribution  of 
Cooperative  Program  funds  to  Baptist  schools  by  the  sponsoring  state  con- 
ventions, student  enrollment,  church  vocation  number  at  the  Baptist  col- 
leges, and  the  structure  of  the  boards  of  trustees  of  the  Baptist  colleges. 

The  placement  registry  service  for  prospective  Baptist  faculty  and  staff  at 
the  Baptist  institutions  has  continued  to  be  a  major  concern  of  the  Educa- 
tion Commission.  The  number  of  requests  for  information  about  prospec- 
tive faculty  members  has  continued  to  grow. 

With  the  decreasing  number  of  prospective  students  in  the  traditional  age 
of  college  attendance,  the  recruiting  activities  sponsored  by  the  Education 
Commission  have  become  an  enlarged  concern.  The  Commission  seeks  to 
secure  names  of  church-related  volunteers,  publishes  material  pertaining  to 
admissions  and  recuriting  in  The  Southern  Baptist  Educator,  and  endeavors 
to  improve  the  channels  of  news  and  information  about  Christian  higher 
education  through  the  Baptist  state  papers  and  convention  periodicals. 
Displays  for  use  in  the  media  centers  at  Ridgecrest  and  Glorieta  and  ma- 
terials about  Baptist  schools  for  distribution  to  directors  of  associational 
missions  and  others  who  have  contact  with  young  people  continue  to  be  a 
major  emphasis. 

The  planning  and  promotion  of  Baptist  Seminary,  College,  and  School 
Day  on  February  21,  1982,  carried  out  the  function  of  the  Education  Commis- 
sion in  convention  relations.  Use  of  these  materials  and  the  number  of 
churches  participating  in  the  special  emphasis  continued  to  increase. 

The  leadership  of  Southern  Baptists  in  church-related  and  independent 
higher  education  concerns  has  continued  throughout  the  year.  Representa- 
tives of  the  Baptist  seminaries  and  universities  and  colleges  continue  to 
assume  significant  places  of  leadership  in  the  cooperative  effort  to  emphasize 
the  role  of  denominational  education.  This  leadership  brought  high  visi- 
bility to  the  concern  of  Southern  Baptists  for  education  and  the  awareness 
that  this  education  is  a  part  of  the  commitment  of  Southern  Baptists  to  its 
mission  concerns.

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AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 


Millions  of  people  will  recall  1981  as  the  year  in  which  they  were  first  intro- 
duced to  God's  Word.  Bible  Societies  around  the  world  distributed  a  total  of 
444,130,089  Bibles,  Testaments,  Portions  and  Selections  in  1981. 

The  United  Bible  Societies  is  now  directly  or  indirectly  involved  in 
translation  projects  in  over  600  languages  around  the  world.  There  are  more 
than  50  people  employed  by  the  United  Bible  Societies  who  serve  as  full-time 
consultants  to  churches,  missions  and  national  Bible  Societies  and  assist  in 
every  phase  of  the  translation. 

The  extent  of  world  wide  Bible  translation  is  well  illustrated  by  the  work 
being  undertaken  in  Africa,  where  442  Scripture  translations  are  currently 
going  on-365  are  first  time  translations.  There  are  over  1,600  languages  in 
Africa,  so  less  than  six  percent  of  African  languages  have  a  full  Bible  and  only 
31  percent  have  at  least  one  book  of  the  Bible.  The  need  for  Bible  transla- 
tion is  also  evident  in  the  Americas,  where  two  major  language  groups, 
Guarani  of  Paraguay  and  Jamaican  Creole,  along  with  15  other  large  lan- 
guage groups  having  over  100,000  literates,  do  not  have  a  complete  Bible. 
Since  an  estimated  3,000  languages  are  spoken  throughout  the  world,  the 
challenge  to  translate  the  scriptures  into  clear  and  understandable  lan- 
guages is  crucial  to  the  mission  of  the  Bible  cause. 

Scripture  distribution  was  maked  by  a  29.2  percent  increase  in  the  United 
States  in  1981,  and  included  a  total  of  98,190,991  Bibles,  Testaments,  Por- 
tions and  Selections.  Some  of  this  Scripture  distribution  was  achieved  by 
more  than  42,000  Volunteers,  almost  3,000  of  whom  operate  local  Scripture 
Courtesy  Centers  where  Bible  Society  publications  are  immediately  avail- 
able at  or  below  the  full  cost  of  publication. 

The  accomplishments  highlighted  in  this  report  are  made  possible  because 
of  gifts  received  from  individuals  and  churches.  The  American  Bible  Society 
thanks  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  particular  for  its  steady  level  of 
support.  A  total  of  $321,409.97,  or  approximately  two  cents  per  member  was 
given  by  Southern  Baptists  in  1981.  In  recognition  of  the  growing  number 
of  requests  for  Scriptures  throughout  the  world,  and  the  rapid  increases  in 
inflation,  the  American  Bible  Society  asks  that  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention not  only  continue,  but  increase  its  support  of  the  Bible  cause.  This 
seems  especially  appropriate  when  considering  the  close  and  continuing 
relationshp  between  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  American 
Bible  Society  in  the  common  purpose  of  the  Scripture  translation  and  distri- 
bution. 

We  know  that  we  have  the  urgent  responsibility  and  glorious  challenge 
of  making  God's  Word  available  to  all  who  need  and  want  it.  This  is  more 
than  a  responsibility  for  the  Bible  Societies.  It  is  a  responsibility  which  all 
Christians  must  recognize  and  to  which  all  must  respond  generously.

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SUGGESTIONS  FOR  ANNUAL  ASSOCIATIONAL 
EVANGELISM  REPORT  -  1982 

Reports  are  still  coming  on  the  "Here's  Hope"  Joint  Evangelistic  Crusade 
held  in  March  and  April,  1982.  Interpretation  Meetings  were  held  across 
the  state  to  suggest  plans  and  basic  thrusts  for  the  Joint  Crusade  effort, 
sponsored  jointly  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the 
General  Baptist  State  Convention.  Churches  conducted  "People  Search"  and 
Lay  Evangelist  Schools,  followed  by  local  revivals.  Figures  to  date  indicate 
2,932  professions  and  34,266  rededications,  with  only  36  of  our  80  associa- 
tions being  complete  in  their  reporting.  Comments  from  pastors  across  the 
state  are: 

Asheboro,  First  Baptist  -  "Best  attended  meeting  in  7  years  I  have  been  here. 

Had  excellent  preparation  .  .  ." 
Tabernacle  Baptist  Church,  Raleigh  -  "Best  revival  at  Tabernacle  in  42  years ... 
Broad  Ridge  Baptist  Church,  Robeson  Association  -  "We  experienced  a  very 

deep  spiritual  movement  in  our  church,  the  effects  are  still  evident  .  .  ." 
Highland  Baptist  Church,  Theron  Rankin  Association  -  "An  evident  mani- 
festation of  the  Presence  in  each  service  ..." 
Aaron  Baptist  Church,  Avery  Association  -  "Several  who  have  grown  up  in 

this  church  said  it  was  the  best  revival  they  have  had  in  at  least  20  years ..." 
Hunter  Hills  Baptist  Church,  Piedmont  Association  -  "Best  attendance 

ever;  the  Holy  Spirit  seemed  to  be  present  with  great  power." 

"Here's  Hope  North  Carolina"  was  the  theme  for  the  36th  annual  Statewide 
Evangelism  Conference,  February  8-9,  1982  in  Greensboro,  with  2500  peo- 
ple in  attendance;  the  best  consistant  attendance  in  recent  years. 

For  many  youth,  this  year  a  week  at  Caswell  was  the  highlight  of  the  sum- 
mer, with  Barry  Wood  teaching  about  discipleship  during  the  Youth  Evan- 
gelism Week.  This  was  the  year  the  Youth  Evangelism  Conference  expanded 
to  three  -  Asheville,  Greensboro,  and  Asheville.  These  are  tremendously 
successful  meetings,  with  the  largest  number  of  youth  ever  attending. 

As  we  move  toward  the  time  when  Growing  an  Evangelistic  Church  will  be 
our  major  planning  tool  and  CWT  will  be  the  new  witness  training  method, 
some  pilot  churches  have  started  the  programs.  The  Key  Leadership  meet- 
ing in  Ridgecrest  introduced  the  associational  evangelism  chairmen  to  Grow- 
ing Evangelistic  Churches  in  North  Carolina. 

The  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  will  be  held  in  Charlotte's  Ovens 
Auditorium  during  February  7-8,  1983,  with  Dr.  Wayne  Ward  leading  Bible 
Study;  Dr.  Landrum  Leavell,  Dr.  BO  Baker,  Dr.  Joe  Ford  preaching,  and  Dick 
Baker  leading  the  music.

Seventy-five  years  seems  like  a  long 
time.  But  in  the  annals  of  history  it  is 
just  a  short  period. 

That's  what  the  Brotherhood  Com- 
mission is  entering  into  —  75  years  of 
missions. 

Originally  founded  for  the  promotion 
of  missions,  this  organization  ol  Bap- 
tist Men  stemmed  from  an  early  ap- 
preciation of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  program. 

At  the  1 907  meeting  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  in  Richmond, 
Virginia,  the  Laymen's  Missionary 
Movement  later  to  be  known  as  the 
Brotherhood,  was  founded  on  a 
recommendation  brought  by  Joshua 
Levering  of  Maryland  and  William  Nor- 
then  of  Georgia  It  operated  under  this 
title  until  1927  when  it  became  known 
as  the  Baptist  Brotherhood  of  the 
South  Since  1950  it  has  operated 
under  the  title  of  the  Brotherhood 
Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

In  1908  John  Henderson  was 
elected  the  first  executive  secretary, 
and  began  promoting  the  work  of  the 
movement  with  great  effect.  The 
Laymen's  Movement  existed  for 


pastors  as  well  as  laymen.  It  did  not 
send  missionaries;  but,  did  have  as  its 
purpose  the  enlistment  of  men  for  in- 
spiration of  the  world  mission  effort  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Soon  after  the  new  organization 
was  established,  various  states  began 
to  act.  In  July,  1907  in  Mississippi,  a 
committee  was  formed  to  get  the 
Laymen's  Movement  started.  This 
committee  reported  to  the  state  con- 
vention in  1908  and  the  movement 
was  adopted  statewide. 

What  followed  was  a  chain  reaction: 
Illinois  (1912),  Texas  (1915),  Florida 
(1916),  Georgia  (1916),  Kentucky 
(1916),  Tennessee  (1925).  During  the 
period  from  1908-1944,  the  Laymen's 
Movement  was  slow  to  begin  in  most 
states,  but  where  the  movement  was 
adopted,  dedication  to  men's  involve- 
ment in  missions  followed  strongly 

In  1926  the  Executive  Committee 
recommended  to  the  SBC  that  the 
name  Laymen's  Movement  be 
changed  to  the  Baptist  Brotherhood  of 
the  South.  It  was  felt  that  this  new 
name  would  "include  the  entire 
denominationa1  program,  rather  than 
having  it  restricted  to  just  one  phase  of 
it." 


In  April  of  1936,  an  extension  office 
of  the  Brotherhood  was  established  in 
Memphis,  Tennessee.  Later,  in  1938, 
Memphis  became  the  permanent 
headquarters  of  the  Brotherhood.  By 
this  time  Lawson  Cooke,  a  banker  from 
Richmond,  Virginia,  had  succeeded 
John  Henderson  as  executive 
secretary.  Henderson  resigned  in 
1936  after  serving  for  30  years  Cooke 
then  was  elected  his  successor  and 
served  the  Baptist  Brotherhood  for  1 5 
years  (1936-1951).  George  W. 
Schroeder,  who  was  serving  as 
associate  secretary,  was  elected 
Cooke's  successor  in  1951. 

At  the  end  of  1955  Brotherhood 
enrollment  had  reached  299,307  in 
10,142  churches  with  \410  new 
Brotherhood  units  being  reported.  In 
the  almost  50  years  since  its  begin- 
nings at  the  1907  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  Brotherhood  work  had 
grown  to  involve  almost  300,000  men 
in  missions.

"Solid  Growth  and  Expanding  Achievements" 

"Despite  the  economic  problems  in  the  nation,  1981  was  a  year  of  solid 
growth  and  expanding  achievements  with  record  number  in  assets,  benefits 
paid  and  member  accounts,"  said  Darold  H.  Morgan,  president  of  the  Annuity 
Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Key  statistical  highlights  in 
1981  included: 

1.  A  10  percent  13th  check  was  sent  to  annuitants  who  retired  before  1980. 

2.  A  total  of  $24,298,521  was  paid  in  retirement  benefits. 

3.  Total  assets  administered  by  the  board  as  of  December  31,  1981  were 
$896,535,999  compared  with  $806,518,757  in  1980. 

4.  Relief  funds  from  the  Cooperative  Program  totalled  $357,200. 

5.  Membership  records  indicated  that  19,299  persons  were  enrolled  in  Plan 
A,  58,930  in  Plan  B,  and  4,193  in  Plan  C. 

6.  Premium  income  reached  $72,854,632.  Of  this  amount  $45,443,258  was 
designated  for  the  Fixed  Fund  and  $10,294,788  for  Plan  A.

N.C.  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION,  INC. 
REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS 

When  it  was  chartered  in  1920,  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  was 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  promoting  the  making  of  gifts,  receiving 
and  managing  the  gifts,  and  distributing  the  income  earned  from  the  invest- 
ment of  those  gifts  to  the  objects  and  causes  specified  by  their  donors.  The 
charter  further  provided  that  those  designated  causes  should  be  any  and  all 
objects  and  causes  of  the  "Missionary  Baptist  denomination". 

Today,  the  purpose  remains  the  same.  Baptist  Foundation  is  the  only  agency 
of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  which  receives  gifts  for  all  Baptist  causes: 
the  colleges,  universities  and  seminaries,  Baptist  Homes  and  Children's 
Homes,  Baptist  Hospital  and  the  school  of  medicine,  churches  and  associa- 
tions, Foreign  and  Home  Mission  Boards,  special  mission  offerings,  Co- 
operative Program,  and  all  other  concerns  of  Baptists. 

During  1981,  new  trusts  were  created  and  old  trusts  had  additions  which 
together  totaled  $855,991.00  bringing  the  assets  in  all  trusts  to  almost  five 
million  dollars.  (Real  estate  is  stated  in  the  assets  at  the  value  when  given, 
which  is  on  the  books  at  approximately  2.4  million  dollars  less  than  the  cur- 
rent market  value.) 

Through  the  trusts  created  prior  to  1981,  investments  earned  $418,529.70 
during  1981  for  distribution  to  beneficiaries  named  by  the  trust  donors.  Dur- 
ing the  years  of  the  Foundation's  existence,  the  sum  of  $2,610,299.00  has 
been  distributed  to  all  beneficiaries  of  trusts  held  by  the  Foundation,  all 
according  to  the  instructions  provided  by  the  donors. 

The  objective  and  future  plans  of  the  Foundation  are  summarized  in  a  brief 
phrase  -  promoting  mission  support  through  estate  stewardship.  Through 
conferences  and  seminars,  through  counseling  with  individuals  and  speak- 
ing to  church  groups,  the  Foundation  will  continue  to  support  North  Caro- 
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lina  Baptists  in  their  efforts  to  become  better  managers  and  stewards  of  their 
material  possessions.  Through  its  role  as  trustee  agency,  the  Foundation  will 
serve  North  Carolina  Baptists  by  enabling  them  to  enjoy  Christian  steward- 
ship in  its  fullest  sense  -  even  after  death.

HOME  MISSION  REPORT  FOR  1982 

Although  not  without  its  problems,  1981  was  a  banner  year  in  Southern 
Baptist  Home  Missions,  because  churches  responded  to  pressing  needs  of 
our  land. 

At  year's  end,  the  Home  Mission  Board  had  3,074  missionary  personnel 
on  the  field  and  274  support  persons  in  Atlants.  More  than  30,000  had  volun- 
teered to  serve  as  temporary  or  part  time  missionaries  through  Mission  Ser- 
vice Corps  and  Special  Mission  Ministries.  Over  400  new  churches  had  been 
started. 

Though  barely  keeping  up  with  inflation,  both  Cooperative  Program  con- 
tributions to  Home  Missions  and  the  Annie  Armstrong  Easter  offering 
reached  new  highs. 

Work  assigned  to  the  Home  Mission  Board  was  coordinated  through  four 
sections:  two  program  sections,  Evangelism  and  Missions;  two  support  sec- 
tions: Planning  and  Services.  The  assignment  included  thirteen  different 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  Programs. 

Polk  Association  is  cooperating  with  our  state  convention  in  helping  with 
the  work  in  West  Virginia.  The  total  that  Polk  Association  gave  to  Home 
Missions  last  year  was  $7,217.00. 


FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT  FOR  1982 

Missions  stewardship  is  not  just  a  matter  of  dollars  and  cents.  Missions 
stewardship  includes  church  members  who  give  their  money  for  the  sharing 
of  the  gospel  and  those  who  commit  their  time  in  prayer  for  the  cause  of  Christ. 
It  involves  those  who  plant  their  lives  in  another  culture  for  the  gospel's  sake 
and  those  who  go  for  a  little  while  to  assist.  It  also,  includes  the  Christian  be- 
lievers in  those  other  cultures. 

Bold  giving  is  a  theme  and  an  intention  for  Southern  Baptists.  Its  a 
way  of  life  for  Christians  in  many  places  where  income  is  low  but  dedication 
is  high. 
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One  of  our  laymen  from  Faith  Baptist  Church  went  to  Honduras  with  a 
group  to  help  build  a  church  this  year.  This  is  what  Foreign  Missions  is  all 
about. 

The  Polk  Association  gave  a  total  of  $17,743.00  this  past  year  to  Foreign

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CHRISTIAN  ACTION  LEAGUE 


The  Christian  Action  League  is  grateful  to  God  for  the  opportunities  that 
He  has  provided  in  the  past  year  to  have  a  BOLD  witness  concerning  cur- 
rent moral  and  ethical  matters. 

I.  PRESIDENTIAL  COMMISSION  ON  DRUNK  DRIVING:  The  League 
was  involved  in  the  initial  request  to  President  Ronald  Reagan  concerning 
the  naming  of  a  Presidential  Commission  to  study  ways  to  reduce  the  need- 
less slaughter  of  26,000  people  annually  upon  our  highways  due  to  drinking 
drivers.  He  responded  and  named  26  prominent  Americans  who  will  look  at 
the  Drinking  and  Driving  problem  on  a  national  basis  and  will  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  states  in  ways  to  deal  with  this  carnage. 

II.  GOVERNOR'S  TASK  FORCE  ON  DRUNKEN  DRIVERS:  The  League 
called  upon  Governor  James  B.  Hunt,  Jr.  to  name  a  N.C.  Task  Force  on 
Drunken  Drivers  in  order  to  study  this  growing  problem  from  our  state's 
perspective  and  explore  ways  to  remove  that  irresponsible  element  from  our 
highways.  Governor  Hunt  responded  by  naming  a  panel  of  outstanding  citi- 
zens to  conduct  hearings  and  seek  solutions.  Public  hearings  were  conducted 
in  Raleigh,  Asheville,  Charlotte,  Winston-Salem,  Greenville,  Fayetteville, 
and  Wilmington. 

In  the  General  Assembly  in  1983  the  following  recommendations  will  in- 
clude such  provisions  as: 

1.  Raising  the  legal  drinking  age  to  21  for  the  sale,  possession,  and  con- 
sumption of  all  alcoholic  beverages. 

2.  Mandatory  jail  sentences  for  convicted  drunk  drivers. 

3.  Abolish  the  practice  of  plea  bargaining  for  convicted  drunk  drivers. 

4.  Prohibit  open  containers  of  any  kind  of  alcoholic  beverage  in  a  motor 
vehicle. 

5.  Prohibit  public  consumption  of  all  alcoholic  beverages. 

6.  Provide  victim  restitution  due  to  alcohol  related  accidents  through  addi- 
tional taxes  on  alcoholic  beverages. 

7.  Enact  a  DRAM  Law  which  will  make  the  retailer  criminally  responsible 
for  accidents  caused  by  intoxicated  patrons. 

8.  Abolish  the  practice  of  granting  limited  driving  privileges  for  convicted 
drunk  drivers. 

III.  STATE-WIDE  CONFERENCE  ON  OBSCENITY:  A  conference  was 
held  in  Greensboro  on  March  30,  1982  to  explore  ways  to  rid  N.C.  of  the 
reputation  of  being  the  nation's  "smut"  capital.  There  were  some  500  partici- 
pants and  as  a  result  six  Regional  Conferences  will  be  held  later  on  in  the  year. 

IV.  SUCCESSFUL  REFERENDUMS:  The  League  rejoices  in  victories 
during  the  past  year  over  pro-liquor-beer-wine.  To  name  a  few  there  were  de- 
feats in  Cabarrus,  Union,  Yadkin,  Wilson,  Rutherfordton,  Stanly,  Rocking- 
ham,  Watuga,  Caldwell,  Gaston,  and  Dare. 

The  Christian  Action  League  is  grateful  for  prayer  and  financial  support 
of  the  churches  in  the  associations.  Through  the  N.C.  Missions  Offering  the 
league  receives  $22,000  which  is  19%  of  the  League's  budget.  The  remainder 


of  the  operating  expenses  must  come  through  church  budgets  or  through 
personal  contributions. 

May  we  always  remember:  "All  that  is  necessary  for  evil  to  flourish  is  for 
good  people  to  do  nothing/'

Church  Programs,  Missions,  Evangelism,  Stewardship,  Business,  Chris- 
tian Life  and  Public  Affairs,  Christian  Social  Services,  Christian  Higher 
Education,  Youth  and  Campus  Ministries,  and  Communications. 
The  Executive  Committee  is  the  Convention's  personnel,  budget,  and  plans 
and  policies  committee.

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PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL 
MEETING  OF  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

The  Polk  Baptist  Association  met  for  its  fourteenth  annual  session  at  the 
Green  River  Baptist  Church  on  October  20, 1983  at  2:00  P.M.  The  theme  for  the 
year  was  ''Reaching  People  and  Growing  Stronger  Churches  Through 
Development." 

The  call  to  worship,  the  song,  "When  We  All  Get  To  Heaven",  was  led  by  Mr. 
James  Rogers,  Associational  Music  Director.  Rev.  Hartsell  Grubbs,  pastor  of 
Sandy  Springs  Baptist  Church  led  the  devotional  using  Matthew  25  followed 
with  prayer. 

Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw,  host  pastor  gave  the  welcome,  and  also  as  Moderator 
gave  the  declaration  of  the  fourteenth  annual  program.  There  was  a  motion  for 
the  adoption  of  the  program  by  Rev.  John  Godfrey  with  a  second. 

The  presentation  of  the  Book  of  Reports  was  given  by  Rev.  Marshall 
Simpson,  Director  of  Missions.  The  following  new  pastors  and  visitors  were 
recognized  by  Rev.  Simpson:  Rev.  Steve  Hardin,  Morgan  Chapel;  Rev.  Hartsell 
Grubbs,  Sandy  Springs;  Rev.  Mike  Davis,  Peniel;  and  Mr.  Thomas  Sawyer, 
Mars  Hill  College. 

The  following  business  was  transacted:  The  Associational  Budget  report 
was  given  by  Mrs.  Wilma  Jolley  with  a  motion  to  adopt  and  a  second.  The 
Annuity  report  was  given  by  Rev.  Steve  Hardin  who  urged  all  pastors  to  join 
and  participate  in  the  program. 

Mr.  Leroy  McCraw  gave  the  report  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Home  and 
Youth  Shelter.  He  introduced  Miss  Linda  Woody  from  Broyhill  Home  who 
gave  a  good  report  on  the  work  in  this  home.  She  thanked  all  the  people  of  the 
Polk  Association  for  their  support  both  financially  and  in  other  ways.  Plans 
now  include  independent  living  quarters,  and  the  children  learn  to  function  on 
their  own. 

The  report  of  the  Baptist  Home  for  the  Aging  was  introduced  by  Rev.  Lee 
Gregory.  Rev.  Hugh  Starnes  spoke  about  our  homes.  Rev.  Starnes  informed  us 
that  the  name  of  the  home  may  be  changed  to  Baptist  Retirement  Home.  They 
hope  to  add  a  nursing  care  center  in  the  near  future  and  possibly  later 
apartment  complexes.  He  told  us  that  60%  of  the  residents  were  unable  to  pay 
the  total  cost  of  living  in  the  home.  He  also  urged  us  to  remember  the  Baptist 
Home  for  The  Aging  in  our  wills. 

Rev.  Calvin  Knight  from  the  Baptist  Hospital  was  introduced  by  Rev. 

William  Painter.  He  brought  the  following  report:  1.  The  Baptist  Hospital  has 

the  responsibility  to  care  for  "the  whole  person."  2.  The  hospital  does 

procedures  that  cannot  be  done  by  a  community  hospital.  Mr.  Knight  invited 

us  to  visit  the  hospital  or  have  a  representative  from  the  hospital  visit  in  our 
church. 

The  Baptist  Foundation  Report  was  given  by  Mrs.  Jack  Jolley  in  the  absence 
of  her  husband,  Mr.  Jack  Jolley. 

There  was  a  motion  to  adopt  the  reports  with  a  second  by  Rev.  William 
Painter.  Our  music  director  then  led  us  in  singing  "We're  Marching  to  Zion" 
and  blessed  our  hearts  by  the  special,  "Singing  I  Go." 

Rev.  John  Edwards,  pastor  of  Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church,  brought  the 
message  for  our  annual  sermon.  He  spoke  to  us  on  the  topic,  "God's  Plan  for 
Progress."  Rev.  Edwards  based  his  message  on  Isaiah  54.  He  inspired  our 
hearts  to  reach  out  and  broaden  our  horizons  and  to  enlarge  the  place  of  our 
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tents  and  uplift  Jesus.  He  emphasized  the  following  points:  (1)  What  to  do?  - 
Care  for  the  world.  (2)  How  To  Do  It?  Draw  a  curtain  against  sin,  apathy, 
indifference,  and  secularism.  We  get  so  busy  doing  good  things  that  we  forget 
the  best  things.  Lengthen  the  cords  to  stand  more  pressure,  and  get  ready  for 
the  big  things.  Strengthen  the  stakes,  and  prepare  for  crisis.  The  stakes  are:  (a) 
Know  what  the  scriptures  say;  (b)  Have  a  Vision;  (c)  Be  Faithful;  (d)  Christian 
Stewardship;  (e)  Bible  Reading  and  Prayer;  (f)  Good  Christian  Home.  (3)  Why 
Should  We  Do  It?  The  Love  of  God  in  our  hearts.  Without  love  8.5  by  85  is  an 
empty  dream.  POLK  COUNTY  CAN'T  WAIT! 

Following  a  ten  minute  break  we  were  called  back  in  session  by  singing 
"Standing  On  the  Promises".  Our  music  director,  Mr.  James  Rogers  then 
blessed  us  with  a  special,  "Great  Is  Thy  Faithfulness." 

The  American  Bible  Society  report  was  given  by  Rev.  Herman  Bright 
followed  by  a  report  by  Mr.  John  Woodard  representing  the  Baptist  Historical 
Association,  and  the  Wake  Forest  University  Archives.  He  said  they  have 
records  available  on  microfilm  (such  as  church  records,  associational  minutes, 
a  vertical  file  and  a  biography  file.) 

Mr.  Thomas  Sawyer  spoke  to  us  on  Christian  Education  and  brought 
greetings  from  Mars  Hill  College. 

The  Baptist  Student  Union  report  was  given  by  Vince  Hefner,  pastor  of 
Pacolet  Hills  Baptist  Church  and  also  a  student  at  Gardner-Webb  College. 

Rev.  Benson  Hodge  gave  the  report  of  the  Christian  Action  League  and 
urged  us  to  pray  for  the  league  and  the  fine  work  that  they  do. 

There  was  a  motion  made  with  a  second  that  these  reports  be  adopted.  The 
vote  aye. 

The  following  mission  reports  were  given:  Rev.  George  Lynch  reported  on 
Christian  Stewardship;  Rev.  John  Rogers  reported  on  North  Carolina 
Missions,  and  a  video  tape  was  presented;  Rev.  Rogers  also  presented  the 
Home  and  Foreign  Missions  Report  in  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Judy  Arledge. 

We  then  heard  the  reports  of  the  various  organizations  in  the  Association. 
The  Sunday  School  report  was  given  by  Rev.  M.R.  Simpson  in  the  absence  of 
Rev.  John  Godfrey.  A  motion  was  made  to  adopt  and  was  seconded. 

The  Church  Training  Report  was  given  by  Rev.  William  Painter  who 
announced  that  "M"  night  would  be  held  on  November  21st  at  Faith  Temple 
Baptist  Church.  He  also  introduced  Mr.  Jim  Simpson  from  the  state  office  who 
presented  a  video  tape  and  spoke  to  this  report.  He  presented  the  following 
acrostics: 

D-octrine 
E-thics 

P-olicy  of  organizations 
T-eaching  of  skills 
H-istory 

Rev.  John  Edwards,  Chairman  of  the  Evangelism  Committee,  gave  the 
report  and  announced  that  our  Associational  Revival  would  be  October  23-26 
at  Mill  Spring  School.  Each  Church  is  to  pay  $25  to  defray  expenses  of  the 
revival. 

Mrs.  Doris  Bradshaw  gave  the  Memorial  Report  and  led  in  prayer. 
We  were  adjourned  with  prayer  for  the  evening  meal. 

The  evening  session  convened  at  6:45  P.M.  with  Rev.  Houston  Moses,  Vice 
Moderator,  presiding.  A  hymn  was  led  by  Mr.  James  Rogers.  We  sang  "Stand 
Up  For  Jesus".  Our  scripture  and  prayer  were  given  by  Rev.  Vince  Hefner, 
pastor  of  Pacolet  Hills  Baptist  Church.  Mr.  Rogers  followed  with  a  solo,  "There 
Is  Joy  In  My  Soul". 


Rev.  Lawrence  Stewart  of  Mountain  State  200,  Beckley,  West  Virginia, 
presented  a  plaque  made  from  the  timber  of  the  old  church  building  to  Rev. 
Simpson,  Mr.  Howard  Phillips,  and  Mrs.  Roena  Smothers.  He  also  challenged 
our  hearts  with  the  way  in  which  God  is  working  in  Beckley.  He  also  expressed 
appreciation  for  the  work  and  help  of  Polk  Association. 

The  Sunday  School  report  which  was  given  by  Rev.  John  Godfrey  had 
already  been  approved  in  a  previous  action.  Rev.  Moses  then  called  for  any 
additional  or  unfinished  business.  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw,  Moderator, 
nominated  the  following  to  serve  on  the  Committee  of  Committees.  They  are: 
Rev.  Steve  Hardin,  Terry  Pleasant,  and  Hartsell  Grubbs.  The  approval  was 
given  by  a  vote  of  aye. 

Mr.  James  Rogers  expressed  appreciation  for  all  of  the  faithful  ones  who  had 
come  for  the  choir  practices.  He  also  invited  others  to  come  and  share  in  the 
Associational  Choir  as  other  performances  were  planned  in  the  future. 

The  Radio  and  Television  Report  was  given  by  Rev.  Terry  Pleasant  who 
made  a  motion  to  adopt  and  it  was  seconded.  Motion  carried  by  saying  aye. 

Rev.  Robert  Batess,  Missionary  in  residence,  was  present  to  present  awards 
for  churches  who  met  the  challenges  of  Phase  1,  Bold  Mission  Thrust,  from 
1977  82.  There  were  four  categories  of  achievement:  1.  Double  in  Baptisms;  2. 
Double  the  Cooperative  Program;  3.  Double  in  tithes  and  offerings;  and  4. 
Double  in  gifts  to  Association  Missions.  Two  churches  achieved  all  four 
awards.  They  were  Midway  and  Warrior  Mountain.  Six  churches  doubled  in 
Baptisms:  Mill  Spring,  First,  Morgan  Chapel,  Peniel,  Tryon  Second,  Midway, 
and  Warrior  Mountain.  Six  churches  doubled  in  tithes  and  offerings: 
Columbus,  Cooper's  Gap,  Faith  Temple,  Pleasant  Grove,  Midway,  and 
Warrior  Mountain;  Six  churches  doubled  in  gifts  to  Associational  Missions: 
Big  Level,  Cooper's  Gap,  Faith  Temple,  Silver  Creek,  Midway,  and  Warrior 
Mountain.  Ten  churches  doubled  in  Cooperative  Program  gifts;  Big  Level, 
Cooper's  Gap,  Faith  Temple,  Hickory  Grove,  Mill  Spring,  Morgan  Chapel, 
Silver  Creek,  Tryon  Second,  Midway,  and  Warrior  Mountain.  A  total  of  sixteen 
of  our  twenty  churches  received  awards.  Rev.  Bates  spoke  of  this  spirit  of 
cooperation  and  commended  the  churches  for  their  achievements. 

The  report  of  the  Resolutions  Committee  was  given  by  Mrs.  Millie  Simpson 
with  a  motion  to  adopt.  Seconded. 

The  Associational  Choir  under  the  direction  of  James  Rogers  blessed  our 
hearts  with  beautiful  singing. 

Our  message  of  challenge  was  presented  by  Rev.  Oren  Bradley,  retired 
director  of  missions  for  the  Surry  Association.  His  great  challenge  was:  "Why 
do  we  believe  in  Missions?"  1 .  God  told  us  to  do  it!  2.  The  conditions  in  the  world 
demand  it.  3.  Missions  is  the  way  I  can  let  myself  go  beyond  the  confines  of  my 
own  surrounding  and  reach  others. 

Rev.  Bradley's  unique  bits  of  wisdom  and  humor  dispersed  in  such  a  heart- 
warming challenge  to  our  messengers  sent  us  back  to  our  churches  determined 
to  move  forward  in  the  days  ahead. 

The  Fourteenth  Annual  Polk  Baptist  Association  was  dismissed  with  a 
prayer  of  dedication  for  our  new  officers.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


Article  I  -  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  II  -  PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  general  object  and  purpose  of  this  association  to  promote  Mis- 
sions, Benevolences,  Christian  Education,  and  Christian  fellowship  as  fostered  by 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  N.  C.  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  De- 
tailed and  specific  objects  shall  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  EXECUTIVE  PRO- 
MOTIONAL COMMITTEE. 

Article  III  -  MEETINGS 

The  association  shall  convene  annually  on  Thursday  after  the  third  Sunday  in 
October,  authority  for  any  necessary  changes  in  this  meeting  schedule  or  for  called 
sessions  of  the  association  is  given  to  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee. 

Article  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  1.  Composition  and  number  of  messengers:  The  association  shall  be 
composed  of  messengers  chosen  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong.  The  mess- 
engers thus  chosen  shall  be  known  as  The  Polk  Baptist  Association,  which  shall 
have  no  power  over  the  churches,  nor  the  privilege  to  infringe  upon  their  internal 
rights.  Nevertheless,  the  association  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  withdraw  fellow- 
ship from  any  and  every  church-proven  to  be  heretical  in  doctrine,  immoral  in  prac- 
tice, or  unwilling  over  a  period  of  time  to  cooperate  with  the  other  churches  in  ful- 
filling the  purpose  of  the  association. 

Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  three  messengers,  and 
one  additional  member  for  every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  over  the 
first  50  members.  Officers  of  the  association,  pastors  of  the  member  churches,  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions,  and  such  members  of  the  preceding  session  as  were  ap- 
pointed to  perform  specific  duties,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  shall  be  messengers  and 
members  of  the  session. 

SECTION  II.  Reception  of  churches.  The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of 
her  membership,  and  may  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for  membership  there 
in  at  her  pleasure.'  Provided:  The  churches  so  received  shall  agree  and  come  under 
the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  one  year  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches,  provided  such  request  comes  at 
least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  It  is  understood  that  during  this 
period  of  proving  such  church  or  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  pri- 
vileges of  the  association  except  that  of  voting.  They  may  be  voted  in  by  two-thirds 
of  the  messengers  present. 

SECTION  III.  Church  letters:  Each  member  church  of  the  association  shall  send 
a  letter  of  information  to  the  annual  meeting.  These  letters  shall  contain  such  statis- 
tical information  as  shall  be  requested,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  associational  office 


as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  associational  year.  Any  church,  that  for  a 
period  of  twelve  months  following  the  associational  meeting,  fails  to  send  such  a 
letter  of  information  to  the  office,  shall  be  dropped  from  membership  in  the 
association.  The  association's  Missions  Committee  shall  seek  to  make  the  church 
fully  aware  of  this  impending  action. 

Article  V  -  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice  Modera- 
tor, Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Trustees,  Auditor,  Sunday  School 
Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Director 
of  Baptist  Men,  and  Music  Director. 

SECTION  II.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music 
Director,  and  Baptist  Men's  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee of  the  association,  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  by  their  or- 
ganization at  the  third  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee. 
Each  will  then  serve  on  his  organization's  committee  to  enlist  the  necessary  officers 
for  the  new  year.  The  association's  nominating  committee  shall  present  all  these 
officers  for  approval  at  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  III.  At  the  annual  session  the  nomination  committee  shall  nominate 
one  person  for  the  office  to  be  filled.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for  nominations 
from  the  floor,  with  elections  to  be  completed  on  that  day. 

Article  VI  -  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  I.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  a  study 
of  and  dispense  information  to  the  churches  concerning  the  current  practice  in  the 
use  of  audio-visual  aids.  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  loan  and  opera- 
tion of  all  visual-aid  equipment  of  the  association  within  the  churches  of  the 
association. 

SECTION  II.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this 
committee  to  study  the  complete  program  of  our  association  and  make  all  nec- 
essary recommendations  concerning  the  finances  and  prepare  and  present  the 
annual  budget  for  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  This 
committee  shall  get  into  the  hands  of  each  church  a  copy  of  the  recommended  bud- 
get by  the  first  Sunday  in  August.  (The  purpose  for  this  is  to  aid  the  local  churches 
in  their  budget  preparation  and  allotment  of  the  associational  program.)  All 
churches  who  participate  on  a  regular  basis  with  the  work  of  the  association  shall 
receive  their  minutes  without  charge.  All  others  will  pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  each. 

SECTION  III.  Committee  on  Committees:  This  committee,  composed  of  three 
members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  first  business  session  of  the 
annual  program.  This  committee  will  become  responsible  for  filling  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  shall  nominate  all  committees  for  the  coming 
year. 

SECTION  IV.  Constitutional  Changes  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  at  least  three  members  whose  duty  shall  be  to  study  the  constitution  and 
report  any  suggested  changes  to  the  annual  session  each  year. 
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SECTION  V.  Evangelism  Committee:  This  committee  shall  work  in  cooperation 
and  use  information  coming  from  our  convention's  Department  of  Evangelism. 
They  shall  encourage  our  churches  to  be  evangelistic  and  participate  in  all  simultan- 
eous efforts. 

SECTION  VI.  Executive  Promotional  Committee:  The  association  shall  have  an 
Executive  Promotional  Committee  which  shall  carry  on  the  work  of  the  association 
as  interim,  with  all  powers  of  the  association  vested  in  this  committee.  This  com- 
mittee shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association,  a  pastor  from  each 
member  church  in  the  association,  one  lay  member  from  each  church,  and  the 
church  treasurer.  Members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee  shall  compose  a  quorum.  This  committee  shall  meet  quarterly  on  the 
first  Sunday  in  the  second  month  of  each  quarter.  The  Executive  Committee  shall 
submit  a  report  of  its  work  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  VII.  Memorials  Committee:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to  present 
a  memorial  for  members  of  our  churches  who  passed  away  during  the  preceding 
year. 

SECTION  VIII.  Missions  Committee:  The  association  shall  cooperate  with  our 
North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  Southern  Baptist  Denominational  Pro- 
gram of  missions:  Foreign;  Home;  State;  and  Associational. 

A.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  employing  or  dis- 
charging a  paid  missionary  or  field  worker  for  the  association,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Executive  Committee  and/or  association. 

B.  Membership:  The  Missions  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers 
of  the  association,  heads  of  the  five  organizations  and  the  Chairman  of  Evangelism. 
The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  committee.  Any  five 
members  will  constitute  a  quorum.  (Chairman  to  be  elected  by  the  committee.) 

C.  Duties:  The  duties  of  the  committee  is  to  work  with  the  associational  Mission- 
ary in  planning  and  promoting  a  mission  program  that  will  carry  the  Gospel  to  all 
the  people;  seek  to  meet  spiritual  needs  of  all  the  committees  and  churches;  to  pro- 
mote religious  services  in  institutions  and  lead  in  establishing  mission  stations  in 
neglected  areas  and  new  churches  where  they  are  needed.  In  carrying  out  its  respon- 
sibilities, this  committee  has  four  major  duties: 

1 .  Pinpoint  all  possible  places  in  the  association  where  work  should  be  started. 

2.  Create  concern  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  in  the  churches  for  starting  new 
work. 

3.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  solely  responsible  to  this  com- 
mittee and,  through'the  Executive  Promotional  Committee,  to  the  association. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  submit  all  plans  and  programs  for  the 
association  to  this  committee  for  approval  and  authorization. 

SECTION  IX.  Nominating  Committee:  This  committee,  consisting  of  three 
members,  shall  nominate  all  general  officers  and  representatives  to  serve  for  one 
year,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  filling  vacancies  that  occur  in 
any  of  the  above  mentioned  during  the  year. 


SECTION  X.  Ordination  Committee:  This  committee  will  not  act  voluntary,  but 
upon  request  by  individual  churches  desiring  such  services.  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  five  members.  When  called  upon,  they  shall  examine  the  candidate  for 
the  Gospel  Ministry  and  submit  a  report  to  the  church  requesting  such. 

SECTION  XI.  Program  Committee:  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  along  with  the 
directors  of  each  organization  of  work.  The  first  three  mentioned,  along  with  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions,  shall  work  out  the  format  and  present  to  the  full  com- 
mittee before  the  final  program  is  completed. 

SECTION  XII.  Place  and  Preacher  Committee:  This  committee  shall  determine 
the  meeting  place,  select  the  speaker  for  the  annual  message  and  alternate. 

SECTION  XIII.  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches:  Duties  of  this  committee 
shall  be: 

1.  To  receive  and  consider  request  by  a  new  church  for  membership  in  the  as- 
sociation and  to  recommend  what  action  should  be  taken. 

2.  To  keep  alert  to  any  developments  that  might  lead  to  a  new  church  and  ad- 
vise the  group  or  groups  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  the  organization  for  ap- 
plication for  membership  in  the  association,  and  location  of  the  church. 

SECTION  XIV.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  resolutions 
pertinent  to  the  occasion  of  our  annual  meetings  or  other  occasions  as  needed. 

SECTION  XV.  Social  Services  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  made  up  of 
the  associational  representatives  of  the  State  Convention  operated  Children's 
Homes,  Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  keep 
informed  as  to  what  is  available  for  immediate  needs  in  our  area,  and  to  assist  in 
securing  such  needs  as  requested  to  do  so.  The  committee  should  also  be  aware  of 
other  needs  as  may  arise  within  our  area  where  we  could  give  aid  or  counsel. 

SECTION  XVI.  Trustees:  This  committee  shall  be  elected  for  an  indefinite 
period  and  may  be  changed  at  the  discretion  of  the  association.  They  may  hold  title 
for  the  association  of  any  property  presently  held  by  the  association  or  that  which 
shall  be  acquired.  Trustees  shall  be  aware  of  the  state  of  repair  of  all  properties  and 
make  recommendations  concerning  such  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
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RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 

These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedures  of  the  Polk  Baptist  As- 
sociation. 

Article  I  -  RULES  OF  ORDER 

The  association  shall  at  times  be  governed  by  a  simple  majority  of  the  mes- 
sengers present,  except  when  necessitated  otherwise  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Moderator  shall  be  deemed  Judge  of  Order,  guided  by  Robert's  Rules 
of  Order. 

Article  II  -  PRINTING  OF  CONSTITUTION 

The  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  annually. 

Article  III  -  CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGES 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
messengers  present.  One  month  prior  to  annual  meeting,  any  recommended 
change  shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  acted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Article  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

SECTION  I.  Moderator:  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall 
preside  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  and  at  the  Executive  Pro- 
motional Meetings.  His  term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succes- 
sion. 

SECTION  II.  Vice-Moderator:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected  an- 
nually and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Moderator,  shall  auto- 
matically become  Moderator,  and  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  fill 
the  vacancy  of  Vice-Moderator  at  the  next  Executive  Meeting.  His  duties 
shall  be  to  serve  when  called  upon  by  the  moderator  or  in  the  absence  of  the 
moderator. 

SECTION  III.  Clerk:  The  clerk  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  record 
the  proceedings  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  meetings,  and  all 
sessions  of  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  IV.  Assistant  Clerk:  The  Assistant  Clerk  shall  perform  all 
duties  of  the  clerk  in  the  absence  of  the  clerk. 

SECTION  V.  Treasurer:  The  Associational  Treasurer  is  to  handle  and 
disburse  all  funds  of  the  association  in  accord  with  the  budget  of  the  associa- 
tion, or  at  the  direction  of  the  association  or  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee.  He  shall  also  transfer  to  his  successor  a  complete  accounting 
of  all  funds  which  have  come  into  his  hands. 

SECTION  VI.  Historian:  The  Associational  Historian  is  to  prepare  and 
present  a  history  of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and  is  to 
preserve  a  continuing  record  of  these  meetings,  which  are  to  be  passed  on 
to  the  succeeding  historian. 
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SECTION  VII.  Auditor:  The  association  shall  have  an  auditor  who  shall 
he  elected  at  each  annual  session,  along  with  the  other  officers  of  the  associa- 
tion. He  shall  have  the  duty  of  auditing  the  books  of  the  treasurer  and  of  re- 
porting his  findings  to  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting. 
SECTION  VIII.  Director  of  Missions: 

PART  I.  Duties:  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  an  ex-officio  of  the 
Polk  Baptist  Association  and  all  committees.  His  primary  duty  will  be  that 
of  promoting  and  developing  the  Southern  Baptist  Program  of  Cooperation 
with  the  pastors  of  the  churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association,  and  any 
such  duties  as  the  Missions  Committee  shall  specify.  His  further  duties 
shall  be  to  publish  the  annual  book  of  reports  and  to  compile  and  print 
(or  assume  responsibility  for  such)  the  Polk  Baptist  Annual  Minutes. 

PART  2.  Employment:  The  Director  of  Missions  is  called  for  an  in- 
definite period  of  time.  This  relationship  may  be  terminated  by  giving  a  thirty 
day  notice,  or  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Com- 
mittee favoring.  This  would  be  done  with  a  thirty  day  period  allowed. 

PART  3.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Executive 
Promotional  Committee  and  he  shall  make  monthly  reports  to  the  chairman 
of  the  Missions  Committee. 

PART  4.  The  salary  and  other  benefits  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Budget 
and  Finance  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

PART  5.  OTHER  PROVISIONS:  The  Director  of  Missions  is  granted 
two  full  weeks  of  vacation  time  annually  to  be  taken  at  his  own  discretion. 
He  is  entitled  to  the  equivalent  of  one  day  a  week  free  of  associational  work. 
The  Director  of  Missions  is  permitted  to  conduct  two  one  week  revivals  and 
assist  in  two  weeks  of  church  and  convention  work  outside  the  association 
each  year.  He  will  be  available  for  as  many  revivals  within  the  association 
as  he  is  physically  possible.  The  services  of  the  Director  of  Missions  shall  be 
offered  free  and  without  charge  to  the  churches  of  the  association.  Notwith- 
standing, the  churches  are  free  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  Director 
of  Missions  with  suitable  honorariums.  The  Director  of  Missions  will  be 
allowed  a  reasonable  period  of  time  for  sick  leave  with  pay,  the  amount  to  be 
determined  by  the  Missions  Committee.  The  Director  shall  comply  with  the 
policies  and  cooperate  with  the  general  program  of  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion's Division  of  Missions.  He  is  encouraged  to  attend  the  annual  North 
Carolina  State  Convention  Meeting  and  other  conventions  and  conferences 
relevant  to  his  work  as  provided  in  the  annual  budget. 

NOTE:  Under  our  present  setup  with  our  Director  of  Missions  on  a  part- 
time  salary,  he  will  be  expected  to  comply  within  reasonable  bounds  to  the 
above  stipulations. 
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AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  II:  Be  it  understood  that  all  churches  participat- 
ing in  the  financial  program  of  the  Association  receive  their  minutes  free  of 
charge  up  to  a  certain  certified  number.  Any  church  that  desires  minutes 
but  does  not  support  the  regular  financial  program  of  the  association  shall 
be  asked  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  copy. 

Be  it  further  understood  that  the  churches  will  be  given  minutes  on  this 
Ratio:  100  or  less  -  10  copies,  150  or  less  -  15  copies,  more  than  150-20  copies. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XV:  Representatives  from  Polk  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation on  the  Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter  Committee  shall  also  serve  on  the 
Social  Services  Committee  of  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XVII  (Committees):  Recreation  Committee  -  This 
committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  promoting,  and  co-ordinating 
all  recreational  activities  and  programs  sponsored  by  Polk  Baptist  Associa- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XVIII  (Committees):  Youth  Committee  -  This 
committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  promoting,  and  co-ordinating 
all  youth  activities  and  programs  sponsored  by  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  SECTION  III:  That  the  Associational  Senior  Co  ordinator 
be  added  as  an  officer  of  Polk  Baptist  Association  under  Article  V,  Section  I, 
by  leaving  off  the  "a"  before  the  "Music  Director";  adding  a  comma  after 
"Music  Director"  instead  of  a  period  and  then  adding  the  words:  "and  Associa- 
tional Senior  Co-ordinator." 

ARTICLE  V  -  SECTION  IV:  That  the  official  title,  "Superintendent  of 
Missions"  be  changed  each  time  it  appears  in  the  constitution  to  the  title 
"Director  of  Missions." 

ARTICLE  IV,  Section  II:  (Reception  of  Churches)  -  Sentence  2  of  Section  II 
be  changed  from  "The  churches  so  received  to  "A  newly  established  Southern 
Baptist  Church  or  churches  so  received"  -  the  remainder  of  Section  II  would 
remain  as  is.  At  the  conclusion  of  Section  II,  it  is  recommended  that  the  fol- 
lowing sentence  be  added:  "An  older  -  established  Southern  Baptist  Church  or 
churches,  in  doctrinal  agreement  with  Polk  Baptist  Association  would  not 
have  to  come  under  the  watch  care  of  the  Association  for  one  year,  but  would 
be  received  immediately  into  full  membership  of  the  Association  upon  being 
voted  in  by  two-thirds  of  the  messengers  present." 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XIX:  The  following  committees  are  to  serve  on  a 
rotation  basis:  Audio- Visual  Aids,  Committee  on  Committees,  Constitu- 
tional Changes  Committee,  Evangelism  Committee,  Memorials  Committee, 
Nominating  Committee,  Ordination  Committee,  Place  and  Preacher  Com- 
mittee, Reception  and  Location  of  Churches  Committee,  Resolutions  Com- 
mittee, Recreation  Committee,  and  Youth  Committee.  If  the  Committee  is 
composed  of  three  members  one  member  shall  rotate  annually.  If  the  com- 
mittee is  composed  of  six  members  two  members  shall  rotate  annually. 
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AN  ADDITIONAL  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 


In  regard  to  the  minutes  of  the  association:  Be  it  understood  that  all 
churches  participating  in  the  financial  program  of  the  Association  receive 
their  minutes  free  of  charge  up  to  a  certain  certified  number.  Any  church 
that  desires  minutes  but  does  not  support  the  regular  financial  program 
of  the  Association  shall  be  asked  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  copy.  Be  it 
further  understood  that  the  churches  will  be  given  minutes  on  this  Ratio: 
100  or  less  -  10  copies  -  150  or  less  -  15  copies  -  More  than  150  -  20  copies. 

PART  6.  Our  Association  shall  be  grouped  into  four  groups.  At  the  present 
time  each  group  shall  consist  of  five  churches.  If  at  a  later  date  other  churches 
shall  join  the  association  equal  distribution  shall  be  made. 
Group  1  -  Cooper's  Gap,  Big  Level,  Pea  Ridge,  Pleasant  Grove,  and  Faith 

Temple. 

Group  2  -  Silver  Creek,  Faith,  Mill  Spring,  Midway,  and  Beulah. 
Group  3  -  Green  River,  Sandy  Springs,  Hickory  Grove,  Morgan  Chapel,  and 
Green  Creek. 

Group  4  -  Columbus,  Peniel,  Pacolet  Hills,  Tryon  Second,  and  Warrior 
Mountain. 

Each  group  will  select  a  host  and  the  other  four  shall  be  co-host  to  the 
Annual  Meeting.

HISTORY  OF  GREEN  RIVER  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Green  River  Baptist  Church  was  organized  March  12,  1875  with  Elder  C.C. 
Case  as  the  first  pastor.  The  Sunday  School  was  organized  later  when  J.M. 
Williams  was  pastor. 

The  first  church  was  built  of  logs  and  served  as  a  meeting  house  for  34  years. 
In  March  of  1902  eight  and  one  half  acres  of  land  were  bought.  This  was  to  be 
the  site  of  a  new  church  building  which  was  built  in  1909.  It  was  not  until  1911 
that  a  pulpit  was  bought  and  1912  that  money  was  collected  to  buy  benches. 
This  building  served  the  people  until  1959. 

Green  River  Baptist  Church  was  a  member  of  the  Sandy  Run  Association 
from  1899  until  it  joined  the  Green  River  Association  in  1945.  On  September  28, 
1969,  the  church  voted  to  join  the  newly  organized  Polk  Association.

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A  building  fund  was  started  in  February  of  1953  to  build  a  new  church 
building.  The  first  offering  was  $12.26.  By  December  of  1955  the  church 
reached  a  goal  of  $7,000,  and  they  also  had  blue  prints  for  the  new  building 

In  the  spring  of  1957  work  was  begun  on  the  educational  building.  It  was  to 
be  60'  by  32',  three  stories  high,  with  16  Sunday  School  rooms,  an  office,  and  a 
kitchen.  Six  months  later  in  November  of  1957  the  building  was  being  used. 

Construction  on  the  present  auditorium  was  begun  in  1959,  and  the  first 
worship  service  was  held  in  it  Easter  Sunday,  1960.  The  church  indebtedness 
was  paid  off  in  September  of  1972. 

The  church  celebrated  its  centennial  anniversary  on  March  16,  1975. 

A  new  parsonage  was  built  in  1979-80,  and  the  pastor,  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw, 
and  his  family  moved  in  March  15,  1980. 

The  church  parking  lot  was  paved  in  June  of  1983. 

We  rejoice  in  the  progress  of  Green  River  Baptist  Church,  and  we  praise  the 
Lord  for  His  many  blessings.

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REPORT  OF  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 
OF  NORTH  CAROLINA- 1983 

We  at  Baptist  Children's  Homes  are  grateful  for  the  way  our  mountain 
churches  have  captured  the  spirit  of  our  Lord  in  their  desire  to  care  for  needy 
children.  Because  of  your  faithfulness  to  us  we  have  been  able  to  maintain  our 
ministry  at  maximum  levels.  Thermal  Belt  Baptist  Youth  Shelter  in  Forest 
City,  the  Maternity  Home  in  Asheville,  Craig  Home  at  Ridgecrest,  the  group 
care  program  and  the  emergency  care  program  at  Broyhill  and  the  Moody 
Farm  in  Macon  County  all  continue  to  meet  the  needs  of  young  lives. 

The  heaviest  demands  placed  upon  our  services  continue  to  be  in  relation  to 
emergency  care.  Two  of  the  eight  emergency  care  homes  are  located  in  western 
North  Carolina.  In  these  centers,  located  at  Forest  City  and  on  the  Broyhill 
campus,  we  can  receive  a  child  with  very  brief  notice  out  of  a  desperate 
circumstance  and  meet  the  needs  of  that  child  for  up  to  90  days.  During  this 
time,  work  is  done  with  the  family  to  enable  the  child  to  return  or  assistance  is 
given  in  arranging  for  a  more  long  term  placement  for  the  child.  A  very 
gracious  ministry  is  the  Maternity  Home  in  Asheville.  The  problem  of  teenage 
pregnancies  is  epidemic  in  our  society.  Often  these  girls  come  to  us  feeling  that 
life  has  virtually  ended  for  them.  It  is  a  joy  to  observe  them  finding  new 
Christian  strength  and  purpose  to  begin  all  over  again  in  even  more  positive 
directions. 

We  are  coming  to  be  increasingly  grateful  for  the  beautiful  Moody  Farm  in 
the  Iotla  Valley  of  Macon  County.  The  300  acre  site  is  now  being  used  for 
recreational  camping  by  children  from  our  units  of  work  all  across  the  state.  As 
needs  become  evident  and  resources  become  available,  we  anticipate  further 
development  on  this  lovely  property,  in  the  year's  ahead. 

Of  course  the  program  of  group  care  provided  on  the  Broyhill  campus 
continues  as  our  lead  operation  in  the  western  area.  This  is  one  of  our  four 
major  group  care  campuses.  It  is  always  a  happy  privilege  to  welcome  guests 
from  our  churches  who  come  to  visit  us  at  Broyhill.  At  any  time  we  are  happy  to 
set  up  a  cottage  tour,  a  showing  of  the  film,  "You  Needed  Me",  and  a  tour  of  our 
campus. 

On  July  1,  1983,  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  welcomed  its  new  president, 
Dr.  Michael  C.  Blackwell,  a  native  of  Gastonia.  Dr.  Blackwell  becomes  the 
eighth  President  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  and 
follows  in  a  noble  tradition  of  excellence  established  by  the  seven  men  who 
preceded  him  in  this  position.  His  unique  talents,  personality  and 
commitments  will  assure  this  ministry  remains  at  the  vanguard  of  excellence 
in  child  care  in  meeting  the  challenge  of  resolving  the  hurts  of  children  and 
families  in  need.

Youth  Shelter  at  Forest  City.  Since  it  is  close  the  people  have  access  to  its 
benefits.  When  there  is  a  serious  crisis  in  one  of  our  families  and  the  children 
are  involved  -  it  is  then  that  we  can  turn  to  the  youth  shelter  for  aid. 

At  the  present  time  this  shelter  is  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Dobson,  who  are  most  capable  and  who  have  a  genuine  love  for  youth.  On 
special  occasions  one  of  our  pastors,  Rev.  Bill  Painter,  and  his  wife  relieve  this 
couple.  The  Painters  also  spend  one  week-end  there  each  month,  and  bring  the 
youth  to  share  in  their  Sunday  worship  at  Faith  Temple. 

The  shelter  welcomed  visits  from  some  of  our  churches  during  the  summer. 
Pacolet  Hills  Church,  Morgan  Chapel,  Silver  Creek,  and  perhaps  others 
carried  surplus  vegetables  and  fruits  to  the  home.  These  were  most  graciously 
received.  A  list  of  the  needs  of  the  home  will  be  available  upon  request  and 
friends  are  always  welcome. 

Several  churches  have  added  a  certain  amount  in  their  budget  for  the  home, 
and  with  inflation  this  is  most  helpful.  Sandy  Springs  and  Cooper's  Gap  are 
two  churches  that  are  helping  and  sharing.  Polk  Baptists  have  proposed  $600 
for  the  coming  year.  This  is  a  help,  but  other  gifts  would  be  appreciated. 

The  Brotherhood  of  Polk  Association  spent  some  time  at  the  shelter 
renovating  bathrooms  and  other  jobs. 

It  is  teamwork  that  counts!  Let's  all  work  together  to  show  our  children  and 
young  people  that  we  really  care.

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1983  REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS 

ON  THE 

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES,  INC. 

Through  North  Carolina  Baptists,  God  continues  to  bless  our  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Homes  with  meaningful  blessings,  and  we  are  grateful! 

One  of  the  most  significant  blessings  that  we  have  received  during  the  year 
has  been  a  31%  increase  in  the  percentage  used  for  distribution  of  funds 
through  the  Cooperative  Program.  This  percentage  change,  along  with  strong 
Cooperative  Program  support  during  the  first  five  months  of  1983,  has  meant 
an  increase  of  $29,079.73  over  the  same  period  in  1982.  Total  Cooperative 
Program  funds  for  the  period  totalled  $135,647.39. 

For  the  first  five  months  of  1983,  undesignated  support  through  the  North 
Carolina  Missions  Offering  provided  $74,087.47  toward  the  Homes' 
benevolent  care  needs.  Designated  gifts  of  $42,274.58  brought  the  total  NCMO 
support  to  $116,362.05. 

Through  these  mission  gifts  of  $252,009.44,  we  were  able  to  provide  care  for 
over  50%  of  the  residents  in  the  five  Homes  and  Nursing  Care  who  have  limited 
resources.  Even  with  this  mission  support,  benevolent  care  exceeded  the 
resources  by  $132,975.00  for  the  five-month  period.  This  gap  must  be  bridged, 
and  we  must  continue  to  receive  more  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and 
the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  if  we  are  to  meet  the  needs  of  residents  in 
the  Homes.  This  still  leaves  the  many  who  are  waiting  to  enter  the  Homes,  but 
do  not  have  sufficient  funds  to  pay  the  cost  of  care. 

The  Baptist  Homes  have  been  and  continue  to  be  a  benevolent  care  ministry 
throughout  the  32  years  of  caring.  Because  of  the  over-extended  benevolent 
care  ministry,  the  Trustees  have  had  to  put  a  hold  on  admissions  of  persons 
who  cannot  demonstrate  the  resources  to  pay  the  cost  of  care  for  their  life 
expectancy.  Let's  change  this  picture  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  only  way  that 
it  can  be  changed  is  through  a  concerted  effort  of  increased  giving  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  and  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering. 

Another  step  forward  during  May  of  this  year  was  the  approval  by  the 
Homes'  Trustees  of  a  Capital  Funds  Campaign  of  $2,500,000  for  the  meeting  of 
needs  on  the  Hayes  Home  Campus,  Winston-Salem.  This  challenge  will  meet 
some  of  the  very  vital  needs  of  updating  the  Nursing  Care  Unit.  Included  in 
this  updating  will  be  a  physical  therapy  room,  patient  dining  room/activity 
area,  and  other  vital  needs  related  to  food  service.  A  second  area  of  need 
includes  the  building  of  additional  rooms  at  Hayes  Home.  These  rooms  are 
desperately  needed  to  make  possible  additional  beds  in  the  Nursing  Care  Unit. 
This  expansion  will  require  additional  money  beyond  the  current  Capital 
Funds  Campaign.  The  upcoming  campaign  will  be  the  first  major  capital 
funds  effort  that  the  Baptist  Homes  have  undertaken.  We  covet  your  prayers 
for  a  successful  effort. 
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The  needs  of  older  persons  in  our  nation  and  state  become  more  and  more 
acute  with  each  passing  day.  It  is  imperative  that  we  focus  more  on  the  needs 
and  that  we  provide  as  wisely  as  we  can  for  them  in  the  family  of  our  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Homes,  now  and  for  the  future. 

We  believe  that  the  future  of  the  Homes'  ministry  is  in  God's  hands.  We  shall 
continue  to  trust  Him  for  our  needs,  and  urge  you  to  join  Him  and  us  as  we 
strive  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  vital  ministry  to  older  persons.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 
Report  to  the  Associations 
1983 

Baptist  Hospital  has  celebrated  its  sixtieth  anniversary  during  1983  by 
continuing  to  expand  and  improve  its  services. 

During  the  year  the  hospital  has  installed  a  nuclear  magnetic  resonance 
machine  in  the  Department  of  Diagnostic  Radiology.  With  the  use  of  radio 
waves,  this  machine  produces  pictures  as  good  as  or  better  than  standard  x- 
rays  and  can  also  provide  valuable  information  based  on  the  body's  chemistry 
without  posing  any  radiation  hazard. 

Baptist  Hospital  is  also  providing  a  new  treatment  aimed  at  finding  and 
removing  the  cause  of  heart  attacks.  The  procedure  attempts  to  dissolve  clots 
in  the  coronary  arteries  feeding  blood  to  the  heart  muscle  by  injecting  a  clot- 
dissolving  drug  through  a  catheter. 

During  the  past  year  a  survey  team  from  the  North  Carolina  Department  of 
Human  Resources  designated  the  hospital's  Emergency  Department  as  a 
Level  I  trauma  center  which  indicates  that  the  department  offers  all  major 
services  for  serious  injuries  twenty-four  hours  a  day  seven  days  a  week. 

Because  of  these  and  other  services  provided  by  the  hospital,  a  total  of  23,903 
patients  were  admitted  to  its  approximately  700  beds  during  the  year  for  a  total 
of  213,021  days  of  patient  care.  An  additional  66,039  persons  visited  the 
hospital's  emergency  room  and  outpatient  clinics. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  provided  more  than  14,000  hours  of 
pastoral  service  to  hospital  patients,  their  families,  and  the  Medical  Center 
staff  besides  leading  at  least  four  worship  services  each  week  in  the  Davis 
Memorial  Chapel.  The  Pastoral  Counseling  division  provided  14,493  hours  of 
counseling  to  persons  who  had  individual  or  family  problems  or  concerns.  The 
Clinical  Pastoral  Education  division  provided  training  at  some  level  for  more 
than  100  students.  During  the  past  year  Dr.  Mahan  Siler,  who  has  been  with 
the  department  for  ten  years,  resigned  as  its  director  in  order  to  return  to  the 
pastorate. 
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In  order  to  provide  adequate  care  of  its  patients,  Baptist  Hospital  employs 
approximately  3,500  people  and  has  buildings  and  equipment  valued  at  more 
than  $100,000,000.  The  operating  budget  for  1983  was  $101,000,000. 

During  the  past  year  the  hospital  trustees  have  reviewed  plans  for  another 
major  capital  expansion  program  to  begin  when  construction  funds  are 
available. 

Careful  management  with  continuing  emphasis  on  cost-containment 
projects  has  made  it  possible  for  the  hospital  to  operate  in  the  black  with  only  a 
4  percent  room  rate  increase  during  the  past  year. 

During  the  1982  fiscal  year  the  hospital  received  from  the  churches  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  a  total  of  $497,019  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
and  $343,665  through  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering.  Cooperative 
Program  funds  helped  to  underwrite  the  budget  of  the  Pastoral  Care 
Department  and  the  gifts  received  through  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering 
assist  financially  needy  patients  in  paying  their  hospital  bills. 

The  hospital  administration  and  staff  are  deeply  grateful  to  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  and  all  its  constituents  whose  leadership  and  support  make 
it  possible  for  the  hospital  to  provide  these  ministries.

Have  you  ever  received  a  "Mrs.  Pig  letter"?  We  want  our  1983  report  to  be 
such  a  thank  you  note  to  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

When  our  children  were  tots  they;  like  other  children,  had  their  favorite  story 
book  that  never  was  read  enough  to  suit  them.  Even  today  as  adults,  they  agree 
that  Postman  of  Bayberry  Lane  was.  their  favorite  book,  The  gist  of  the  story 
centered  around  Mrs.  Pig  who  everyday  met  the  postman  at  her  mail  box  but  to 
no  avail.  The  postman  felt  "sorry"  for  Mrs.  Pig  because  her  box  was  always 
empty  so  he  suggested  she  have  a  party  and  invite  all  the  other  ladies  in  the 
community,  such  as  Mrs.  Cow,  Mrs.  Horse,  Mrs.  Sheep,  etc.  The  party  was 
planned,  the  ladies  came,  and  for  days  afterwards  thank  you  notes  were 
delivered  by  Mr.  Postman  to  Mrs.  Pig.  So,  at  our  house,  when  thank  you  notes 
are  written  or  received,  we  chuckle  and  remember  with  nostalgia  that  these  are 
"Mrs.  Pig  letters". 

We  of  the  Foundation  are  indeed  thankful  for  what  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  are  doing  to  guarantee  support  for  the  multitude  of  Christian 
missions  and  ministries  carried  on  by  Baptists.  To  serve  in  the  Trustee  role  as 
managers  of  trust  funds  established  by  gifts  from  individuals,  both  living  and 
through  Will,  is  an  exciting  experience. 

During  the  past  year  increased  interest  has  been  shown  by  individuals 
attending  estate  planning  seminars  sppnsored  by  the  Foundation  and 
through  personal  visits  by  Foundation  staff.  Greater  numbers  are  committing 
a  tithe  of  what  they  leave  at  death,  when  they  no  longer  need  it,  to  Christian 
causes. 


The  asset  value  of  trusts  held  at  the  end  of  last  fiscal  year  totalled 
$8,214,696.00.  Designated  new  additions  to  trusts  were  $276,815.00.  Income 
from  investments  of  trust  assest  toalled  $523,140.00.  Investment  asset  market 
value  gain  during  the  year  was  $393,812.00. 

We  are  thankful  for  the  facilities  in  the  new  Baptist  Building  making  it 
possible  to  have  the  staff  in  one  suite  of  offices.  It  has  been  pleasant  to  welcome 
many  adult  church  groups  who  have  visited  the  new  building. 

We  welcome  other  visits  or  opportunities  to  discuss  with  individuals 
effective  estate  planning  alternatives  involving  Wills  and  trusts  which  could 
provide  sustained  support  for  Baptist  cause(s)  even  beyond  lifetime.

REPORT  OF  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

"You  wanted  to  kill  people  by  the  power  of  the  gun:  here  is  the  Bible.  Now  go 
and  face  people  with  the  power  of  the  Word." 

With  these  words,  a  prison  guard  in  Kenya  gave  a  convict  a  copy  of  the  Bible 
which  had  been  supplied  by  the  Bible  Society  in  Kenya.  As  a  result  of  his 
reading  it,  the  prisoner  committed  his  life  to  Christ  and  is  now  beginning  a  new 
life  with  hope  and  faith. 

Similar  miraculous  conversions  are  taking  place  daily  all  around  the  world 
and  the  American  Bible  Society  is  grateful  for  the  support  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  in  helping  win  these  people  to  the  Lord.  Through  the  ABS 
record  numbers  of  Bibles  have  been  distributed  in  150  nations  and  territories. 
A  total  of  484,633,537  Bibles,  Testaments,  Portions  and  Selections  have  been 
distributed  in  1982.  ABS  is  now  involved  in  translations  in  574  different 
languages  in  the  world. 

In  Nigeria  with  a  population  of  80  million  people  and  400  different 
languages — there  are  new  translations.  A  new  translation  for  the  whole  Bible 
is  being  prepared  for  the  Igbo  people,  and  the  Isekiri  New  Testament,  when 
completed,  will  be  the  first  Testament  in  that  language.  Also  a  translation  of 
the  Bible  into  Edo  is  being  drafted. 

In  Argentina  pastors  and  volunteers  from  36  local  churches  cooperated  in 
"Bible  Impact".  This  campaign  succeeded  in  distributing  large  quantities  of 
Scriptures  to  over  300,00  people.  The  Bible  Society  of  Brazil  provided  over  6 
million  Scriptures  for  adult  new  readers.  These  scriptures  were  distributed 
through  MOBRAL,  the  Brazilian  Movement,  which  has  during  the  last  11 
years  taught  more  than  13  million  men  and  women  to  read. 

The  Philippine  Bible  Society  has  announced  the  publication  of  a  new 
translation  of  the  entire  Bible  in  Hiligaynon  and  in  Ilokano.  In  Bangladesh  a 
recently  published  edition  of  the  Bengali  New  Testament  has  proved  to  be 
exceedingly  popular.  In  Maharashtra,  India  a  new  publication  of  the  Marathi 
New  Testament  and  Psalms  is  also  being  well  received. 
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Over  the  past  10  years  the  churches  and  Bible  Societies  in  Poland,  Hungary, 
Romania,  and  the  German  Democratic  Republic  have  been  provided  with 
nearly  one  million  tons  of  Bible  printing  paper  by  the  United  Bible  Societies. 
22,000  cassettes  of  recorded  Scriptures  for  Poland's  300,000  blind  people  were 
provided. 

At  home  millions  of  men,  women,  and  children  received  copies  from  the  ABS. 
A  total  of  124,362,426  Bibles,  Testaments,  Portions  and  Selections  were 
distributed.  The  100  millionth  complete  Bible  was  distributed. 

Scripture  shortages  are  growing  worldwide.  The  ABS  is  beginning  the  year 
with  renewed  determination  to  further  increase  its  ministry  both  in  the  United 
States  and  throughout  the  world.

REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS  1983 
The  Biblical  Recorder 

The  Biblical  Recorder  is  celebrating  150  years  of  service  to  North  Carolina 
Baptists.  Founded  by  Thomas  Meredith  while  he  was  pastor  of  the  Edenton 
Baptist  Church,  the  Recorder  is  the  fourth  oldest  among  the  34  state  Baptist 
papers  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  exceeded  in  age  only  by  Georgia, 
Kentucky  and  Virginia  papers. 

The  past  twelve  months  have  been  a  time  of  transition  for  the  Recorder.  R.G. 
Puckett  became  editor  upon  the  retirement  of  Marse  Grant  in  September,  1982. 
Lawrence  E.  High  came  as  managing  editor  of  the  Recorder  from  the 
editorship  of  The  Maryland  Baptist.  Puckett  is  the  only  man  in  Southern 
Baptist  life  to  have  served  four  different  state  Baptist  papers.  High  and 
Puckett  are  the  only  team  of  editors  who  have  both  served  as  editors  of  other 
state  papers  before  coming  to  North  Carolina. 

The  cost  of  second-class  postage  threatened  the  very  survival  of  the  state 
Baptist  papers  in  1982,  including  the  Recorder.  However,  with  the  faithful 
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support  of  subscribers,  assistance  from  the  state  convention  and  tight 
management  of  finances,  the  paper  is  now  stable  and  as  secure  as  possible 
under  present  economic  conditions.  Future  costs  for  second-class  postage  are 
unknown  and  greatly  feared.  Your  prayerful  concern  at  this  point  is  earnestly 
requested. 

The  format  of  the  paper  was  changed  to  tabloid  from  the  magazine  style 
which  had  served  for  approximately  40  of  the  150  years  of  the  Recorder. 
Economy  of  production  and  increased  space  by  approximately  50  percent  were 
the  deciding  factors.  Those  readers  who  preferred  the  magazine  style  have 
generally  accepted  the  tabloid  because  of  the  money  saved  and  the  added 
amount  of  news  coverage  of  North  Carolina  and  Southern  Baptists. 

In  March,  the  directors  of  the  Recorder  approved  a  plan  to  make  circulation 
the  highest  priority  in  1983.  Churches  are  urged  to  put  the  paper  in  the  budget 
so  that  every  resident  family  receives  a  copy.  Club  plans  are  available  for 
interested  persons  and  key  leadership  in  the  church. 

The  editors  and  staff  of  the  Recorder  are  grateful  for  the  opportunity  to  have 
this  ministry  among  North  Carolina  Baptists.  We  invite  your  news  items, 
letters  to  the  editor  and  items  of  general  interest  to  all  North  Carolina  Baptists. 
Most  of  all,  the  staff  requests  your  prayer  support  and  faithful  reading  of  the 
Biblical  Recorder,  one  of  the  largest  and  most  influential  Baptist  papers  in  the 
history  of  Baptists  in  the  United  States.

1983  REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS 

We  are  grateful  to  our  Lord  for  what  your  association  has  meant  to  the  cause 
of  social  and  civic  righteousness  in  our  state  in  the  past  12  months.  You  have 
assisted  the  efforts  of  the  League  with  appropriate  action  along  with  your 
prayer  and  financial  support. 

We  wish  to  list  just  a  few  of  the  strategic  issues  where  your  voice  was  so 
influential. 

I.  SAFE  ROADS  ACT  OF  1983 

Due  to  the  growing  problem  of  the  needless  slaughter  of  innocent  men, 
women,  and  children  upon  our  highways  due  to  drinking  drivers,  the  League 
called  upon  Governor  James  B.  Hunt,  Jr.,  to  name  a  Task  Force  to  study  this 
problem  and  seek  constructive  recommendations  to  be  presented  to  the  1983 
General  Assembly.  He  complied  with  this  request,  and  the  recommendations 
of  the  Task  Force  were  compiled  into  the  Safe  Roads  Act  of  1983.  Even  though 
the  powerful  beer-liquor-restaurant  lobby  along  with  other  alcoholic  retail 
groups  were  able  to  "water-down"  some  key  provisions  in  this  legislative 
packet,  we  at  least  have  a  measure  that  can  be  strengthened  in  the  future  to 
deal  with  the  irresponsible  drinking  driver. 
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II.  STATE  LOTTERY 

With  the  General  Assembly  seeking  additional  tax  funds,  it  became 
apparent  that  an  easy  route  for  the  politicians  to  take  would  be  to  put  the  state 
into  the  gambling  business  via  a  state-wide  lottery. 

The  League  organized  the  opposition  to  this  issue.  When  the  pro-lottery 
forces  paraded  representatives  of  the  lottery  industry  extolling  the  "virtues"  of 
such  for  North  Carolina  at  a  legislative  public  hearing,  it  was  the  Christian 
Action  League  that  presented  the  adverse  effects  that  a  lottery  would  have 
upon  our  state. 

It  was  through  your  letters,  resolutions,  and  other  contacts  to  your 
legislators  that  generated  the  opposition  to  the  lottery  and  resulted  in  its 
defeat. 

However,  this  is  not  a  dead  issue.  Pro-lottery  forces  are  seeking  state  tax 
funds  for  a  Legislative  Lottery  Feasibility  Study  to  prepare  legislation  for  the 
1984  mini-session  of  the  General  Assembly.  May  we  not  "grow  weary  in  well- 
doing" or  we  will  get  stuck  with  a  lottery  as  we  did  with  liquor-by-the-drink. 

III.  REFERENDUMS 

In  the  past  12  months,  you  made  it  possible  for  the  League  to  assist  7 
communities  successfully  in  defeating  various  referendums.  These  were: 

1.  Archdale:  Liquor-By-The-Drink,  ABC  Liquor  Stores,  and  Off-Premise 
Beer  and  Wine  sales 

2.  Newton:  Liquor-By-The-Drink 

3.  West  Jefferson:  ABC  Liquor  Stores 

4.  Banner  Elk:  Liquor-By-The-Drink 

5.  Lenoir  County:  Liquor-By-The-Drink 

6.  Kings  Mountain:  ABC  Liquor  Stores  and  Off-Premise  Sales  of  Beer  and 
Wine 

7.  Elizabethtown:  Liquor-By-The-Drink 
Other  referendums  are  pending.

Thank  you  again  for  making  it  possible  for  us  to  remain  on  the  "firing  line". 
May  your  churches  continue  to  provide  the  prayer  and  financial  support  so 
that  we  might  be  an  effective  instrument  for  the  cause  of  social  and  civic 
righteousness.

REPORT  OF  THE  EDUCATION  COMMISSION 
TO  THE  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 

Arthur  L.  Walker,  Jr.,  Executive  Director-Treasurer 

The  two-year  emphasis  (1982-84)  of  the  Education  Commission  is  on  the 
recruitng  of  students.  The  decline  of  the  number  of  college-age  young  people 
across  the  United  States  and  the  decline  of  financial  aid  available  for 
educational  purposes  have  made  the  recruiting  emphasis  a  necessity. 

The  recruiting  emphasis  has  also  resulted  in  a  greater  concern  on  calling  out 
the  called.  The  cooperation  of  Baptist  colleges  and  schools  with  other  entities 
giving  attention  to  vocational  guidance  is  viewed  as  a  part  of  the  involvement 
of  the  educational  institutions  in  Bold  Mission  Thrust.  Special  activities  have 
been  conducted  which  underscore  the  need  of  young  people  committed  to 
missions  and  vocational  service. 

The  Eduction  Commission  has  continued  giving  attention  to  the  uniqueness 
of  Baptist  colleges.  This  attention  has  resulted  in  an  emphasis  on  trusteeship 
and  the  significant  role  of  those  individuals  chosen  to  serve  in  the  important 
role  of  setting  policies  and  establishing  administrative  style  for  the 
institutions  established  and  supported  by  the  various  state  Baptist 
conventions.  This  emphasis  has  also  focused  attention  on  the  unique  role  of 
Baptist  colleges  providing  an  environment  where  Christian  commitments  and 
life-style  are  reinforced. 

Though  the  role  of  the  Education  Commission  with  the  educational 
institutions  is  primarily  consultative,  there  has  been  a  special  effort  to  offer 
encouragement  in  the  establishment  and  promotion  of  the  unique  role  of 
Baptist  higher  education. 

Support — The  17  state  conventions  sponsoring  schools  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  increased  their  1982  support  to  the  schools  by  $7,662,729 
for  a  total  of  $67,821,579.  Of  this  amount,  $590,903  was  given  as  addition  to 
endowment  funds.  Donations,  gifts  and  grants  totaling  $86,893,530  showed  an 
increase  of  $16,897,146.  Endowment  funds  amounted  to  $595,089,849;  property 
was  valued  at  $1,114,131,048,  making  assets  total  $1,709,220,897.  This  was  an 
increase  of  $146,529,988.  Endowment  increased  by  $44,413,995  and  property 
value  by  $102,115,993. 

Church  Vocation  Volunteers — Church  vocation  volunteers  totaled  22,516 
for  1982-83,  for  an  increase  of  558.

The  Program  of  Christian  Higher  Education  Leadership 

The  role  of  education  in  the  mission  enterprise  has  had  a  significant  place  in 
Southern  Baptist  life  since  the  founding  of  the  Convention.  This  emphasis 
through  the  years  has  brought  continued  cooperation  between  the  educational 
institutions  and  the  mission  agencies  of  the  Convention.  The  Education 
Commission  and  the  Association  of  Southern  Baptist  colleges  and  Schools 
both  attempt  to  contribute  to  this  cooperation  and  the  role  of  Baptist  college 
and  school  campuses  in  the  recruiting  and  training  of  mission  volunteers. 

The  Education  Commission  continues  to  administer  the  Dorothea  Van 
Deusen  Opdyke  Scholarship,  the  J.W.  Farmer  and  the  M.  May  Robertson 
scholarship/loan  programs  as  assigned  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The  Dorothea  Van  Deusen  Opdyke 
Scholarships  are  offered  to  individuals  who  have  geographical  backgrounds 
in  the  mountain  areas  of  the  nation.  The  Farmer  and  Robertson 
scholarship/loan  programs  are  available  to  faculty  members  of  Baptist 
schools  who  are  attempting  to  update  their  degrees  and/or  educational 
experience. 

During  this  past  year  studies  have  been  conducted  again  on  course  offerings 
in  the  various  colleges,  the  comparative  percentage  distribution  of 
Cooperative  Program  funds  to  Baptist  schools  by  the  sponsoring  state 
conventions,  student  enrollment,  church  vocation  number  at  the  Baptist 
colleges  and  the  structure  of  the  boards  of  trustees  of  the  Baptist  colleges. 

The  placement  registry  service  for  prospective  Baptist  faculty  and  staff  at 
the  Baptist  institutions  has  continued  to  be  a  major  concern  of  the  Education 
Commission.  The  number  of  requests  for  information  about  prospective 
faculty  members  has  continued  to  grow. 

With  the  decreasing  number  of  prospective  students  in  the  traditional  age  of 
college  attendance,  the  recruiting  activities  sponsored  by  the  education 
commission  have  become  an  enlarged  concern.  The  Commission  seeks  to 
secure  names  of  church-related  volunteers,  publishes  materials  pertaining  to 
admissions  and  recruiting  in  The  Southern  Baptist  Educator  and  endeavors  to 
improve  the  channels  of  news  and  information  about  Christian  higher 
education  through  the  Baptist  state  papers  and  convention  periodicals. 
Displays  for  use  in  the  media  centers  at  Ridgecrest  and  Glorieta  and  materials 
about  Baptist  schools  for  distribution  to  directors  of  associational  missions 
and  others  who  have  contact  with  young  people  continue  to  be  a  major 
emphasis. 

The  planning  and  promotion  of  Baptist  Seminary,  College  and  School  Day 
on  February  20,  1983,  carried  out  the  function  of  the  Education  Commission  in 
convention  relations.  Use  of  these  materials  and  the  number  of  churches 
participating  in  the  special  emphasis  continued  to  increase. 

The  leadership  of  Southern  Baptists  in  church-related  and  independent 
higher  education  concerns  has  continued  throughout  the  year. 
Representatives  of  Baptist  seminaries',  universities  and  colleges  continue  to 
assume  significant  places  of  leadership  in  the  cooperative  effort  to  emphasize 
the  role  of  denominational  education.  This  leadership  brought  high  visibility 
to  the  concern  of  the  Southern  Baptists  to  its  mission  concerns.

If  one  horse  can  pull  a  load,  how  much  greater  load  could  two  or  more  horses 
pull?  All  of  us  will  agree  that  a  team  can  pull  a  greater  load  than  one  single  one. 
So  it  is  with  the  Cooperative  Program.  It  is  TEAMWORK  and  WORKING 
TOGETHER  in  order  to  tell  the  world  about  our  blessed  Lord.  This  is  the 
greatest  program  that  Southern  Baptists  have  today,  and  it  is  working  all  over 
the  world.  This  program  carries  out  the  Great  Commission  better  than  any 
other  plan. 

It  is  heart-breaking  to  hear  that  one  of  the  first  things  that  a  church  will  do  is 
to  cut  the  Coopertive  Program-when  they  are  in  a  bind  or  in  a  building 
program.  It  grieves  me  because  they  will  miss  the  blessings  afforded  by  Our 
Lord  for  obedience  to  His  command. 

Polk  did  not  meet  the  goal  of  $50,000  this  year  for  the  Cooperative  Program. 
Some  churches,  however,  have  made  outstanding  progress,  and  these 
churches  are  growing.  At  our  Associational  Meeting  10  churches  out  of  our  20 
will  receive  recognition  for  doubling  the  gifts  to  the  Cooperative  Program  in 
Phase  1  of  Bold  Mission  Thrust.  Some  of  these  are  small  churches  and  their 
gifts  had  not  been  too  difficult  to  double,  but  others  are  larger  and  they  have 
doubled  or  tripled  their  gifts.  Cooper's  Gap  leads  in  total  gifts  amounting  to 
$8,376,  and  I  am  happy  to  report  that  my  church,  Big  Level,  still  leads  in  the 
highest  percentage  to  the  Cooperative  Program.  We  give  15%  and  we  have 
grown  more  and  been  blessed  in  so  many  ways  since  doing  this. 

My  sincere  prayer  is  that  your  church  will  see  the  need  of  obedience  to  God 
and  follow  His  command  to  "Go  Into  All  The  World"  through  the  Cooperative 
efforts  of  all  of  Polk  working  together.  I  challenge  you  to  set  aside  at  least  10% 
of  your  budget  next  year  for  the  Cooperative  Program.  Do  this  and  just  wait 
and  see  what  happens  for  good  in  your  church.

NORTH  CAROLINA  MISSIONS  REPORT-1983 

North  Carolina  Baptists  observed  the  week  of  September  11  thru  17  as  a 
Week  of  Prayer  for  North  Carolina  Missions.  North  Carolina  Southern 
Baptists  annually  set  aside  a  special  week  for  heart-felt  prayer  emphasis,  and 
to  give  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  all  the  wonderful  ministries  that  enhance 
our  people.  Our  Goal  for  North  Carolina  Missions  for  this  year  is  $2,750,000.  In 
1981,  the  churches  which  compose  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  gave  $3,956. 
In  1982  our  local  association  (composed  of  20  churches)  contributed  $6,088.  We 
thank  God  for  the  gracious  increase. 
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Each  year  our  North  Carolina  Missions  Total  Goal  (which  is  $2,750,000  this 
year)  is  carefully  broken  down  into  percentages  which  go  to  the  following 
agencies:  State  Missions  Ministries,  N.C.  Baptist  Men,  Children's  Homes, 
Baptist  Hospitals,  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging,  Christian  Education,  W.M.U. 
(Heck  Ramsey),  etc. 

Furthermore,  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  across  the  500  plus  miles  of  its 
length,  from  the  mountains  to  the  sea,  there  are  3,479  Baptist  churches 
voluntarilly  cooperating  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  There  are  about 
1,200,000  members,  or  20  percent  of  the  state's  total  population.  With  its  100 
counties,  Southern  Baptists  work  in  North  Carolina  is  divided  into  80 
Associations,  with  most  Associations  comprised  of  one  county,  but  with  others 
ranging  up  to  10  counties.  One  Association  has  11  churches,  another  has  99 
churches  and  2  missions.  From  its  organization  in  1930  in  Greenville,  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  has  been  involved  in  ministry  and  education.  The 
institutions  and  programs  cited  below  show  the  wide  array  of  work  Southern 
Baptists  are  doing: 

Colleges  and  Universities,  Baptist  Hospital,  Baptist  Homes,  Baptist 
Children's  Homes,  Baptist  Student  Centers,  Camps,  Assembly  and 
Conference  Center,  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute,  Biblical  Recorder, 
Baptist  Foundation,  General  Board  Programs  which  promote  all  divisions  of 
work  listed  below: 

Pastor-Church  Relations,  Business  Management,  Christian  Life  and  Public 
Affairs,  Church  Programs,  Communications,  Evangelism,  Missions, 
Stewardship,  Youth  and  Campus  Ministries,  Council  on  Higher  Education, 
and  The  Council  on  Christian  Social  Services.  Amen!  To  God  Be  The  Glory! 
Great  Things  He  Has  Done!-and  greater  things  still.  He  shall  do  greater 
things  throughout  this  new  year-and  ONLY  as  we  work  and  pull  together  in  a 
cooperative  effort,  with  God  as  our  helper.  An  'ole  adage  states:  "No  man  is  an 
Island".  Even  so-No  Southern  Baptist  Church  is  an  island.  The  New 
Testament  Pattern  explicitly  states  (implies)  that  we,  as  a  local  Polk  Baptist 
Association  (composed  of  20  local  bodies  of  Christ)  shall  stand  or  fall 
TOGETHER.  So  let's  count  our  blessings  from  God  . . .  and  reaffirm  that:  "No 
local  church  is  an  Island."  Lastly,  remember  our  theme:  "Hope  is  Something 
You  Give  .  .  .  When  It  Seems  No  One  Cares."

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HOME  MISSION  REPORT  FOR  1983 


The  Home  Mission  Force  includes  3,430  men  and  women  serving  as  mission 
personnel  in  all  50  states.  American  Samoa,  Puerto  Rico,  The  American  Virgin 
Islands,  and  Canada,  The  agency  places  an  additional  40,226  voulunteers  in 
areas  of  special  service  each  year  and  endorses  1,568  chaplains  in  the  military, 
in  industries,  hospitals,  and  institutions. 

Home  missions  depend  on  the  financial  support  of  committed  Southern 
Baptists,  sacrificially  giving  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  the  Annie 
Armstrong  Easter  Offering  for  Home  Missions.  As  of  December  31, 1982,  the 
Annie  Armstrong  Easter  Offering  amounted  to  $20,709,206,  an  increase  of  1 1 .7 
percent  over  1981.  during  its  fiscal  year,  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
Executive  Committee  allocated  $17,634,029  through  the  Cooperative  Program, 
an  increase  of  10.4  percent  over  1981. 

Polk  Baptist  Association  is  cooperating  with  our  state  convention  in 
Raleigh,  in  helping  with  the  work  in  West  Virginia.  The  total  amount  of  the 
Polk  Baptist  Association  contributed  to  Home  Missions  last  year  was 
$12,860,00. 

FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT  FOR  1983 

During  1982,  the  Southern  Baptist  missionaries  overseas  worked  in  96 
countries  with  1.5  million  Baptist  members  in  27,000  local  churches  or 
missions  with  10,000  local  pastors.  In  1982,  The  Foreign  Mission  Board 
appointed  406  new  missionaries,  a  2.58  increase.  However,  in  order  to  stay 
within  reach  of  the  Bold  Mission  Thrust  goal  of 5,000  missionaries  overseas  by 
A.D.  2000,  a  3  percent  annual  personnel  gain  is  necessary  for  the  1980's.  As 
1982  ended,  3217  Southern  Baptist  missionaries  were  serving  in  96  countries. 
During  the  year  they  were  aided  by  nearly  6,000  volunteers  from  local  churches 
who  went  at  their  own  expenses  to  help  overseas.  During  1982,  Southern 
Baptists  channeled  $110.2  million  through  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  to 
enable  people  across  the  world  to  hear  the  gospel.  Of  this  total  41.8  percent  was 
given  through  the  annual  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering.  Beyond  this 
churches  forwarded  $5.9  million  to  the  board  for  the  human  need  ministries  of 
disaster  aid  and  the  developmental  projects  focused  on  allevating  the  root 
cause  of  hunger. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board's  intentions  through  Bold  Mission  Thrust  based 
upon  Acts  1:8  during  the  years  1976-2000  are:  (1)  100  percent  increase  in 
missionary  staff;  (2)  Increase  in  lay  movement  (involvement);  (3)  Mission  work 
in  new  countries;  (4)  Tenfold  multiplication  of  churches;  (5)  Expanded  efforts 
in  evangelism;  (6)  Special  efforts  in  evangelism  for  youth;  (7)  Greater  efforts  in 
leadership  training;  (8)  Massive  use  of  media;  (9)  Accentuated  attention  to 
human  need;  (10)  World  relief  response. 

The  Polk  Baptist  Association  contributed  as  led  by  God's  spirit,  the 
following  amount  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  last  year:  $24,289.00.

Polk  Association  has  been  going  down  each  year  in  Sunday  School 
enrollment.  How  can  this  happen  if  population  is  growing  and  other  phases  of 
our  churches  are  moving  forward?  We  must  need  to  take  stock  and  see  how 
many  people  we  are  leaving  off  our  Sunday  School  rolls. 

At  Key  Leadership  Conference  I  stressed  that  even  the  tiny  baby  in  the 
homes  should  be  enrolled  in  Cradle  Roll.  A  good  list  should  be  kept  of  all 
prospects,  and  when  any  visit  the  Sunday  School  -  it  is  wise  to  enroll  them,  and 
make  them  part  of  your  Sunday  School. 

In  1984  we  want  to  have  a  Sunday  School  Enlargement  Campaign,  and  my 
prayer  is  that  each  church  will  participate.  There  have  been  glowing  reports  of 
the  results  of  such.  One  case  of  a  church  with  50  enrolled  in  Sunday  School 
ended  up  with  125!  Another  church  found  over  1000  prospects! 

Our  state  director  of  Sunday  School  is  planning  to  come  to  Polk  Association 
next  spring  for  a  workshop. 

Friends,  I  plead  with  you  to  check  your  Sunday  School  Enrollment-and  see  if 
there  are  not  numbers  of  children  and  adults  who  need  to  be  added.  Let  them 
know  that  we  really  care,  and  make  them  a  part  of  your  church. 

I  hope  that  all  of  the  churches  are  excited  over  "GREAT  DAY  IN  THE 
MORNING!"  I  trust  that  goals  have  been  set  in  each  class  and  these  are  going 
to  be  met.

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ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT 


"Nineteen  hundred  eighty-two  has  proven  to  be  an  epochal  year  for  all  of  us 
at  the  Annuity  Board.  Even  in  the  midst  of  varying  interest  rates, 
unemployment,  recession  and  denominational  unrest,  the  Annuity  Board  has 
continued  to  develop,  market  and  service  the  retirement  and  insurance  plans 
for  the  associations,  churches  and  agencies  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,"  said  Annuity  Board  President  Darold  H.  Morgan. 

Key  statistical  highlights  in  1982  included: 

1.  A  10  percent  13th  Check  was  mailed  to  annuitants  who  retired  before  1980. 
Those  annuitants  who  retired  in  1980-82  received  their  13th  Check  bonus  in 
their  monthly  checks. 

2.  A  total  of  $30,663,412  was  paid  in  retirement  benefits. 

3.  Total  assets  administered  by  the  board  as  of  Dec.  31,  1982  $1,057,947,515 
compared  to  $896,535,999  on  Dec.  31,  1981. 

4.  Relief  funds  from  the  Cooperative  Program  totalled  $455,009. 

5.  Membership  records  indicated  that  18,111  persons  were  enrolled  in  Plan  A, 
65,855  in  Plan  B  and  4,256  in  Plan  C. 

6.  Earnings  on  retirement  and  related  funds  for  1982  totaled  $108,923,263.  This 
compares  to  $46,068,904  for  1981  or  an  increase  of  $62,854,359.

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THE  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COMMISSION 
1983  ANNUAL  ASSOCIATIONAL  REPORT 

The  world  is  being  changed  by  Christians  who  take  their  discipleship 
seriously  and  have  a  vision  of  what  God  can  do  in  the  struggle  against  evil  and 
every  form  of  human  exploitation  and  abuse. 

It  is  the  task  of  the  Christian  Life  Commission  to  assist  churches  and 
associations  in  applying  the  gospel  to  daily  life.  Seeking  to  cultivate  Christian 
social  concern  and  encourage  Christian  social  action,  the  Commission  helps 
Southern  Baptists  to  work  in  such  practical  arenas  as  family  life,  race 
relations,  citizenship,  daily  work,  and  special  moral  concerns. 

Family  disintegration,  pornography,  drunk  driving,  gambling,  hunger,  and 
injustice  cannot  and  must  not  be  accepted  because  they  appear  to  be  too  big. 
An  associational  Christian  Life  Committee  is  an  effective  means  for  uniting 
Christian  concerns  and  actions  under  the  power  of  God's  Spirit,  to  deal  with 
such  challenges  and  others  like  them. 

As  churches  work  for  evangelism,  missions,  and  religious  education,  so  they 
are  also  mandated  by  our  Lord  to  work  against  the  immorality  which 
threatens  our  communities,  our  nation,  and  the  world.  The  Christian  Life 
Commission  provides  literature,  tapes,  conferences,  seminars,  consultations, 
and  organizational  supports  designed  to  help  churches  and  associations  apply 
Christian  principles  in  daily  life.  Pornography,  gambling,  drunk  driving,  and 
racial  discrimination  have  all  been  dealt  with  effectively  as  associational 
Christian  Life  Committees  have  provided  leadership  in  creating  awareness 
and  then  organizing  for  action. 

During  this  past  year  the  Christian  Life  Commission  produced  program 
activities,  literature  and  support  materials  for  special  denominational 
calendar  emphasis  such  as  hunger,  Christian  citizenship,  and  race  relations. 
Churches  made  wide  use  of  materials  in  the  hunger  packet,  this  packet  was 
produced  in  cooperation  with  the  Sunday  School  Board,  Brotherhood 
Commission,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Home  Mission  Board,  and  Foreign 
Mission  Board.  Deep  concern  is  reflected  in  the  giving  for  hunger  relief.  In  1982 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  received  for  world  hunger  abroad  $5,283.59,  while 
the  Home  Mission  Board  received  $250,000.62  for  world  hunger  at  home. 

LIGHT  is  a  Christian  ethics  journal  which  is  sent  without  charge  upon 
request  to  interested  Southern  Baptists.  During  the  year  ten  issues  treated 
many  topics  ranging  from  "Missions  and  Ethics"  to  "Foundations  for 
Christian  Citizenship." 

In  the  past  year,  the  Christian  Life  Commission  increased  its  efforts  against 
the  alarming  alcohol  problem.  New  and  practical  help  is  now  available  in  a 
study  guide  entitled  Alcohol  Awareness:  A  Guide  for  Teenagers  and  Their 
Parents  produced  and  distributed  by  the  Christian  Life  Commission.  The 
moral  concerns  agency  sponsors  an  annual  national  seminar.  This  year's 
meeting  dealt  with  "Discipleship  and  Ethics."  Practical  messages  by 
outstanding  church  leaders  were  heard  by  more  than  900  registrants.  The  1984 
seminar  topic,  in  Washington,  D.C.,  will  deal  with  Christian  citizenship.

Graham  was  commended  for  faithfulness  in  preaching  and  practicing  the 
whole  gospel  particularly  with  regard  to  race  relations,  integrity  in  family  life, 
and  peace  with  justice. 

The  role  of  the  Christian  Life  Commission  is  to  enable,  inform,  equip,  and 
challenge  Southern  Baptists  in  creating  a  moral  climate  in  which  our  total 
witness  for  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  can  be  most  effective.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  BOARD  FOR  1983 

The  biggest  event  of  the  General  Board  in  1983  was  the  Dedication  of  the  new 
Baptist  Building  in  Cary,  N.C.  on  January  26.  The  building  has  53,000  square 
feet  of  space  in  it.  The  cost  of  one  square  foot  averaged  between  $32.00  and 
$33.00.  The  land  acreage  is  approximately  five  and  one  quarter  acres.  Crowds 
of  Southern  Baptists  attended  the  dedication  ceremony,  and  there  was 
standing  room  only.  I  was  happy  to  be  a  part  of  this  event  which  made  history 
for  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

Also,  in  the  January  meeting  the  General  Board  voted  to  go  into  partnership 
with  the  European  Baptist  Convention.  Guidelines  have  been  prepared  for  this 
partnership. 

In  May  the  Tojo  Project  was  presented  to  the  General  Board.  A  full  report 
was  to  come  before  the  General  Board  in  September.  Foreign  missionaries  on 
furlough  from  Tojo  were  introduced  and  they  spoke  to  us  about  the  diversified 
needs  in  Tojo. 

I  regret  that  I  was  unable  to  attend  the  September  meeting.

FIFTEENTH  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE 
POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

The  fifteenth  annual  session  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  met  at  the 
Columbus  Baptist  Church  on  October  25,  1984  at  2:00  P.M. 

Our  theme  for  this  year  is  "Reaching  People  and  Developing  Believers." 

Our  call  to  worship  was  the  hymn,  "Blessed  Assurance"  led  by  James 
Rogers,  our  Associational  Music  Director.  Mr.  A.  E.  Morgan  presented  our 
scripture  and  prayer.  He  used  I  Corinthians  3:1. 

Rev.  Fred  Rhodes,  the  host  pastor,  welcomed  us  graciously. 

The  declaration  of  the  fifteenth  annual  program  was  declared  by  the 
Moderator,  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw,  after  which  he  appointed  Rev.  Hartsell 
Grubbs  as  Parlimentarian. 

There  was  a  motion  made  by  Rev.  Lee  Gregory  for  the  adoption  of  the 
program  with  changes.  The  Book  of  Reports  was  presented  by  Rev.  Marshall 
Simpson,  Director  of  Missions. 

Rev.  David  Peterson,  pastor  of  Tryon  Second  Church  was  introduced  and 
welcomed  with  a  handshake  by  Rev.  John  Edwards.  The  following  visitors 
were  welcomed:  Rev.  Hugh  Borders,  Rev.  Luther  Osment,  Dr.  Calvin  Knight, 
and  Rev.  Hugh  Starnes. 

Rev.  Bradshaw  brought  the  following  items  from  the  Digest  of  Church 
Letters  to  our  attention:  Our  Sunday  School,  Baptisms,  and  Total  Mission 
Gifts  had  dropped  by  a  high  margin  from  last  year.  He  also  urged  us  to  register 
people  for  the  Lord,  and  have  love  for  the  ones  who  need  it.  He  insisted  that  we 
must  be  on  the  campaign  trail  for  Christ. 

The  following  business  was  transacted:  Rev.  Hartsell  Grubbs  was 
recognized  and  brought  the  following  waiver  to  the  constitution.  He  made  a 
motion  that  our  Moderator  be  allowed  to  serve  another  term  since  he  is  well 
versed  in  all  matter  pertaining  to  the  association.  The  motion  was  carried 
unanimously.  The  clerk  was  called  to  moderate  this  part  of  the  session. 

The  Associational  Budget  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Jack  Jolley  who  also 
moved  for  its  adoption.  There  was  a  second  to  this  motion. 

Rev.  Steve  Hardin  was  called  to  give  the  Annuity  Report.  He  recognized  Rev. 
Hugh  Borders  of  the  Mitchell  Association  who  spoke  about  this  report.  He 
urged  all  the  churches  to  take  care  of  their  ministers  by  enrolling  them  in  the 
Annuity  Program  and  in  other  ways.  We  need  20  out  of  20  churches 
participating  in  the  plan  to  have  100%  and  for  a  longer  period  of  time. 

Mr.  Leroy  McCraw  moved  for  the  adoption  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Home 
Report  and  the  Thermal  Youth  Shelter's  Report.  Then  he  introduced  Rev. 
Luther  Osment  who  spoke  about  this  report.  He  told  us  that  81%  of  the  children 
have  both  parents  living  but  still  did  not  have  a  home.  He  challenged  our 
hearts  to  show  our  love  to  the  children  in  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  who 
have  been  abused  and  uprooted  many  times  in  their  short  lives. 

Mr.  Eugene  Morgan  introduced  Rev.  Hugh  Starnes  and  moved  for  the 
adoption  of  his  report  on  the  aging.  Rev.  Starnes  reported  that  our  homes  for 
the  elder  citizens  are  in  a  process  of  change.  The  new  name  is  Baptist 
Retirement  Homes  of  North  Carolina.  These  homes  are  looking  for  a  new 
leader-a  man  that  can  dream  dreams  and  see  them  come  to  life.  We  have  five 
homes  across  the  state  but  this  is  not  sufficient  for  our  needs  today.  Christian 
commitment  sets  this  ministry  apart. 
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Rev.  Bill  Painter  recognized  Dr.  Calvin  Knight  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  who 
spoke  on  this  report.  He  told  us  about  all  the  good  things  that  are  happening  at 
the  Baptist  Hospital  through  our  gifts.  He  challenged  us  to  continue  our  giving 
so  that  they  may  continue  to  share  this  help  to  those  who  need  it. 

The  Baptist  Foundation  report  was  given  by  Mrs.  Jack  Jolley. 

There  was  a  motion  to  adopt  the  reports  with  a  second.  The  vote  was  by 
saying  "aye." 

Mr.  Rogers  then  came  to  lead  us  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "To  God  Be  The 
Glory."  He  then  blessed  our  hearts  with  the  special  music,  "My  Father 
Knows."  Rev.  Wesley  Price,  pastor  of  Midway  Baptist  Church  brought  the 
annual  sermon.  He  spoke  on  the  topic,  "Study  God's  Word."  His  message  was 
taken  from  II  Timothy  2:15,  and  I  Timothy  4:16.  He  asked,  "How  much  areyou 
studying  God's  Word?"

Rev.  M  .R.  Simpson  announced  that  the  Association  Office  has  a  video  tape, 
"Like  a  Mighty  River"  and  invited  each  pastor  to  show  it  in  his  church. 

The  Sunday  School  Report  was  given  by  Rev.  Hartsell  Grubbs.  His  plans  are 
to  have  training  sessions  this  year.  He  stressed  the  fact  that  Mission  is  Sunday 
School  and  Sunday  School  is  Mission.  In  the  Church  Training  Report  by  Rev. 
Bill  Painter  he  announced  that  "M"  Night  will  be  Tuesday  night,  Nov.  6,  at 
7:00  P.M.  at  Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church  with  Mrs.  Ara  Baker,  guest 
speaker.  The  W.M.U.  Report  by  Mrs.  Miriam  Arledge  was  presented  and  she 
announced  the  World  Day  of  Prayer,  November  5th  at  Midway  Baptist  j 
Church.  The  V.B.S.  Report  by  Mrs.  Dorothy  Rogers  was  given.  All  were 
approved  as  printed. 

The  Executive  Committee  Report  by  Mrs.  Bill  Painter,  the  Finance  Report  by 
Mrs.  Jack  Jolley,  The  Committee  on  Committees  Report  by  Rev.  Steve  Hardin, 
the  Nominating  Committee  Report  by  Rev.  Dillard  Davidson,  and  the 
Historian  Report  by  Mrs.  Pauline  Bell  were  all  adopted  as  printed.  Mrs.  Millie 
Simpson  reminded  us  of  Great  Day  in  the  Morning.  We  are  to  call  our  Sunday 
School  attendance  on  October  28th  to  Rev.  Hartsell  Grubbs  between  2:00  and 
4:00  P.M. 

Mr.  James  Rogers  led  in  singing,  "When  the  Roll  is  Called  up  Yonder."  The

October  24,  1985;  Preacher-Rev.  Terry  Pleasant;  Altenate,  Rev.  John  Godfrey;

The  Evangelism  Report  by  Rev.  John  Edwards  was  adopted  as  printed.  The

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


Article  I  -  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  II  -  PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  general  object  and  purpose  of  this  association  to  promote 
Missions,  Benevolences,  Christian  Education  and  Christian  fellowship  as 
fostered  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  N.C.  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  detailed  and  specific  objects  shall  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
EXECUTIVE  PROMOTIONAL  COMMITTEE. 

Article  III  -  MEETINGS 

The  association  shall  convene  annually  on  Thursday  after  the  third  Sunday 
in  October,  authority  for  any  necessary  changes  in  this  meeting  schedule  or  for 
called  sessions  of  the  association  is  given  to  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee. 

Article  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  I.  Composition  and  number  of  messengers:  The  association  shall 
be  composed  of  messengers  chosen  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong.  The 
messengers  thus  chosen  shall  be  known  as  The  Polk  Baptist  Association, 
which  shall  have  no  power  over  the  churches,  nor  the  privilege  to  infringe  upon 
their  internal  rights.  Nevertheless,  the  association  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to 
withdraw  fellowship  from  any  and  every  church  proven  to  be  heretical  in 
doctrine,  immoral  in  practice,  or  unwilling  over  a  period  of  time  to  cooperate 
with  the  other  churches  in  fulfilling  the  purpose  of  the  association. 

Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  three  messengers, 
and  one  additional  member  for  every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof, 
over  the  first  50  members.  Officers  of  the  association,  pastors  of  the  member 
churches,  the  Superintendent  of  Missions,  and  such  members  of  the  preceding 
session  as  were  appointed  to  perform  specific  duties,  by  virtue  of  their  office, 
shall  be  messengers  and  members  of  the  session. 

SECTION  II.  Reception  of  churches.  The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge 
of  her  membership,  and  may  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for 
membership  there  in  at  her  pleasure.  Provided:  The  churches  so  received  shall 
agree  and  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  one  year 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches, 
provided  such  request  comes  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  It 
is  understood  that  during  this  period  of  proving  such  church  or  churches  shall 
be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  association  except  that  of 
voting.  They  may  be  voted  in  by  two-thirds  of  the  messengers  present. 

SECTION  III.  Church  letters;  Each  member  church  of  the  association  shall 
send  a  letter  of  information  to  the  annual  meeting.  These  letters  shall  contain 
such  statistical  enformation  as  shall  be  requested,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the 
associational  office  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  associational  year. 
Any  church,  that  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  following  the  associational 


meeting,  fails  to  send  such  a  letter  of  information  to  the  office,  shall  be  dropped 
from  membership  in  the  association.  The  association's  Missions  Committee 
shall  seek  to  make  the  church  fully  aware  of  this  impending  action. 

Article  V  -  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  I.  The  officers  of  the  assocation  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Trustees,  Auditor, 
Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  Director,  Director  of  Baptist  Men,  and  Music  Director. 

SECTION  II.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music 
Director,  and  Baptists  Men's  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating 
Committee  of  the  association,  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  by 
their  organization  at  the  third  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee.  Each  will  then  serve  on  his  organization's  committee  to  enlist  the 
necessary  officers  for  the  new  year.  The  association's  nominating  committee 
shall  present  all  these  officers  for  approval  at  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  III.  At  the  annual  session  the  nomination  committee  shall 
nominate  one  person  for  the  office  to  be  filled.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for 
nominations  from  the  floor,  with  elections  to  be  completed  on  that  day. 

Article  VI  -  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  I.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  a 
study  of  and  dispense  information  to  the  churches  concerning  the  current 
practice  in  the  use  of  audio- visual  aids.  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  loan  and  operation  of  all  visual-aid  equipment  of  the  association  within  the 
churches  of  the  association. 

SECTION  II.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this 
committee  to  study  the  complete  program  of  our  association  and  make  all 
necessary  recommendations  concerning  the  finances  and  prepare  and  present 
the  annual  budget  for  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association. 
This  committee  shall  get  into  the  hands  of  each  church  a  copy  of  the 
recommended  budget  by  the  first  Sunday  in  August.  (The  purpose  of  this  is  to 
aid  the  local  churches  in  their  budget  preparation  and  allotment  of  the 
associational  program.)  All  churches  who  participate  on  a  regular  basis  with 
the  work  of  the  association  shall  receive  their  minutes  without  charge.  All 
others  will  pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  each. 

SECTION  II.  Committee  on  Committees:  This  committee,  composed  of  three 
members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  first  business  session  of 
the  annual  program.  This  committee  will  become  responsible  for  filling  all 
vacancies  that  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  shall  nominate  all  committees 
for  the  coming  year. 

SECTION  IV.  Constitutional  Changes  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  at  least  three  members  whose  duty  shall  be  to  study  the 
constitution  and  report  any  suggested  changes  to  the  annual  session  each 
year. 

SECTION  V.  Evangelism  Committee:  This  committee  shall  work  in 
cooperation  and  use  information  coming  from  our  convention's  Department  of 
Evangelism.  They  shall  encourage  our  churches  to  be  evangelistic  and 
participate  in  all  simultaneous  efforts. 
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SECTION  VI.  Executive  Promotional  Committee:  The  association  shall 
have  an  Executive  Promotional  Committee  which  shall  carry  on  the  work  of 
the  association  as  interim,  with  all  powers  of  the  association  vested  in  this 
committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association, 
a  pastor  from  each  member  church  in  the  association,  one  lay  member  from 
each  church,  and  the  church  treasurer.  Members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Promotional  Committee  shall  compose  a  quorum.  This  committee 
shall  meet  quarterly  on  the  first  Sunday  in  the  second  month  of  each  quarter. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  submit  a  report  of  its  work  at  the  annual 
associational  meeting. 

SECTION  VII.  Memorials  Committee:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to 
present  a  memorial  for  members  of  our  churches  who  passed  away  during  the 
preceding  year. 

SECTION  VIII.  Missions  Committee:  The  association  shall  cooperate  with 
our  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  Southern  Baptist 
Denominational  Program  of  missions:  Foreign;  Home;  State;  and 
Associational. 

A.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  employing  or 
discharging  a  paid  missionary  or  field  worker  for  the  association,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  and/or  association. 

B.  Membership:  The  Missions  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers 
of  the  association,  heads  of  the  five  organizations  and  the  Chairman  of 
Evangelism.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  the 
committee.  Any  five  members  will  constitute  a  quorum.  (Chairman  to  be 
elected  by  the  committee.) 

C.  Duties:  The  duties  of  the  committee  is  to  work  with  the  associational 
Missionary  in  planning  and  promoting  a  mission  program  that  will  carry  the 
Gospel  to  all  the  people;  seek  to  meet  spiritual  needs  of  all  the  committees  and 
churches;  to  promote  religious  services  in  institutions  and  lead  in  establishing 
mission  stations  in  neglected  areas  and  new  churches  where  they  are  needed. 
In  carrying  out  its  responsibilities,  this  committee  has  four  major  duties: 

1.  Pinpoint  all  possible  places  in  the  association  where  work  should  be 
started. 

2.  Create  concern  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  in  the  churches  for  starting 
new  work. 

3.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  solely  responsible  to  this 
committee  and,  through  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee,  to  the 
association. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  submit  all  plans  and  programs  for 
the  association  to  this  committee  for  approval  and  authorization. 

SECTION  IX.  Nominating  Committee:  This  committee,  consisting  of  three 
members,  shall  nominate  all  general  officers  and  representatives  to  serve  for 
one  year,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  filling  vacancies  that 
occur  in  any  of  the  above  mentioned  during  the  year. 

SECTION  X.  Ordination  Committee:  This  committee  will  not  act  voluntary, 
but  upon  request  by  individual  churches  desiring  such  services.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  When  called  upon,  they  shall 
examine  the  candidate  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  submit  a  report  to  the 
church  requesting  such. 

SECTION  XI.  Program  Committee:  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist 
of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  along 
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with  the  directors  of  each  organization  of  work.  The  first  three  mentioned, 
along  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions,  shall  work  out  the  format  and 
present  to  the  full  committee  before  the  final  program  is  completed. 

SECTION  XII.  Place  and  Preacher  Committee:  This  committee  shall 
determine  the  meeting  place,  select  the  speaker  for  the  annual  message  and 
alternate. 

SECTION  XIII.  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches:  Duties  of  this 
committee  shall  be: 

1.  To  receive  and  consider  request  by  a  new  church  for  membership  in  the 
association  and  to  reccomend  what  action  should  be  taken. 

2.  To  keep  alert  to  any  developments  that  might  lead  to  a  new  church  and 
advise  the  group  or  groups  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  the  organization 
for  application  for  membership  in  the  association,  and  location  of  the  church. 

SECTION  XIV.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make 
resolutions  pertinent  to  the  occasion  of  our  annual  meetings  or  other  occasions 
as  needed. 

SECTION  XV.  Social  Services  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  made  up 
of  the  associational  representatives  of  the  State  Convention  operated 
Children's  Homes,  Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Its  duties 
shall  be  to  keep  informed  as  to  what  is  available  for  immediate  needs  in  our 
area,  and  to  assist  in  securing  such  needs  as  requested  to  do  so.  The  committee 
should  also  be  aware  of  other  needs  as  may  arise  within  our  area  where  we 
could  give  aid  or  counsel. 

SECTION  XVI.  Trustees:  This  committee  shall  be  elected  for  an  indefinite 
period  and  may  be  changed  at  the  discretion  of  the  association.  They  may  hold 
title  for  the  association  of  any  property  presently  held  by  the  association  or 
that  which  shall  be  acquired.  Trustees  shall  be  aware  of  the  state  of  repair  of  all 
properties  and  make  recommendations  concerning  such  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 
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RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 


These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedures  of  the  Polk  Baptist 
Association. 

Artile  I  —  RULES  OF  ORDER 

The  association  shall  at  times  be  governed  by  a  simple  majority  of  the 
messengers  present,  except  when  necessitated  otherwise  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Moderator  shall  be  deemed  Judge  of  Order,  guided  by  Robert's  Rules  of 
Order. 

Article  II  -  PRINTING  OF  CONSTITUTION 

The  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  annually. 

Article  III  -  CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGES 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
messengers  present.  One  month  prior  to  annual  meeting,  any  recommended 
change  shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  acted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Article  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

SECTION  I.  Moderator:  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall 
preside  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  and  at  the  Executive 
Promotional  Meetings.  His  term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in 
succession. 

SECTION  II.  Vice-Moderator:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually 
and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Moderator,  shall  automatically 
become  Moderator,  and  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  fill  the  vacancy  of 
Vice-Moderator  at  the  next  Executive  Meeting.  His  duties  shall  be  to  serve 
when  called  upon  by  the  moderator  or  in  the  absence  of  the  moderator. 

SECTION  III.  Clerk:  The  clerk  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  record  the 
proceedings  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  meetings,  and  all 
sessions  of  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  IV.  Assistant  Clerk:  The  Assistant  Clerk  shall  perform  all  duties 
of  the  clerk  in  the  absence  of  the  clerk. 

SECTION  V.  Treasurer:  The  Associational  Treasurer  is  to  handle  and 
disburse  all  funds  of  the  association  in  accord  with  the  budget  of  the 
association,  or  at  the  direction  of  the  association  or  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee.  He  shall  also  transfer  to  his  successor  a  complete  accounting  of  all 
funds  which  have  come  into  his  hands. 

SECTION  VI.  Historian:  The  Associational  Historian  is  to  prepare  and 
present  a  history  of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and  is  to 
preserve  a  continuing  record  of  these  meetings,  which  are  to  be  passed  on  to  the 
succeeding  historian. 

SECTION  VII.  Auditor:  The  association  shall  have  an  auditor  who  shall  be 
elected  at  each  annual  session,  along  with  the  other  officers  of  the  association. 
He  shall  have  the  duty  of  auditing  the  books  of  the  treasurer  and  of  reporting 
his  findings  to  the  association  at*  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  VIII.  Director  of  Missions: 
PART  1.  Duties:  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  an  ex-officio  of  the  Polk 
Baptist  Association  and  all  committees.  His  primary  duty  will  be  that  of 
promoting  and  developing  the  Southern  Baptist  Program  of  Cooperation  with 
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the  pastors  of  the  churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association,  and  any  such 
duties  as  the  Missions  Committee  shall  specify.  His  further  duties  shall  be  to 
publish  the  annual  book  of  reports  and  to  compile  and  print  (or  assume 
responsiblity  for  such)  the  Polk  Baptist  Annual  Minutes. 

PART  2.  Employment:  The  Director  of  Missions  is  called  for  an  indefinite 
period  of  time.  This  relationship  may  be  terminated  by  giving  a  thirty  day 
notice,  or  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee 
favoring.  This  would  be  done  with  a  thirty  day  period  allowed. 

PART  3.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Executive 
Promotional  Committee  and  he  shall  make  monthly  reports  to  the  chairman  of 
the  Missions  Committee. 

PART  4.  The  salary  and  other  benefits  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Budget 
and  Finance  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

PART  5.  OTHER  PROVISIONS:  The  Director  of  Missions  is  granted  two 
full  weeks  of  vacation  time  annually  to  be  taken  at  his  own  discretion.  He  is 
entitled  to  the  equivalent  of  one  day  a  week  free  of  associational  work.  The 
Director  of  Missions  is  permitted  to  conduct  two  one  week  revivals  and  assist 
in  two  weeks  of  church  and  convention  work  outside  the  association  each  year. 
He  will  be  available  for  as  many  revivals  within  the  association  as  he  is 
physically  possible.  The  services  of  the  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  offered 
free  and  without  charge  to  the  churches  of  the  association.  Notwithstanding, 
the  churches  are  free  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  Director  of  Missions 
with  suitable  honorariums.  The  Director  of  Missions  will  be  allowed  a 
reasonable  period  of  time  for  sick  leave  with  pay,  the  amount  to  be  determined 
by  the  Missions  Committee.  The  Director  shall  comply  with  the  policies  and 
cooperate  with  the  general  program  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention's  Division 
of  Missions.  He  is  encouraged  to  attend  the  annual  North  Carolina  State 
Convention  Meeting  and  other  conventions  and  conferences  relevant  to  his 
work  as  provided  in  the  annual  budget. 

NOTE:  Under  our  present  setup  with  our  Director  of  Missions  on  a  part-time 
salary,  he  will  be  expected  to  comply  within  reasonable  bounds  to  the  above 
stipulations. 
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AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  II:  Be  it  understood  that  all  churches  participating 
in  the  financial  program  of  the  Association  receive  their  minutes  free  of  charge 
up  to  a  certain  certified  number.  Any  church  that  desires  minutes  but  does  not 
support  the  regular  financial  program  of  the  association  shall  be  asked  to  pay 
at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  copy. 

Be  it  further  understood  that  the  churches  will  be  given  minutes  on  this 
Ratio:  100  or  less  -  10  copies,  150  or  less  -  15  copies,  more  than  150  -  20  copies. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XV:  Representatives  from  Polk  Baptist 
Association  on  the  Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter  Committee  shall  also  serve  on 
the  Social  Services  Committee  of  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XVII  (Committees):  Recreation  Committee  -  This 
committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  promoting,  and  co-ordinating  all 
recreational  activities  and  programs  sponsored  by  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XVIII  (Committees):  Youth  Committee  -  This 
committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  promoting,  and  co-ordinating  all 
youth  activities  and  programs  sponsored  by  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  SECTION  III:  That  the  Associational  Senior  Co-ordinator  be 
added  as  an  officer  of  Polk  Baptist  Association  under  Article  V,  Section  I,  by 
leaving  off  the  "a"  before  the  "Music  Director;"  adding  a  comma  after  "Music 
Director"  instead  of  a  period  and  then  adding  the  words:  "and  Associational 
Senior  Co-ordinator." 

ARTICLE  V  -  SECTION  IV:  That  the  official  title,  "Superintendent  of 
Missions"  be  changed  each  time  it  appears  in  the  constitution  to  the  title 
"Director  of  Missions." 

ARTICLE  IV  -  SECTION  II:  (Reception  of  Churches)  -  Sentence  2  of  Section 
II  be  changed  from  "The  churches  so  received  to  "A  newly  established 
Southern  Baptist  church  or  churches  so  received"  -  the  remainder  of  Section  II 
would  remain  as  is.  At  the  conclusion  of  Section  II,  it  is  recommended  that  the 
following  sentence  be  added:  "And  older  -  established  Southern  Baptist 
Church  or  churches,  in  doctrinal  agreement  with  Polk  Baptist  Association 
would  not  have  to  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  one  year, 
but  would  be  received  immediately  into  full  membership  of  the  Association 
upon  being  voted  in  by  two-thirds  of  the  messengers  present." 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XIX:  The  following  committees  are  to  serve  on  a 
rotation  basis:  Audio-Visual  Aids,  Committee  on  Committees,  Constitutional 
Changes  Committee,  Evangelism  Committee,  Memorials  Committee, 
Nominating  Committee,  Ordination  Committee,  Place  and  Preacher 
Committee,  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches  Committee,  Resolutions 
Committee,  Recreation  Committee,  and  Youth  Committee.  If  the  Committee  is 
composed  of  three  members  one  member  shall  rotate  annually.  If  the 
committee  is  composed  of  six  members  two  members  shall  rotate  annually. 
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AN  ADDITIONAL  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 


In  regard  to  the  minutes  of  the  association:  Be  it  understood  that  all 
churches  participating  in  the  financial  program  of  the  Association  receive 
their  minutes  free  of  charge  up  to  a  certain  certified  number.  Any  church  that 
desires  minutes  but  does  not  support  the  regular  financial  program  of  the 
Association  shall  be  asked  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  copy.  Be  it  further 
understood  that  the  churches  will  be  given  minutes  on  this  Ratio:  100  or  less  - 
10  copies  -  150  or  less  -  15  copies  -  More  than  150  -  20  copies. 

PART  6.  Our  Association  shall  be  grouped  into  four  groups.  At  the  present 
time  each  group  shall  consist  of  five  churches.  If  at  a  later  date  other  churches 
shall  join  the  association  equal  distribution  shall  be  made. 
Group  1  -  Cooper's  Gap,  Big  Level,  Pea  Ridge,  Pleasant  Grove,  and  Faith 

Temple. 

Group  2  -  Silver  Creek,  Faith,  Mill  Spring,  Midway,  and  Beulah. 
Group  3  -  Green  River,  Sandy  Springs,  Hickory  Grove,  Morgan  Chapel,  and 
Green  Creek. 

Group  4  -  Columbus,  Peniel,  Pacolet  Hills,  Tryon  Second,  and  Warrior 
Mountain. 

Each  group  will  select  a  host  and  the  other  four  shall  be  co-host  to  the  Annual 
Meeting.

POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATIONAL  MEETING  AT  MIDWAY 
BAPTIST  CHURCH 
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HISTORY  OF  COLUMBUS  BAPTIST  CHURCH 


It  was  on  the  morning  of  April  1 , 1857  that  a  council  of  interested  persons  met 
in  the  old  wooden  county  court  house  in  Columbus,  N.C.  to  organize  a  new 
missionary  Baptist  Church. 

This  council  was  composed  of  the  following  deacons:  James  Coward  from 
Green  River  Church,  Toliver  Davis  of  Rutherfordton,  M.  L.  Morrow  and  A.  P. 
Bobo  from  Wolf  Creek,  now  Landrum  Church.  The  following  ministers  were 
present:  Thomas  J.  Earl,  I).  C.  Rollins  and  A.  J.  Cansler. 

Then  a  week  later,  on  April  8,  the  newly  formed  Columbus  Baptist  Church, 
composed  of  thirty-one  charter  members,  met  and  called  A.  J.  Cansler  as  its 
first  pastor.  The  charter  members  included  six  white  men  and  seventeen  white 
women,  two  negro  men  and  six  negro  women,  slaves  of  the  white  members  at 
that  time. 

Although  there  are  no  records  for  a  period  of  time,  and  we  do  not  know  for 
sure  when  the  church  building  was  built,  older  people  of  the  county  have  told  us 
it  was  erected  in  1858. 

Rev.  T.  B.  Justice  was  elected  pastor  in  August  of  1896.  Under  his  leadership 
the  church  seemed  to  take  on  new  life.  A  Sunday  School  was  organized  at  this 
time.  Then  in  1910  the  W.M.U.  was  organized  by  Mrs.  T.  W.  Posey,  wife  of  the 
pastor  at  that  time. 

It  was  in  1927  that  a  new  front  was  put  on  the  building,  a  baptistry  was 
installed  in  the  auditorium,  and  a  rock  wall  was  built  in  front  of  the  church. 

In  1945  Rev.  H.  E.  Bradey  became  the  first  full  time  pastor.  During  his 
pastorate  eight  additional  Sunday  School  rooms  were  built  and  regular 
contributions  were  begun  to  the  Cooperative  Program.  Many  new  members 
were  added,  and  a  parsonage  was  begun.  The  new  parsonage  was  dedicated 
September  27,  1953. 

In  1957  the  church  conducted  a  week  long  celebration  of  its  centennial  year. 
Previous  pastors  were  present  to  bring  messages  each  night  of  the  week. 

During  the  1960's  church  membership  and  attendance  continued  to  grow, 
utilizing  all  the  educational  facilities  which  had  been  completed  a  few  years 
previously.  Also,  at  this  period  of  time,  stained  glass  windows  were  installed  in 
the  sanctuary,  a  library  was  started,  and  the  front  of  the  church  was  remodeled 
and  enclosed  to  provide  a  vestibule. 

During  the  1970's  when  Rev.  Charles  Bullard  was  pastor  many 
improvements  were  made,  one  being  that  new  pews  were  purchased.  And  now 
under  the  able  leadership  of  Rev.  Fred  Rhodes  many  things  are  being 
accomplished  by  the  church. 

On  March  23,  1980  fire  caused  extensive  damage  to  the  educational  building 
and  smoke  damage  to  the  sanctuary.  But  God's  people  have  been  at  work,  and 
repairs  will  be  completed  by  October  1. 

We  rejoice  in  the  progress  of  Columbus  Baptist  Church  and  thank  the  Lord 
for  His  bountiful  love  and  blessings.

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BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  - 
SERVICES  IN  SEASON 

Often  our  mountains  are  called  "The  Land  of  Four  Seasons."  In  relation  to 
Baptist  Children's  Homes  our  area  is  soon  to  become  the  land  of  four 
residential  services  for  needy  boys  and  girls. 

Our  lead  service  will  continue  to  be  the  ministry  provided  by  Broyhill  Baptist 
Children's  Home  at  Clyde.  The  beautiful  chalet  style  cottages  clustered  around 
the  lake,  nestled  in  our  mountain  cove,  provide  one  of  the  loveliest  settings  to 
be  found  anywhere  in  the  world.  This  year  approximately  seventy-five 
children  have  been  served  in  this  beautiful  facility. 

Our  second  program  of  residential  care  is  the  Maternity  Home  in  Asheville. 
More  than  thirty  girls  will  be  served  through  this  redemptive  ministry  this 
year. 

An  indication  of  the  quality  Christian  care  provided  is  the  commitment  of 
the  caring  staff.  The  regular  houseparents  are  Frances  and  Alvoid  Foxx  of 
Brevard.  In  spite  of  their  Maternity  Home  schedule  the  Foxxes  still  maintain 
such  a  close  relationship  with  the  Turkey  Creek  Baptist  Church  in  Brevard 
that  Alvoid  continues  to  serve  as  an  active  deacon. 

With  all  of  our  lovely  facilities  an  even  greater  asset  is  our  dedicated 
Christian  staff. 

Our  third  residential  service  is  emergency  care  at  Haywood  Cottage  on  the 
Broyhill  campus  and  Thermal  Belt  Baptist  Youth  Shelter  in  Forest  City.  At 
both  of  these  facilities  a  child  can  come  in  at  a  moment's  notice  and  be  cared  for 
while  things  stabilize  at  home  or  while  a  long-term  placement  is  being 
arranged.  The  stresses  of  our  day  have  made  this  ministry  the  most  in  demand 
of  all  of  the  services  we  offer. 

Now  our  fourth  residential  services  is  on  the  horizon.  This  will  be  a  ministry 
for  children  who  have  suffered  unusual  degrees  of  abuse  and  neglect  making 
the  intensity  of  life  on  a  campus,  with  numbers  of  children,  difficult.  Moody 
Farm  Ministries  in  Macon  County  is  being  developed  especially  for  these 
boys  and  girls. 

Currently  we  are  at  the  task  of  raising  $500,000  to  complete  the  first  stage  of 
construction,  and  we  project  that  by  October,  1985  we  will  have  children  in 
care. 

In  the  "Land  of  Four  Seasons"  these  four  residential  services  are  there  for 
needy  children  because  of  our  wonderful  Christian  friends  who  have  been 
"instant  in-season"  in  meeting  the  needs. 

We  continue  to  praise  our  Lord  for  the  faithfulness  for  the  Batpists  of  North 
Carolina  who  have  supported  this  child  care  ministry  for  almost  one  hundred 
years  with  their  prayers,  concern,  understanding  and  financial  resources.

Polk  Baptist  Association  has  allotted  $600  in  the  proposed  budget  for  the 
home.  Individual  churches  also  have  included  this  home  in  the  budget  for  their 
church.  This  is  deeply  appreciated.  Sandy  Springs  gave  over  $2,000  last  year 
and  we  are  grateful. 

In  September  the  Dobsons  gave  a  beautiful  open  house  for  our  new  president 
of  our  children's  Homes.  Dr.  Michael  Blackwell  and  his  family.  The  annual 
Christmas  banquet  for  those  who  serve  on  the  Youth  Shelter  Committee  was 
lovely. 

The  home  welcomes  your  visit  at  anytime.  If  you  have  not  been  to  Forest  City 
to  visit  our  home  I  trust  that  you  will  find  your  way  there  soon.

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REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS  ON 
BAPTIST  RETIREMENT  HOMES  -  1984 


Special  people  are  giving  unselfishly  of  themselves  to  the  ministry  of  the 
Baptist  Retirement  Homes.  Heading  the  list  are  North  Carolina  Baptists. 
From  October,  1983- April,  1984  Baptists  gave  26.3%  of  the  Homes  total  income 
through  the  Cooperative  Program,  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering,  and 
special  gifts.  This  support  covered  77%  of  the  Homes'  benevolent  care  ministry. 
The  benevolent  care  projections  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30, 1984 
are  running  at  about  $1,000,000.  Mission  gifts  will  fall  short  of  the  need  by 
$250,000.  Currently  approximately  40%  of  the  residents  in  the  five  homes  are 
able  to  cover  their  full  cost  of  care.  Mission  gifts  are  vital  to  the  benevolent  care 
ministry  of  the  Retirement  Homes.  The  1983  change  in  the  Homes' 
Cooperative  Program  allocation  greatly  added  to  the  support.  Prayer  support, 
personal  encouragement  and  visits  are  greatly  appreciated  because  they  mean 
so  much  to  the  residents,  staff,  and  to  the  ongoing  effective  ministry  of  the 
Homes. 

To  effectively  operate  a  $3.2  million  ministry  takes  a  group  of  individuals 
looking  from  many  different  perspectives  at  financing,  planning,  upkeep, 
development,  etc.  One  special  group-20  Trustees  whom  you  have  elected  make 
major  decisions.  One  new  decision  is  a  "Capital  Funds  Campaign-A  Call  To 
Remember."  Members  of  the  Trustees  are  comprising  a  Search  Committee  to 
locate  a  successor  for  Dr.  Poole  upon  his  retirement  in  Oct.  1985.  The  Trustees 
voted  to  change  the  Homes'  name  to  The  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  of  North 
Carolina. 

Currently,  operating  expenses  are  running  3.6%  ahead  of  the  same  period 
last  year.  The  220  Baptist  Homes'  employees  are  responsible  for  such  a  modest 
increase.  They  are  truly  a  special  part  of  the  Homes'  ministry  with  older 
persons. 

During  the  past  months  a  state-wide  Capital  Funds  Campaign  has  been 
undertaken  led  by  Fred  Lovette,  retired  President  and  Chairman  of  the  Board 
for  Holly  Farms.  Through  the  efforts  of  this  group  plans  are  being  made  to 
raise  %2V-i  million  to  update  the  Hayes  Home  facility. 

The  Homes'  33  year  heritage  has  been  marked  by  the  deepest  concern  and 
Christian  love  for  the  older  persons  who  have  made  their  homes  in  Baptist 
Retirement  Homes.  Our  future  is  bright  as  the  promises  of  God  Himself  and  the 
love  and  support  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  give. 

Polk  Baptists  should  be  especially  grateful  for  our  Western  North  Carolina 
Retirement  Home  in  Asheville  and  take  every  opportunity  to  visit  and  share 
our  time  with  these  people.  Some  churches  do  have  birthday  parties  with  these 
on  certain  months.  A  list  of  birthdays  will  be  furnished  for  those  wanting  a  list.

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BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 
Report  to  the  Associations 
1984 

During  the  past  year  Baptist  Hospital  admitted  24,577  patients  for  a  total  of 
218,735  days  of  patient  care.  There  were  211,547  outpatient  clinic  visits  and 
31,930  visits  to  the  emergency  room.  Surgical  procedures  totaled  11,816 
including  700  open  heart  operations  and  20  kidney  transplants. 

Several  clinical  advances  during  the  past  year  serve  as  examples  of  the 
hospital's  quality  of  care.  (1)  Neurosurgeons  have  developed  a  new  procedure 
for  treating  head  injuries  which  has  resulted  in  our  having  the  lowest 
mortality  rate  for  patients  with  this  type  of  injury  of  any  major  medical  center 
in  the  world.  (2)  Improvements  is  perinatal  care  with  special  emphasis  on 
prevention  of  preterm  labor  have  resulted  in  a  lower  infant  mortality  rate  and 
in  a  15%  reduction  in  the  number  of  babies  in  Forsyth  County  needing  to  be 
admitted  to  the  intensive  care  nursery.  (3)  A  new  treatment  offers  relief 
without  surgery  for  many  patients  suffering  from  ruptured  vertibral  discs.  (4) 
Many  patients  with  kidney  stones  should  benefit  from  the  use  of  new 
equipment  being  acquired  in  the  Section  on  Urology.  It  uses  ultrasound  to 
break  up  stones  of  the  urinary  tract  so  that,  in  many  instances,  surgery  is  not 
necessary. 

The  School  of  Pastoral  Care  during  the  past  year  provided  clinical  pastoral 
education  to  276  ministers  through  47  clinical-pastoral  programs.  Chaplains 
in  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  made  more  than  33,000  visits  to  patients, 
families  of  patients,  and  hospital  staff.  The  department  also  provided  more 
than  20,000  hours  of  pastoral  counseling  at  its  various  centers  in  Winston- 
Salem,  Fayetteville,  Raleigh,  Morganton,  and  Charlotte.  This  program  was 
supported  in  part  from  gifts  through  the  Cooperative  Program  which 
amounted  to  $515,556  during  the  past  year.  Dr.  J.  Dewey  Hobbs  began  his  work 
on  March  15  as  the  new  director  of  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care. 

The  hospital  received  $351,801  through  the  North  Carolina  Missions 
Offering  during  the  fiscal  year.  A  total  of  418  patients  received  financial 
assistance  on  their  bills  through  this  fund.  These  bills  ranged  in  size  from  $20 
to  $21,000. 

The  trustees,  staff  and  especially  the  patients  at  Baptist  Hospital  are  deeply 
grateful  to  the  Baptist  churches  for  their  continuing  support.

TO  ASSOCIATIONS,  1984 

In  the  midst  of  our  attention  to  space  exploration,  adventures  of  science 
fiction  personalities,  and  the  real-life  exploits  of  astronauts,  the  lovable 
character,  "E.T."  was  born.  He  became  the  object  of  our  sympathy  and 
affection,  as  well  as  the  source  of  revenue  for  his  creators.  For  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  the  letters  "E.T."  have  taken  on  another  and 
especially  significant  meaning  during  the  year  1983-84.  The  most  exciting  new 
idea  was  the  creation  of  the  Endowment  Trust-Everybody's  Trust.  It  is  now 
possible  for  practically  every  adult  in  our  churches  to  participate  in  sustained 
support  of  Baptist  work  through  a  perpetual  trust.  Each  of  us  wishes  we  could 
continue  our  witness  forever.  We  know  that  we  should  plan  for  such 
continuing  witness.

The  Endowment  Trust  you  create  may  be  started  with  as  small  a  gift  as 
$25.00.  You  may  add  a  tax  deductible  gift  to  it  as  often  as  you  wish,  in  whatever 
amount  you  wish.  When  the  principal  attains  a  minimum  which  you 
predetermine,  (ususally  $1,000),  then  the  income  earned  is  distributed  to  the 
Baptist  cause  which  you  have  also  predetermined.  The  income  will  be  paid 
every  year,  after  year,  after  year  -  forever! 

The  potential? 

If  friends  of  just  one-half  the  members  of  our  churches  who  die  each  year 
should  place  their  memorial  gifts  in  Endowment  Trusts  to  honor  those 
persons,  we  could  increase  the  support  base  of  Baptist  work  by  six  million 
dollars  each  year! 

If  1,000  of  us  with  vision  should  honor  retiring  pastors  or  faithful  church 
leaders,  or  recognize  the  birthdays  of  venerable  members  with  Endowment 
Trusts,  that  would  place  one  million  dollars  in  trust  for  Baptist  causes! 

If  those  of  us  who  shop  and  search  for  a  meaningful  gift  for  parent  or  other 
loved  one  should  give  them,  instead,  a  trust  in  their  name,  we  would  instantly 
make  available  millions  of  dollars  for  mission  outreach! 

One  example  is  worth  a  million  descriptive  words.  Just  a  few  months  ago  a 
widow  in  Thomasville  created  an  Endowment  Trust  in  memory  of  her 
husband.  Her  initial  gift  was  $100.  At  Christmas,  she  and  her  children  added 
to  the  Trust.  As  this  report  is  being  written,  five  checks  totaling  $300  to  be 
placed  in  the  Trust  have  arrived  from  this  family  "in  memory  of  him  on 
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Father's  Day!"  Surely  a  more  loving  and  significant  gesture  is  difficult  to  find. 
Each  of  us  has  equal  access  to  such  joy! 

The  impact  of  the  E.T.  Trust,  and  the  increasing  awareness  that  we  each 
have  a  responsibility  for  the  eternal  use  of  our  material  resources,  has  caused 
Baptists  of  North  Carolina  to  give  this  past  year  through  new  trusts, 
designated  additions  to  existing  trusts,  and  through  increased  value  of  assets 
managed  by  the  Foundation  a  total  of  $953,000,  an  increase  of  almost  a  million 
dollars  each  year!  Income  earned  by  trusts  -  income  which  is  all  paid  out  to 
Baptist  causes  or  annuitants  -  was  over  $534,000  last  year.  A  half-million 
dollars  distributed,  much  of  it  in  the  name  of  persons  no  longer  living  here  on 
earth! 

Rapidly  increasing,  and  very  evident  in  this  past  year,  is  the  service 
rendered  as  executor  of  estates  and  through  exercising  power  of  attorney.  This 
is  a  service  which  the  Foundation  happily  affords  and  which  will  soon  be 
expanded  when  a  staff  person  will  be  assigned  this  responsibility. 

No  author  of  science  fiction  generates  more  excitement  than  you  who  make 
commitment  of  self  and  substance  for  the  Lord's  work  -  forever!  The 
Foundation  exists  to  help  you  discover  ways  to  demonstrate  your  own 
commitment  through  planned  stewardship  of  those  resources  which  you  leave 
after  life  on  earth  ceases.

REPORT  TO  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

In  reporting  the  progress  of  the  Bible  cause  during  1983,  the  officers  and 
staff  of  the  American  Bible  Society  are  deeply  conscious  of  the  indispensable 
part  played  by  the  people  of  God  known  as  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
whose  faithfulness  in  prayer  and  support  enabled  the  printed  Word  of  God  to 
reach  more  lands  and  languages  than  ever  before.  We  express  our  deep 
appreciation  to  all  who  were  involved  in  promoting  this  vital  ministry  of 
Scripture  translation,  publication  and  distribution  throughout  the  world. 

Reports  are  now  in  from  over  180  locations  worldwide  where  the  Bible 
Societies  are  at  work  and  we  praise  God  for  the  encouraging  advances  being 
made  on  almost  all  fronts.  More  than  700  translation  projects  were  underway 
on  all  continents.  For  many  of  these  it  is  the  first  time  any  portion  of  scripture 
has  been  translated  into  the  language  of  the  people.  More  than  497  million 
copies  of  whole  Bibles  or  single  selections  found  their  way  into  the  hearts  and 
homes  of  men  and  women  in  nearly  every  country  on  earth.  None  of  this  would 
have  been  possible  without  the  prayerful  support  of  your  people  both  as 
individuals  and  congregations. 

In  Zaire  translations  have  progressed  well  during  the  past  year,  and  seven  of 
the  twelve  projects  are  for  very  first  Bibles  in  Zairean  languages.  The  Ebeonbe 
Old  Testament  is  nearing  completion  and  the  manuscript  will  probably  be 
ready  during  1984. 

In  Kenya  orders  are  already  being  processed  for  the  new  translation  of  the 
New  Testament  in  the  Maasau  language.  A  consignment  of  15,000  Bibles 
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came  and  went  in  3  days! 

Brazil  is  producing  Bibles  for  the  first  time  on  paper  manufactured  in  Brazil 
itself.  Literacy  is  still  a  prime  concern  in  Brazil  and  there  is  a  great  need  for 
the  distribution  of  290,000  Scriptures  to  the  new-literates  in  a  style  language 
adpated  to  those  who  have  just  learned  to  read. 

In  the  United  States  126  million  Bibles,  Testaments,  Portions,  and 
Selections  were  distributed.  An  intensive  program  to  ethnic  groups  will  be 
accelerated.  New  Reader  Scriptures  are  needed  all  around.  There  are  more 
than  800  million  of  the  world's  people  that  cannot  read  or  write.  In  some  areas 
the  illiterate  population  is  90%  of  the  total! 

One  of  the  most  impressive  and  challenging  facts  which  has  emerged  is  that 
in  a  single  five-year  period  there  has  been  an  increase  of  17%  in  the  number  of 
new  Christians  in  just  five  countries  of  Asia,  Africa,  and  Latin  America-more 
than  24  million  new  Christians  who  need  and  want  to  read  God's  Word  for 
themselves.

REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS-1984 

The  Biblical  Recorder 

History  was  made  last  year  when  the  Biblical  Recorder,  fourth  oldest  of 
the  35  state  Baptist  papers  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  celebrated  150 
years  of  Baptist  papers  in  North  Carolina.  And  history  was  made  again  in 
1984  when  for  the  first  time  in  more  than  72  years,  the  Recorder  moved  into 
its  own  building,  becoming  the  fourth  state  paper  to  have  its  own  building. 

In  February,  1912,  the  Recorder  moved  into  its  own  building  in  the  heart  of 
Raleigh.  In  July,  1984,  the  paper  moved  into  its  own  building  in  the  middle  of 
one  of  the  fastest  growing  areas  of  the  Capital  City.  Coming  to  Raleigh  in  1838 
from  New  Bern,  the  Recorder  is  the  oldest  business  in  Raleigh  and  exceeded 
in  terms  of  operations  in  Raleigh  only  by  Brown- Wynne  Funeral  Home  which 
began  in  1836. 

The  business  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  is  the  Lord's  business!  Since  it  was 
founded  by  Thomas  Meredith,  the  Baptist  paper  of  North  Carolina  has  been 
committed  to  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  as  Baptists  coordinate 
their  resources  to  spread  the  Gospel  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  The  purpose  of  the 
Recorder  is  to  inform,  indoctrinate,  enlist,  inspire  and  provide  a  forum  for 
unity  in  the  fellowship  as  we  fulfill  the  Great  Commission. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year,  subscription  rates  will  NOT  be  raised.  In 
1982,  a  gigantic  increase  in  the  cost  of  second-class  postage  (260  per  cent) 
necessitated  the  increase  in  subscription  rates  but  now  that  the  rates  have 
moderated  some  (they  are  still  80  per  cent  higher  than  1981)  and  the  new 
Biblical  Recorder  Building  was  entered  debt-free,  the  paper  will  hold  the  line 
on  subscription  rates.  We  want  to  make  it  as  easy  as  possible  for  churches  to 
send  the  paper  to  every  family. 

Never  has  there  been  a  greater  time  than  now  when  Baptists  needed  to  be 
well  informed.  There  is  so  much  misinformation,  exploitation  and 
manipulation  in  our  time  that  Baptists  need  a  source  of  news  that  can  be 
trusted  to  present  facts  as  they  are  available  and  apply  them  to  the  betterment, 
not  the  harm,  of  Baptists. 

There  are  tensions  in  the  Baptist  family,  partly  produced  by  the  world 
conditions  in  which  we  operate,  and  Baptists  need  a  forum  where  differing 
views  can  be  expressed.  Many  so-called  Baptist  papers  provide  only  one  point 
of  view;  they  do  not  permit  an  exchange  of  ideas  and  perspectives.  The 
Biblical  Recorder  does  and  must  always  serve  all  the  Baptists  of  our 
fellowship. 
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"Every  true  Baptist  believer  a  faithful  Recorder  reader"  sounds  like  an 
impossible  dream  but  we  have  set  that  as  a  goal  for  the  ministry  of  the  paper 
which  from  its  beginning  was  designed  to  serve  the  cause  of  Chrit  by  serving 
all  of  His  people,  not  just  a  limited  few.  We  are  grateful  for  the  support  we  have 
received  across  the  years  and  request  your  continued  prayers,  support  and 
readership.  We  continue  our  march  toward  making  the  Biblical  Recorder  the 
best  state  Baptist  paper  inthe  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Tar  Heel  Baptists 
deserve  no  less!

REPORT  OF  CHRISTIAN  ACTION  LEAGUE 

FOR  1984 

We  rejoice  in  victories  that  God  has  given  in  the  past  year  and  recognize  our 
dependence  upon  Him  in  the  coming  year. 

I.  UNIFORM  DRINKING  AGE  OF  21— President  Reagan  has  signed  law 
legislation  that  results  in  states  losing  federal  highway  funds  if  age  21  is  not 
established  as  a  minimum  drinking  age  for  all  alcoholic  beverages.  N.C. 
General  Assembly  bowed  to  the  pressures  of  the  beer  industry  and  tavern 
operators  and  did  not  raise  the  state's  drinking  age  to  21.  States  which  have 
shown  a  reduction  in  teen-age  fatalities  of  28%.  The  League  joined  with  other 
states  and  launched  a  successful  campaign  in  the  U.S.  Congress.  It  is  apparent 
that  the  1985  legislature  will  raise  the  drinking  age  to  21  because  of  the 
projected  loss  from  $15  to  $30  million  in  federal  highway  funds.  It  goes  to  prove 
that  we  have  a  General  Assembly  more  concerned  about  dollars  than  the  lives 
of  our  young  people. 

II.  LOTTERY:  North  Carolina  General  Assembly  defeated  by  a  narrow 
margin  legislation  against  gambling.  However,  there  will  be  another  effort 
made  in  1985.  Use  your  influence  with  the  politicians  at  election  time. 

III.  PORNOGRAPHY:  North  Carolina  has  become  the  nation's  "smut" 
capital  with  more  sex  outlets  per  capita  than  any  other  state.  The  state 
government  has  done  nothing  to  curb  the  porno  plague  but  a  few  communities 
have  been  able  to  close  down  some  x-rated  theaters.  Contact  the  Christian 
Action  League,  Box  2126,  Raleigh,  N.C.  27602,  if  we  can  assist  you  in  dealing 
with  the  pornography  questions  in  your  community. 

IV.  BEER,  WINE  AND  LIQUOR  ELECTIONS:  We  have  had  the  privilege  to 
assist  several  areas  in  defeating  referendums  in  the  past  year.  The  alcohol 
industry  was  defeated  in  campaigns  conducted  in  Nash,  Edgecombe, 
Scotland,  and  Chatham  counties.  The  communities  of  White  Lake,  Clarkton 
and  Mocksville  were  also  victorious  in  similar  votes.  A  key  victory  was  in  the 
Avery  County  town  of  Elk  Park  where  beer  sales  were  abolished. 

V.  ABORTION:  North  Carolina  remains  the  only  state  in  the  Southeast  to 
use  state  funds  for  medically  unnecessary  abortions.  We  use  the  state  funds  for 
those  who  use  abortion  as  a  matter  of  birth  control  or  convenience.  To  remove 
this  funding,  get  a  commitment  from  your  candidates  to  the  North  Carolina 
General  Assembly. 
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CONCLUSION:  Through  your  prayers  and  financial  support,  you  have 
made  it  possible  for  the  League  to  be  able  to  have  a  BOLD  witness  in  the  BOLD 
MISSION  that  you  have  given  us.  As  we  approach  a  new  year,  need  we  be 
reminded:  ALL  THAT  IS  NECESSARY  FOR  EVIL  TO  FLOURISH  IS  FOR 
GOOD  PEOPLE  TO  DO  NOTHING.

NORTH  CAROLINA  MISSIONS  REPORT- 1984 

North  Carolina  Southern  Baptists  observed  the  week  of  September  9-16  as  a 
Week  of  Prayer  for  North  Carolina  Missions.  Our  State  Goal  for  North 
Carolina  Missions  for  1984  is  $2,800,00.  Last  year  (1983),  the  Polk  Baptist 
Association  gave  $3,481  to  State  Missions. 

The  North  Carolina  State  Missions  Offering  is  broken  down  and  distributed 
as  follows:  State  Missions  Ministries  -  27%  =  $742,500.  Baptist  Hospital  15%  = 
$412,500.  Baptist  Homes  For  the  Aging  15%  =  $412,500.  Baptist  Children's 
Homes  15%  =  $412,500.  Christian  Higher  Education  Scholarships  and  Heck 
Jones  WMU  5%  =  $137,500.  Baptist  Men  3%  =  $82,500. 

The  THEME  for  the  North  Carolina  State  Mission  Offering  this  year  is 
"Hope  is  Something  you  give  .  .  .  when  someone  needs  your  love."  However, 
let's  remember  that  our  greatest  motivating  factor  for  such  an  offering  should 
always  be  the  words  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  when  He  said:  "GO  YE"  and 
through  the  North  Carolina  State  Mission  Offering  WE  CAN  GO!

Home  Missions  Report 

The  Home  Mission  Board  has  developed  from  an  agency  whose  single  task 
was  direct  missions — hiring  and  placing  missionaries  on  the  field — to  an 
organization  with  a  manifold  purpose:  Continuing  direct  missions  while 
helping  all  units  of  Southern  Baptist  life  also  do  missions. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  provides  numerous  resources  for  the  local  church. 
The  Board  also  encourages  churches  to  begin  and  strengthen  two  important 
units:  the  church  missions  committee  and  the  church  evangelism  council. 

The  1983  income  for  the  Home  Mission  Board  was  $48,049,600.  Of  this  total 
$19,000,000  was  for  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  Polk  Association's 
contribution  was  $10,182. 

The  Home  Mission  Board's  total  budget  for  1984  is  $57,300,000  inclusive  of 
church  loans.  Operation  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  and  its  ministeries  costs: 
$4,775,000  per  month,  $1,101,923  per  week,  $156,557  per  day,  $6,523.00  per  hour 
or  $109.00  per  minute.

N.C.  TOGO  PARTNERSHIP 


Partners  in  Wholeness,  the  NC/Togo  Partnership,  is  well  into  the  first  of  its 
three-and-a-half  years.  Begun  with  the  vote  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
last  November,  the  Partnership  involves  North  Carolina  Baptists,  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board,  Baptist  missionaries  in  Togo,  and  the  Togolese  Baptist 
Association. 

Togo  is  a  small  country  on  the  coast  of  West  Africa,  located  next  to  Ghana 
and  near  Nigeria.  It  is  fairly  typical  of  countries  in  the  Third  World,  those 
developing  countries  where  there  is  much  poverty  and  many  needs. 

The  Partnership  is  located  in  the  Upper  Ogou  Region  of  Togo.  This  is  a  very 
poor  area,  where  life  expectancy  is  only  38  years  and  50%  of  the  children  die 
before  they  reach  the  age  of  six. 

Several  factors  contribute  to  this  situation.  Water  is  a  major  problem. 
Women,  whose  responsibility  it  is  to  obtain  water,  often  must  walk  many  miles 
to  a  well  or  stream.  Sadly,  even  that  water  is  usually  contaminated  with 
parasites.  During  the  dry  season,  which  lasts  for  six  months,  water  may  not  be 
available  for  crops  or  animals.  Water  problems  are  compounded  by  poor 
nutrition.  While  adequate  quantities  of  food  may  be  available,  the  traditional 
Togolese  diet  is  very  high  in  starch  and  low  in  protein. 

All  of  this  is  made  even  worse  by  the  lack  of  basic  health  information  or 
simple  medical  care.  Common  childhood  diseases,  which  would  be  easily 
thrown  off  by  most  American  children,  can  be  fatal  in  Togo.  Many  of  these 
diseases,  like  measles,  could  be  prevented  by  inoculations,  if  only  they  were 
available.  Poor  health  information  leads  to  more  deaths.  For  example,  the 
traditional  "cure"  for  childhood  diarrhea  is  to  withhold  fluids.  This 
seemingly  logical  response,  of  course,  speeds  dehydration  and  hastens  death. 

The  Upper  Ogou  is  also  an  area  with  deep  spiritual  needs.  The  primary 
religion  is  animism  or  fetishism,  the  traditional  worship  of  many  spirits.  Until 
last  fall,  the  only  other  Christian  work  in  the  region  was  at  two  small  Catholic 
missions.  Even  the  Moslems,  strong  in  many  parts  of  Africa,  have  only  one 
small  mosque  in  the  area.  Last  fall,  Baptist  missionaries  and  Togolese  Baptist 
preachers  led  an  evangelistic  crusade  in  which  nearly  400  were  saved  and  six 
preaching  stations  were  established.  In  an  area  in  which  the  primary  religion 
is  based  on  fear,  the  good  news  of  Christ,  with  its  message  of  hope  and  joy,  is 
falling  on  fertile  ground. 


FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT 

1983  the  best  year  of  advance  for  foreign  missions  since  the  beginning  of 
Bold  Mission  Thrust,  showed  dramatic  increases  in  several  major  categories: 

1.  Baptizing  believers  and  starting  churches.  More  than  27  churches  were 
organized  on  the  average  during  every  week  last  year. 

2.  Opening  new  work. 

3.  Training  leadership. 

4.  Discipling  believers. 

5.  Calling  out  the  called. 

6.  Sending  volunteers. 

7.  Ministering  to  physical  needs. 
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8.  Ministering  through  the  media. 

9.  Praying. 

In  each  country  the  missionaries  and  their  local  Baptist  colleagues  carefully 
plan  together  their  annual  program  of  work  and  project  their  financial  needs 
on  a  priority  basis.  All  of  the  needs  are  never  met,  but  with  careful  planning 
and  budgeting,  every  dollar  achieves  maximum  results  in  reaching  people  for 
Christ. 

Since  its  beginning  in  1925  the  Cooperative  Program  has  been  called  the 
heartbeat  of  Southern  Baptist,  and  the  glue  that  holds  the  convention  together 
in  its  focus  on  missions. 

The  board's  allocation  of  Cooperative  Program  receipts  for  1983  $48,745,954. 
Although  the  $58  million  goal  for  the  1982  offering  (received  in  1983)  was 
budgeted  the  actual  receipts  fell  $4  million  short.  1983  was  still  a  good 
financial  year.  Coupled  with  a  strong  dollar  overseas,  unusually  high  interest 
rates  in  1982  had  helped  provide  additional  income  both  on  the  boards 
endowment  investments  and  on  short  term  investment  of  funds  awaiting  use 
overseas.  During  1983  however,  interest  rates  began  to  decline  and  with  them 
this  extra  income.  Polk  Baptist  Association's  contributions  to  Foreign 
Missions  for  1982  was  $25,316.00. 

How  God  uses  believing  people  to  get  the  gospel  to  unbelieving  men  and 
women  is  a  many  splendored  story  across  many  centuries.  God  has  placed  the 
world  in  our  hearts.  God  has  given  us  a  responsive,  dangerous,  opportune 
moment  in  history. 

We  must  stand  tall  on  our  knees.  We  must  be  courageous  in  humility.  We 
must  be  prophetic  in  love.  We  must  get  on  with  doing  missions,  the  greatest 
task  God  ever  entrusted  to  human  beings.

EVANGELISM  REPORT  FOR  1984 


Wiliam  G.  Tanner 

Editor's  Note:  This  article  is  the  edited  text  of  a  speech  presented  by  Dr. 
Tanner  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  Home  Mission  Board,  August  1984. 

More  than  anything  else,  my  desire  is  that  Acts  1:8  becomes  a  reality,  not 
only  in  this  agency,  but  in  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention  (SBC)  as  well: 
"But  you  shall  receive  power  when  the  Holy  Spirit  has  come  upon  you;  and  you 
shall  be  My  witnesses  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judea  and  Samaria,  and 
even  to  the  remotest  part  of  the  earth"  (NASB). 

I  want  to  share  with  you  some  concerns  that  relate  in  a  vital  way  to  our 
continued  mission  effort.  These  are  not  profound  statements.  Rather,  they  are 
simple,  honest  observations  that  I  hope  will  evaluate  where  we  are  as  an 
agency  and  what  we  must  do  to  fulfill  our  role  in  accomplishing  the  task  that 
the  Father  has  set  before  us. 

Among  the  great  principles  around  which  we,  as  Southern  Baptists,  have 
established  our  spiritual  strength  are  two  that  are  extremely  important.  One, 
we  have  always  subscribed  to  a  Bible-centered,  conservative  theology.  Two,  we 
have  always  maintained  a  unity  within  our  diversity. 

Regarding  the  first  principle,  let  me  say  that  I  am,  unapologetically,  a 
conservative.  I  grew  up  in  a  home,  a  church  and  a  town  that  was  extremely 
conservative.  I  went  to  a  Baptist  college  and  a  Baptist  seminary  and  studied 
with  conservative  professors. 

While  at  Southwestern  Seminary,  I  framed  what  constitutes  for  me  the  basic 
tenets  of  my  faith.  I  can  sum  them  up  in  several  statements:  (1)  Jesus  Christ, 
the  son  of  God,  was  born  of  a  virgin;  (2)  he  lived  a  life  of  sinless  perfection;  (3)  he 
died  on  Calvary  vicariously  for  the  sins  of  all  people;  (4)  he  bodily  rose  from  the 
dead  on  the  third  day;  and  (5)  some  day,  bless  his  name,  he's  coming  again. 

These  statements  are  at  the  heart  of  my  ministry.  They  also  comprise  the 
basic  message  preached  by  the  early  church.  I  came  away  from  the  seminary 
with  a  graduate  degree  in  philosophy  of  religion  and  a  great  appreciation  for 
knowledge;  but  I  also  came  away  a  genuine,  thorough-going,  conservative 
Christian. 

In  Evangelism:  Christ's  Imperative  Commission  (Broadman  Press,  1979), 
Roland  Q.  Leavell  says  that  history  is  a  testimony  to  the  fact  that  God 
tabernacles  among  those  who  are  missionary  and  evangelistic.  When  they 
cease  to  be  missionary  and  evangelistic,  God  moves  on  to  others  who  will 
honor  his  purposes. 

God  dwelt: 

•  Among  the  early  Christians  in  Jerusalem  for  the  first  half  of  the  first  cen- 
tury until  an  anti-missionary  debate  deadened  the  spirit  of  the  church,  and 
He  moved  to  Antioch. 

•  In  Antioch  until  the  last  half  of  the  first  century;  when  worldliness  and 
sensuality  paralyzed  the  church,  God  moved  on. 

•  In  Ephesus  and  Alexandria  during  the  second  and  third  centuries  until  the 
Gnostic  heresy  supplanted  the  missionary  spirit. 

•  In  Constantinople  from  A.D.  330  to  the  sixth  century  when  formalism 
killed  the  spirit  of  evangelism. 

•  In  Rome  from  A.D.  600  to  1050  when  theological  decay  buried  missions. 

•  In  France  during  the  twelfth,  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  centuries  until 
Godless  crusades  and  wars  eclipsed  missions  and  evangelism. 
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•  In  Germany  in  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  centuries  until  theological  con- 
troversies chilled  evangelism. 

•  In  Spain  and  Portugal  in  the  sixteen  and  seventeenth  centuries  until 
western  explorations  and  wealth  exploited  evangelism. 

•  In  England  in  the  eighteenth  century  until  evangelism  and  missions  lost 
to  skepticism  and  rationalism. 

In  the  nineteenth  century  the  locus  for  missions  and  evangelism  moved  to 
America. 

This  sermon  from  history  preaches  one  sobering  message  to  Southern 
Baptists.  It  tells  us  we  have  no  edge  on  God  today.  It  also  indicates  that  we  can 
expect  him  to  bless  us  as  we  are  faithful  to  his  missionary  and  evangelistic 
purposes.  But,  if  for  any  reason,  or  for  lack  of  all  reason,  we  cease  to  be 
missionary,  God  will  move  on  to  others  who  honor  him.  God  really  doesn't 
have  to  have  Southern  Baptists.  Rather,  I  think  it  pleases  him  to  use  us 
because  he  believes  us  to  be  faithful!  If  we  are  no  longer  faithful,  in  all 
probability,  we  will  no  longer  be  used.

ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT  FOR  1984 

In  a  message  from  the  President  of  the  Annuity  Board,  Darold  H.  Morgan,  he 
states:  "The  Annuity  Board  is  a  story  of  people  helping  people.  Our  motto  is 
"Serving  Those  Who  Serve  The  Lord."  We  provide  relief  assistance,  insurance 
benefits  and  annuities  to  active,  retired  or  disabled  Southern  Baptist 
missionaries,  ministers,  their  widows  and  orphans.  As  the  board  has  grown, 
we  added  the  Memorial  Fund  and  an  Endowment  Department." 

The  Southern  Baptist  Retirement  Program  protects  the  church  and  the 
employee  by  filling  a  financial  void  created  by  death,  disability  or  retirement. 
When  adequate  contributions  to  the  program  have  been  made,  the  financial 
need  is  met,  freeing  the  church  to  move  on  in  its  mission. 

Both  the  church  and  its  personnel  are  protected  by  traveling  "ROUTE  10." 
What  do  we  mean  by  Route  10?  It  means  that  each  church  will  contribute,  as  a 
minimum,  an  amount  equal  to  10%  of  an  employee's  total  compansation.  This 
protects  the  Annuity  Board's  prescription  for  economic  ills  which  hamper 
persons  who  seriously  want  to  plan  ahead. 

When  the  church  places  its  personnel  on  "ROUTE  10"  it  can  be  assured  that 
the  final  destination  is  more  adequate  retirement  income.  The  church  can  also 
be  confident  that  the  protection  for  these  families  against  premature  death  or 
disability  is  readily  available  along  the  way. 

In  our  Polk  Association  only  10  pastors  are  enrolled  in  this  wonderful  plan. 
We  keep  trying  to  encourage  each  church  to  protect  the  pastor  and  his  family 
through  "ROUTE  10."  Won't  you  try  this  if  you  have  not  already  begun?

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REPORT  OF  COUNCIL  ON 
CHRISTIAN  LIFE  AND  PUBLIC  AFFAIRS 


This  has  been  an  extremely  busy  year  for  the  Council  on  Christian  Life  and 
Public  Affairs.  Through  its  three  departments  it  has  provided  a  variety  of  field 
service  events  and  educational  resources  for  North  Carolina  Baptists.  June 
was  promoted  as  World  Hunger  Month  and  our  churches  increased  their 
giving  significantly  over  that  of  1983.  The  Council  made  available  bulletin 
inserts,  posters,  world  hunger  calendars,  and  hunger  banks. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  FAMILY  LIFE 

A  wide  range  of  family  life  events  was  led  by  the  department's  director. 
There  were  five  associational  or  church-wide  Family  Enrichment 
Conferences;  six  marriage  enrichment  retreats;  two  area  wide  single  adult 
seminars;  and  the  Director  received  training  at  Ridgecrest  in  the  new  Family 
Ministry  Parenting  Enrichment  model  "Parenting  by  Grace."  Two  Family 
Life  Conference  presentations  on  marriage  and  parenting  were  videotaped  for 
use  by  the  churches  of  the  convention  through  the  Communications 
Department. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  AGING 

The  department  continued  to  expand  its  ministry  with  senior  adults  across 
the  state.  Twelve  senior  adult  leadership  workshops  were  conducted  with  more 
than  500  persons  in  attendance  from  180  different  churches  representing  42 
associations.  Five  conferences  or  retreats  were  held  at  Caraway  with  almost 
800  people.  Several  "You  and  Your  Aging  Parent"  seminars  were  conducted. 
The  mailing  list  for  "Contact,"  a  newsletter  for  senior  adults  was  greatly 
expanded.  Senior  adult  ministries  continue  to  grow  rapidly  in  North  Carolina 
Baptist  churches  and  a  new  emphasis  on  the  associational  model  for  senior 
adult  ministries  has  emerged  this  year. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  CITIZENSHIP  EDUCATION 

The  work  of  Christian  Citizenship  Education  has  centered  on  two  types  of 
activity-voter  participation  and  legislative  information.  Voter  registration 
and  turnout  remain  low.  In  May  only  about  one  third  of  those  of  voting  age 
went  to  the  polls.  The  Legislative  Information  Newtwork  has  continued  to 
provide  reports  on  the  work  of  the  General  Assembly  to  about  800  contact 
persons  in  churches  throughout  the  state.  A  Moral  Concerns  Rally  in  the  South 
Roanoke  Association  helped  alert  Baptists  to  the  growing  menace  of  legalized 
gambling. 

World  hunger  continued  to  be  a  matter  of  concern  to  many  Baptists.  June 
was  designated  as  World  Hunger  month  in  North  Carolina.  North  Carolina 
and  Togo  Partnership  channeled  food  to  the  small  western  country  of  Togo. 
Secondly,  the  North  Carolina  Hunger  Fund  began  to  give  assistance  to 
churches  and  associations  combating  hunger  here  at  home.  Hot  meals  were 
provided  for  the  elderly  in  Belhaven  and  food  was  available  to  migrants  in 
rural  parts  of  Wake  County.  North  Carolina  Baptists,  like  those  across  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  continue  to  give  increasingly  large  amounts  to 
help  the  hungry,  but  so  much  remains  to  be  done.  While  our  giving  in  1983  was 
the  highest  ever  (and  is  running  even*  higher  thus  far  in  1984),  the  average 
Southern  Baptist's  gift  was  less  than  75$  for  the  entire  year.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  BOARD 

FOR  1983-84 


I  was  unable  to  attend  the  General  Board  Meeting  in  January. 

In  January  the  Stewardship  Committeed  reported  having  held  Stewardship 
Conferences  in  85  associations  and  furnished  Stewardship  materials  to  over 
1,000  churches.  They  also  reported  the  Great  Challenge  giving  emphasis  for 
small  churches  continues  to  be  used  widely  and  successfully. 

In  our  May  meeting  these  are  some  of  the  things  that  took  place: 

The  Board  received  a  progress  report  from  the  Search  Committee  from  its 
Chairman,  Lamar  Brooks. 

The  Board  approved  the  Planned  Growth  in  Giving  Task  Force. 

The  Mission  Committee  requested  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  look  into 
the  area  of  new  work  and  generating  funds  for  new  work. 

The  Committee  on  Social  Service  Institutions  reported  Bill  Poole  has 
announced  his  intent  to  retire  as  President  of  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes 
effective  October  1,  1985.  This  completes  his  25th  year  of  service. 

Also  noted  a  full  utilization  of  Baptist  Hospital  with  an  occupancy  rate  of 95- 
96  percent. 

In  our  September  meeting  there  were  three  big  items  of  business  that  came 
before  the  Board. 

1.  The  nomination  of  Dr.  Roy  J.  Smith  as  our  next  General  Secretary- 
Treasurer.  He  was  presented  to  the  Board  by  Lamar  Brooks,  Chairman  of  the 
Search  Committee.  The  vote  of  the  Committee  and  approval  of  the  General 
Board  was  unanimous.  Dr.  Smith's  nomination  goes  to  the  convention  for 
approval  at  its  annual  meeting  in  November. 

2.  We  dedicated  a  new  addition  to  the  Caraway  Conference  Center.  The  new 
wing  has  22,000  square  feet,  and  includes  33  new  bedrooms  and  four 
conference  rooms. 

3.  We  approved  a  $24  million  base  budget  for  1985.  It  will  be  sent  to  the  state 
convention  in  Asheville  for  adoption.  The  new  budget  includes  a  4.3  percent 
increase  over  1984. 

The  various  committees  met  and  gave  their  reports  on  Tuesday  evening  and 
Wednesday  morning.  Some  committees  had  recommendations  while  others 
did  not.

Rev.  Jack  Weaver,  our  Director  worked 
faithfully  to  help  this  weak  organization.  He  secured  Mr.  Phillip  Stone  from 
the  State  State  Sunday  School  Board  to  lead  a  Sunday  School  Rally  in  which 
fifteen  churches  participated.  We  had  hoped  and  prayed  for  a  great 
ingathering  of  new  enrolles  and  longed  to  see  enrollments  soar,  but  such  has 
not  happened.  Enrollment  is  the  key  to  better  and  greater  Sunday  Schools  and 
then  to  the  entire  church  growth.

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PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  SIXTEENTH  ANNUAL 
MEETING  OF  THE  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 


The  Polk  Baptist  Association  met  for  their  sixteenth  annual  meeting  on  Oc- 
tober 24,  1985  at  the  Midway  Baptist  Church.  The  theme  for  the  year  is: 
"Strengthening  Families  Through  Prayer  and  Ministry". 

The  call  to  worship  was:  "Oh,  How  I  Love  Jesus"  led  by  our  Associational 
Music  Director,  James  Rogers.  The  scripture  and  prayer  were  given  by  Rev. 
John  Edwards.  Rev.  Wesley  Price  welcomed  us  warmly  and  extended  the  use 
of  the  church  and  fellowship  of  the  people  graciously. 

Our  Moderator,  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw,  declared  the  meeting  in  session 
after  which  Rev.  Lee  Gregory  moved  for  the  adoption  of  the  program  with  a 
second  by  Rev.  Bill  Painter. 

Rev.  Marshall  Simpson,  Director  of  Missions,  was  called  to  present  the  Book 
of  Reports.  He  expressed  his  appreciation  for  the  work  done  on  the  new  asso- 
ciational building  and  also  to  the  Mill  Spring  and  Pacolet  Hills  churches  for 
letting  us  use  their  facilities.  He  was  well  pleased  with  the  increase  in  our  Co- 
operative Program  giving.  He  also  said  that  the  Sunday  School  attendance 
was  up  while  other  reports  were  down.  Maybe  some  of  these  could  have  not 
been  reported. 

Rev.  Simpson  then  recognized  Rev.  Dewey  Price  as  the  new  pastor  at  the  Mill 
Spring  Church.  He  was  welcomed  into  our  fellowship. 

Our  message  of  Challenge  was  by  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw.  He  used  Acts 
11:  27  -  30  as  his  text  and  spoke  on  the  subject  "Why  Are  We  Here  Today?" 
Rev.  Bradshaw  brought  a  challenging  message  about  an  association:  1.  What 
is  an  association?  It  is  a  group  of  churches  that  are  free  and  independent.  We 
can  either  accept  or  reject  the  by-laws  handed  down  from  the  Baptist  State 
Convention.  2.  What  is  our  task?  It  is  to  act  upon  the  business  of  the  as- 
sociation, (a)  We  provide  resources  and  services  to  the  churches,  (b)  We  train 
personnel  at  the  Key  Leadership  Conference  at  Ridgecrest.  (c)  We  work  to- 
gether in  projects  such  as  the  jail  ministry,  nursing  homes,  associational  revival 
and  choir,  (d)  We  nurture  through  the  fellowship  of  the  churches  and  our  har- 
mony in  faith.  Rev.  Bradshaw  then  expressed  appreciation  for  the  work  done 
by  Marshall  and  Millie  and  for  their  encouragement  during  the  past  year.  He 
also  expressed  appreciation  for  the  ones  who  have  worked  with  him  during  his 
three  years  as  Moderator.  There  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  our  asso- 
ciation. 

The  business  session  was  begun  with  the  associational  budget.  Mrs.  Jolley 
urged  us  to  give  more  in  the  coming  year  to  help  meet  our  budget.  She  then 
moved  for  the  adoption  of  the  report  with  a  second. 

The  Annuity  Report  was  given  next  by  the  Moderator.  He  urged  pastors 
to  investigate  the  hospital  plan  if  they  are  not  already  enrolled.  He  then  moved 
for  adoption  of  this  report  with  a  second.  Voted  by  saying  aye. 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  report  was  given  by  Leroy  McCraw  who 
reported  that  the  Youth  Shelter  in  Forest  City  was  doing  a  good  job.  The  child- 
ren are  shown  love  and  we  as  an  association  should  try  to  send  more  contri- 
butions. He  was  thankful  for  all  the  work  already  being  done  by  the  Polk  Asso- 
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ciation.  Rev.  Luther  Osment  also  spoke  to  the  report.  First  he  presented  a 
copy  of  a  Commerative  History  of  the  Children's  Homes  in  North  Carolina 
for  100  years  entitled:  "One  Hundred  Years  of  Caring"  to  Rev.  Simpson  who 
accepted  it  for  Polk  Association.  Rev.  Osment  expressed  appreciation  for 
the  fine  work  done  by  our  association.  He  stated  that  children  from  all  kinds  of 
situations  are  helped  through  Baptist  Children's  Homes.  He  shared  case  his- 
tories of  the  problems  that  have  been  taken  care  of  through  our  facility  at  For- 
est City.  He  was  very  grateful  for  the  binding  together  of  three  associations 
in  the  caring  of  500  desperate,  needy  children  at  Thermal  Belt  Baptist  Youth 
Shelter. 

The  Baptist  Hospital  report  was  given  by  Rev.  Bill  Painter. 

The  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  report  was  given  by  the  Moderator.  Fol- 
lowing these  reports  a  motion  was  made  to  adopt  all  reports  with  a  second. 
Voted  by  saying  aye. 

James  Rogers  led  us  in  singing:  "To  Worship,  Work,  and  Witness".  He  sang, 
"Let  Me  Touch  Him"  which  blessed  our  hearts. 

The  annual  sermon  was  by  Rev.  Aaron  Pruitt,  pastor  of  Pacelot  Hills  Baptist 
Church.  He  used  as  his  text  Luke  10:  38  -  42  and  his  topic  was:  "What  Is  Our 
Greatest  Need?"  -  as  parents,  as  indiviuals,  as  a  community,  as  a  nation,  and 
as  a  church.  Our  greatest  need  is  the  power  of  God  manifested  in  our  lives. 
We  must  (1)  not  neglect  the  power  of  God;  (2)  be  aware  of  the  presence  of  the 
Lord;  (3)  be  sensitive  to  the  power  of  God;  (4)  We  must  also  be  separated  and 
not  cumbered  with  many  things  and  be  secure  in  His  promise  of  eternal  life. 
We  should  also  be  attentive  to  the  word  of  God-waiting  upon  His  instructions. 
We  should  be  acquainted  with  the  purpose  of  the  Lord  and  know  what  His 
purpose  is  for  our  lives.  Jesus  death  and  resurrection  was  for  the  purpose  of 
conveying  God's  love  to  us.  We  need  to  love  each  other  and  love  the  lost.  His 
purpose  has  been  laid  aside  while  we  have  become  encumbered  with  other 
things.  If  the  presence  of  God  is  not  in  our  services  we  are  wasting  our  time 
and  spinning  our  wheels.  Rev.  Pruitt  closed  his  message  with  prayer. 

Rev.  Bob  Philbeck  was  welcomed  into  our  association  as  pastor  of  the  Co- 
oper's Gap  Church. 

Mr.  Rogers  then  led  us  in  singing  a  couple  of  hymns  and  Rev.  Paul  Burnett 
was  introduced  as  Interim  Pastor  at  Morgan  Chapel. 

The  American  Bible  Society  report  was  given  by  the  Moderator  as  well  as 
the  Christian  Education  and  Baptist  Student  Union  reports.  These  reports 
were  given  immediately  after  a  short  break. 

Mrs.  Donald  Byrd  gave  the  Christian  Literature  report  and  asked  that  if 
any  church  does  not  use  Southern  Baptist  Literature  that  this  church  should 
look  into  all  the  advantages.  There  are  very  good  materials  available.  We  need 
good  literature  to  train  leaders.  The  Biblical  Recorder  is  an  excellent  paper 
that  brings  us  the  happenings  in  our  convention.  She  expressed  her  apprecia- 
tion for  the  churches  that  minister  at  Autumn  Care. 

The  Christian  Action  League  report  was  given  by  Rev.  Aaron  Pruitt.  Rev. 
Bob  Philbeck  also  spoke  to  this  report,  and  about  an  upcoming  gambling  bill. 
He  urged  us  to  write  to  our  legislators  expressing  our  opposition  to  this  bill. 
The  Christian  Action  League  works  against  gambling,  alcohol,  profanity,  and 
pornography.  He  urged  our  support  of  the  league  and  asked  each  church  to 
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send  an  offering. 

No  report  was  given  for  the  Baptist  Foundation. 

There  was  a  motion  made  to  adopt  the  reports  with  a  second  followed  by  the 
following  missions  reports: 

The  Christian  Stewardship  report  was  given  by  Rev.  George  Lynch.  He 
urged  us  to  give  more  to  the  Cooperative  Program  in  the  coming  year  for  the 
spreading  of  the  gospel  throughout  the  world.  He  also  moved  for  the  adoption 
of  this  report. 

The  North  Carolina  Missions  report  given  by  Rev.  John  Rogers  and  he 
moved  for  its  adoption,  also. 

Rev.  John  Rogers  gave  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  report  in  the  ab- 
sence of  Judy  Arledge.  He  also  moved  for  the  adopption  of  his  report.  There 
was  a  second  given  and  a  vote  by  saying  aye. 

The  organizations  gave  the  reports  as  follows  to  the  association: 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  —  Rev.  Bob  Philbeck,  Director,  said  that  the  organ- 
izational arm  of  the  church  is  the  Sunday  School.  He  is  very  proud  of  our  Bible 
based  literature.  It  is  the  finest  in  the  world,  and  many  denominations  use  it. 
He  also  noted  that  Polk  County  is  wide  open  for  the  gospel.  We  need  to  do 
more  about  scripture  distribution,  and  we  want  to  have  a  rally  soon.  We  would 
also  like  to  increase  enrollment  by  25  -  50%,  and  enforce  the  10  -  90  Plan.  Our 
theme  for  this  year  is:  "You  Make  The  Difference."  We  should  work  as  a  team. 

CHURCH  TRAINING  —  Rev.  William  Painter,  Director,  asked  the  churches 
that  do  not  have  Church  Training  to  prayerfully  consider  starting  a  Church 
Training  Program.  It  will  enhance  your  church  work  and  train  leaders  for  the 
future. 

BROTHERHOOD  —  Howard  Phillips  expressed  his  appreciation  for  the 
work  of  the  jail  ministry  that  we  have  in  the  Polk  Association  and  also  for  the 
work  at  Saluda  Nursing  Home.  We  had  the  largest  increase  in  Brotherhood  of 
any  county  in  the  state.  He  presented  staggering  statistics  about  pornography 
and  what  it  is  doing  to  our  country.  He  urged  us  as  a  people  to  band  together 
to  combat  this  situation. 

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION  —  Mrs.  Miriam  Arledge,  Director.  She 
reported  a  busy  schedule  for  the  coming  year.  The  World  Day  of  Prayer  and 
the  Foreign  Mission  Study  are  almost  here.  1986  will  be  the  Centennial  Year 
for  North  Carolina  W.M.U.  From  January  through  April  1986  will  be  100  Days 
of  Prayer  leading  to  the  Centennial  Celebration.  She  asked  that  we  strive  to 
organize  more  age  group  level  organizations.  We  have  four  churches  with 
no  W.M.U.  Our  theme  this  year  is:  "Multiplying  the  Vision." 

MUSIC  —  James  Rogers,  Associational  Music  Director,  reported  that  we 
only  had  6  or  7  churches  involved  in  the  Associational  Choir.  He  would  like 
to  see  every  church  involved.  He  moved  for  the  adoption  of  this  report. 

VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOL  —  Mrs.  Dorothy  Rogers  announced  that 
we  had  100%  of  our  churches  involved  in  Vacation  Bible  School  for  the  past 
5  years.  She  was  pleased  about  the  many  increases  in  V.B.S.  in  1985.  She  also 
asked  us  to  strive  to  have  an  adult  Department  in  V.B.S.  She  moved  for  the 
adoption  of  this  report  with  a  second.  Voted  by  aye. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  given  by  Mrs.  WilliamPainter. 
She  expressed  appreciation  for  the  good  work  done  by  the  clerks  and  also 
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to  the  pastors  for  their  support  and  help  in  getting  the  reports  in  on  time.  She 
moved,  also,  for  the  adoption  of  this  report. 

The  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee  was  given  by  Leroy  McCraw. 
There  was  a  motion  to  approve  with  a  second. 

The  Committee  On  Committees  reports  were  given  by  David  Peterson. 
He  reminded  us  that  the  duties  of  the  various  committees  are  listed  in  the  consti- 
tution. He  moved  for  the  adoption  of  the  report. 

There  was  no  Historian  report  given,  but  the  History  of  Midway  Baptist 
Church  is  in  the  Book  of  Reports. 

We  joined  together  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn  "Footsteps  of  Jesus"  after 
which  Rev.  Fred  Rhodes  gave  the  following  report  TIME,  PLACE,  AND 
PREACHER:  Our  next  meeting  will  be  October  23,  1986  at  Cooper's  Gap 
Baptist  Church.  The  preacher  will  be  Rev.  Steve  Harding,  and  alternate  will 
be  John  Rogers. 

Rev.  John  Edwards  gave  the  report  of  the  Evangelism  Committee  by  report- 
ing the  good  results  of  our  Associational  Revival. 

The  list  of  the  Memorials  from  each  church  was  read  by  Mrs.  Opal  Edwards. 
A  poem:  "These  Hands  of  Mine  Shall  Touch  The  Hands  of  God,"  was  read 
by  Mrs.  Doris  Bradshaw.  Mrs.  Melba  Gregory  led  in  our  Memorial  Prayer. 

The  Radio  and  Television  Report  was  given  by  Rev.  David  Peterson.  The 
Lord  has  given  us  a  great  Commission.  This  can  be  by  means  of  Radio  and 
Television.  He  thanked  God  for  all  the  missionaries  and  for  advanced  tech- 
nology that  can  be  used  for  the  Glory  of  God.  He  made  a  motion  to  accept  the 
report  with  a  second. 

Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw,  our  General  Board  Representative,  said  that  the 
highlight  of  his  term  on  the  board  had  been  serving  in  the  new  building  and  the 
dedication  of  the  new  wing  at  Caraway  Conference  Center,  and  working  with 
Roy  Smith,  the  new  Executive  Director.  He  moved  for  the  adoption  of  the 
report  with  a  second.  Voted  by  saying  aye. 

Rev.  William  Painter  led  us  in  our  prayer  of  Thanksgiving  for  the  evening 
meal. 

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  EVENING  SESSION 
POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

After  a  delicious  meal  the  meeting  was  reconvened  for  the  evening  business 
session.  Rev.  Lee  Gregory,  the  Moderator  for  the  coming  year  presided. 

Jim  Rogers  led  us  in  singing  a  hymn:  "To  God  Be  The  Glory"  after  which 
Dewey  Price  led  in  our  devotions  using  1  Cor.  13.  Our  special  music  was  a 
duet  "I've  Been  Changed." 

There  was  a  call  made  for  any  additional  or  unfinished  business. 

The  New  Committee  On  Committees  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  Rev. 
Boyce  Bradshaw  are  as  follows:  Rev.  John  Edwards,  Ch.  Russell  Randolph, 
and  Rev.  George  Lynch. 

Rev.  Marshall  Simpson  gave  the  Director  of  Missions  Report.  He  expressed 
appreciation  for  all  the  hard  work  involved  in  making  the  Associational  Office 
a  reality.  He  expressed  appreciation  for  John  Godfrey,  Howard  Phillips,  and 
to  Steve  Hardin  for  laying  the  carpet.  He  had  gratitude  for  pastors  and  laymen 
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who  cut  trees,  did  painting,  and  hung  sheet  rock,  and  to  Wesley- and  Dewey 
Price  for  helping  with  the  moving.  He  welcomed  Rev.  Bob  Philbeck  as  our  new 
Sunday  School  Director.  There  will  be  a  Sunday  School  Workshop  at  the 
Associational  Office  on  November  26th.  We  need  to  be  concerned  about  the 
people  that  are  unchurched  and  to  be  preparing  for  the  Revival  Crusade  April 
6-  13. 

He  expressed  a  desire  for  the  association  to  move  forward  in  the  year  to  come. 
He  then  moved  to  adopt  the  report. 

Rev.  Gregory  as  Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee  thanked  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Simpson  for  all  the  work  they  do  above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty  both 
in  labor  and  finances. 

The  Resolution  Report  was  given  by  Mrs.  Judy  Jackson. 

There  was  a  motion  for  the  adoption  of  the  reports  and  the  program  with 
a  second. 

The  Associational  Choir  led  by  Jim  Rogers  blessed  our  hearts  with  their 
singing.  It  was  beautiful  as  usual. 

Rev.  Gregory  expressed  his  joy  in  working  with  Rev.  Bradshaw,  the  out- 
going Moderator. 

After  singing  a  hymn  we  were  blessed  by  the  Mission  Message  brought  by 
Rev.  Johnny  Tiller,  pastor  of  the  Pole  Creek  Baptist  Church  in  Asheville.  He 
spoke  to  us  from  Matt.  28:  16.  The  main  points  of  his  message  were:  (1)  Com- 
mand from  above;  (2)  Cries  from  below;  (3)  Call  from  without;  (4)  Compulsion 
from  within. 

There  was  a  prayer  of  dedication  for  the  new  officers,  and  this  was  also  our 
benediction. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


Article  I  -  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  II  -  PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  general  object  and  purpose  of  this  association  to  promote 
Missions,  Benevolences,  Christian  Education  and  Christian  fellowship  as 
fostered  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  N.C.  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  detailed  and  specific  objects  shall  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
EXECUTIVE  PROMOTIONAL  COMMITTEE. 

Article  III  -  MEETINGS 

The  association  shall  convene  annually  on  Thursday  after  the  third  Sunday 
in  October,  authority  for  any  necessary  changes  in  this  meeting  schedule  or  for 
called  sessions  of  the  association  is  given  to  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee. 

Article  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  I.  Composition  and  number  of  messengers:  The  association  shall 
be  composed  of  messengers  chosen  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong.  The 
messengers  thus  chosen  shall  be  known  as  The  Polk  Baptist  Association, 
which  shall  have  no  power  over  the  churches,  nor  the  privilege  to  infringe  upon 
their  internal  rights.  Nevertheless,  the  association  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to 
withdraw  fellowship  from  any  and  every  church  proven  to  be  heretical  in 
doctrine,  immoral  in  practice,  or  unwilling  over  a  period  of  time  to  cooperate 
with  the  other  churches  in  fulfilling  the  purpose  of  the  association. 

Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  three  messengers, 
and  one  additional  member  for  every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof, 
over  the  first  50  members.  Officers  of  the  association,  pastors  of  the  member 
churches,  the  Superintendent  of  Missions,  and  such  members  of  the  preceding 
session  as  were  appointed  to  perform  specific  duties,  by  virtue  of  their  office, 
shall  be  messengers  and  members  of  the  session. 

SECTION  II.  Reception  of  churches.  The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge 
of  her  membership,  and  may  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for 
membership  there  in  at  her  pleasure.  Provided:  The  churches  so  received  shall 
agree  and  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  one  year 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches, 
provided  such  request  comes  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  It 
is  understood  that  during  this  period  of  proving  such  church  or  churches  shall 
be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  association  except  that  of 
voting.  They  may  be  voted  in  by  two-thirds  of  the  messengers  present. 

SECTION  III.  Church  letters:  Each  member  church  of  the  association  shall 
send  a  letter  of  information  to  the  annual  meeting.  These  letters  shall  contain 
such  statistical  information  as  shall  be  requested,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the 
associational  office  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  associational  year. 
Any  church,  that  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  following  the  associational 
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meeting,  fails  to  send  such  a  letter  of  information  to  the  office,  shall  be  dropped 
from  membership  in  the  association.  The  association's  Missions  Committee 
shall  seek  to  make  the  church  fully  aware  of  this  impending  action. 

Article  V  -  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  I.  The  officers  of  the  assocation  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Trustees,  Auditor, 
Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  Director,  Director  of  Baptist  Men,  and  Music  Director. 

SECTION  II.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music 
Director,  and  Baptists  Men's  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating 
Committee  of  the  association,  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  by 
their  organization  at  the  third  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee.  Each  will  then  serve  on  his  organization's  committee  to  enlist  the 
necessary  officers  for  the  new  year.  The  association's  nominating  committee 
shall  present  all  these  officers  for  approval  at  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  III.  At  the  annual  session  the  nomination  committee  shall 
nominate  one  person  for  the  office  to  be  filled.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for 
nominations  from  the  floor,  with  elections  to  be  completed  on  that  day. 

Article  VI  -  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  I.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  a 
study  of  and  dispense  information  to  the  churches  concerning  the  current 
practice  in  the  use  of  audio- visual  aids.  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  loan  and  operation  of  all  visual-aid  equipment  of  the  association  within  the 
churches  of  the  association. 

SECTION  II.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this 
committee  to  study  the  complete  program  of  our  association  and  make  all 
necessary  recommendations  concerning  the  finances  and  prepare  and  present 
the  annual  budget  for  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association. 
This  committee  shall  get  into  the  hands  of  each  church  a  copy  of  the 
recommended  budget  by  the  first  Sunday  in  August.  (The  purpose  of  this  is  to 
aid  the  local  churches  in  their  budget  preparation  and  allotment  of  the 
associational  program.)  All  churches  who  participate  on  a  regular  basis  with 
the  work  of  the  association  shall  receive  their  minutes  without  charge.  All 
others  will  pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  each. 

SECTION  II.  Committee  on  Committees:  This  committee,  composed  of  three 
members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  first  business  session  of 
the  annual  program.  This  committee  will  become  responsible  for  filling  all 
vacancies  that  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  shall  nominate  all  committees 
for  the  coming  year. 

SECTION  IV.  Constitutional  Changes  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  at  least  three  members  whose  duty  shall  be  to  study  the 
constitution  and  report  any  suggested  changes  to  the  annual  session  each 
year. 

SECTION  V.  Evangelism  Committee:  This  committee  shall  work  in 
cooperation  and  use  information  coming  from  our  convention's  Department  of 
Evangelism.  They  shall  encourage  our  churches  to  be  evangelistic  and 
participate  in  all  simultaneous  efforts. 
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SECTION  VI.  Executive  Promotional  Committee:  The  association  shall 
have  an  Executive  Promotional  Committee  which  shall  carry  on  the  work  of 
the  association  as  interim,  with  all  powers  of  the  association  vested  in  this 
committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association, 
a  pastor  from  each  member  church  in  the  association,  one  lay  member  from 
each  church,  and  the  church  treasurer.  Members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Promotional  Committee  shall  compose  a  quorum.  This  committee 
shall  meet  quarterly  on  the  first  Sunday  in  the  second  month  of  each  quarter. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  submit  a  report  of  its  work  at  the  annual 
associational  meeting. 

SECTION  VII.  Memorials  Committee:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to 
present  a  memorial  for  members  of  our  churches  who  passed  away  during  the 
preceding  year. 

SECTION  VIII.  Missions  Committee:  The  association  shall  cooperate  with 
our  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  Southern  Baptist 
Denominational  Program  of  missions:  Foreign;  Home;  State;  and 
Associational. 

A.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  employing  or 
discharging  a  paid  missionary  or  field  worker  for  the  association,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  and/or  association. 

B.  Membership:  The  Missions  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers 
of  the  association,  heads  of  the  five  organizations  and  the  Chairman  of 
Evangelism.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  the 
committee.  Any  five  members  will  constitute  a  quorum.  (Chairman  to  be 
elected  by  the  committee.) 

C.  Duties:  The  duties  of  the  committee  is  to  work  with  the  associational 
Missionary  in  planning  and  promoting  a  mission  program  that  will  carry  the 
Gospel  to  all  the  people;  seek  to  meet  spiritual  needs  of  all  the  committees  and 
churches;  to  promote  religious  services  in  institutions  and  lead  in  establishing 
mission  stations  in  neglected  areas  and  new  churches  where  they  are  needed. 
In  carrying  out  its  responsibilities,  this  committee  has  four  major  duties: 

1.  Pinpoint  all  possible  places  in  the  association  where  work  should  be 
started. 

2.  Create  concern  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  in  the  churches  for  starting 
new  work. 

3.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  be  solely  responsible  to  this 
committee  and,  through  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee,  to  the 
association. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  submit  all  plans  and  programs  for 
the  association  to  this  committee  for  approval  and  authorization. 

SECTION  IX.  Nominating  Committee:  This  committee,  consisting  of  three 
members,  shall  nominate  all  general  officers  and  representatives  to  serve  for 
one  year,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  filling  vacancies  that 
occur  in  any  of  the  above  mentioned  during  the  year. 

SECTION  X.  Ordination  Committee:  This  committee  will  not  act  voluntary, 
but  upon  request  by  individual  churches  desiring  such  services.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  When  called  upon,  they  shall 
examine  the  candidate  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  submit  a  report  to  the 
church  requesting  such. 

SECTION  XI.  Program  Committee:  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist 
of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  along 


with  the  directors  of  each  organization  of  work.  The  first  three-mentioned, 
along  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions,  shall  work  out  the  format  and 
present  to  the  full  committee  before  the  final  program  is  completed. 

SECTION  XII.  Place  and  Preacher  Committee:  This  committee  shall 
determine  the  meeting  place,  select  the  speaker  for  the  annual  message  and 
alternate. 

SECTION  XIII.  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches:  Duties  of  this 
committee  shall  be: 

1.  To  receive  and  consider  request  by  a  new  church  for  membership  in  the 
association  and  to  reccomend  what  action  should  be  taken. 

2.  To  keep  alert  to  any  developments  that  might  lead  to  a  new  church  and 
advise  the  group  or  groups  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  the  organization 
for  application  for  membership  in  the  association,  and  location  of  the  church. 

SECTION  XIV.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make 
resolutions  pertinent  to  the  occasion  of  our  annual  meetings  or  other  occasions 
as  needed. 

SECTION  XV.  Social  Services  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  made  up 
of  the  associational  representatives  of  the  State  Convention  operated 
Children's  Homes,  Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Its  duties 
shall  be  to  keep  informed  as  to  what  is  available  for  immediate  needs  in  our 
area,  and  to  assist  in  securing  such  needs  as  requested  to  do  so.  The  committee 
should  also  be  aware  of  other  needs  as  may  arise  within  our  area  where  we 
could  give  aid  or  counsel. 

SECTION  XVI.  Trustees:  This  committee  shall  be  elected  for  an  indefinite 
period  and  may  be  changed  at  the  discretion  of  the  association.  They  may  hold 
title  for  the  association  of  any  property  presently  held  by  the  association  or 
that  which  shall  be  acquired.  Trustees  shall  be  aware  of  the  state  of  repair  of  all 
properties  and  make  recommendations  concerning  such  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 
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RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 


These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedures  of  the  Polk  Baptist 
Association. 

Artile  I  -  RULES  OF  ORDER 

The  association  shall  at  times  be  governed  by  a  simple  majority  of  the 
messengers  present,  except  when  necessitated  otherwise  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Moderator  shall  be  deemed  Judge  of  Order,  guided  by  Robert's  Rules  of 
Order. 

Article  II  -  PRINTING  OF  CONSTITUTION 

The  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  annually. 

Article  III  -  CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGES 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
messengers  present.  One  month  prior  to  annual  meeting,  any  recommended 
change  shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  acted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Article  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

SECTION  I.  Moderator:  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall 
preside  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  and  at  the  Executive 
Promotional  Meetings.  His  term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in 
succession. 

SECTION  II.  Vice-Moderator:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually 
and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Moderator,  shall  automatically 
become  Moderator,  and  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  fill  the  vacancy  of 
Vice-Moderator  at  the  next  Executive  Meeting.  His  duties  shall  be  to  serve 
when  called  upon  by  the  moderator  or  in  the  absence  of  the  moderator. 

SECTION  III.  Clerk:  The  clerk  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  record  the 
proceedings  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  meetings,  and  all 
sessions  of  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  IV.  Assistant  Clerk:  The  Assistant  Clerk  shall  perform  all  duties 
of  the  clerk  in  the  absence  of  the  clerk. 

SECTION  V.  Treasurer:  The  Associational  Treasurer  is  to  handle  and 
disburse  all  funds  of  the  association  in  accord  with  the  budget  of  the 
association,  or  at  the  direction  of  the  association  or  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee.  He  shall  also  transfer  to  his  successor  a  complete  accounting  of  all 
funds  which  have  come  into  his  hands. 

SECTION  VI.  Historian:  The  Associational  Historian  is  to  prepare  and 
present  a  history  of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and  is  to 
preserve  a  continuing  record  of  these  meetings,  which  are  to  be  passed  on  to  the 
succeeding  historian. 

SECTION  VII.  Auditor:  The  association  shall  have  an  auditor  who  shall  be 
elected  at  each  annual  session,  along  with  the  other  officers  of  the  association. 
He  shall  have  the  duty  of  auditing  the  books  of  the  treasurer  and  of  reporting 
his  findings  to  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  VIII.  Director  of  Missions: 
PART  1 .  Duties:  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  an  ex-officio  of  the  Polk 
Baptist  Association  and  all  committees.  His  primary  duty  will  be  that  of 
promoting  and  developing  the  Southern  Baptist  Program  of  Cooperation  with 
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the  pastors  of  the  churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association,  and  any  such 
duties  as  the  Missions  Committee  shall  specify.  His  further  duties  shall  be  to 
publish  the  annual  book  of  reports  and  to  compile  and  print  (or  assume 
responsiblity  for  such)  the  Polk  Baptist  Annual  Minutes. 

PART  2.  Employment:  The  Director  of  Missions  is  called  for  an  indefinite 
period  of  time.  This  relationship  may  be  terminated  by  giving  a  thirty  day 
notice,  or  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee 
favoring.  This  would  be  done  with  a  thirty  day  period  allowed. 

PART  3.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Executive 
Promotional  Committee  and  he  shall  make  monthly  reports  to  the  chairman  of 
the  Missions  Committee. 

PART  4.  The  salary  and  other  benefits  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Budget 
and  Finance  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

PART  5.  OTHER  PROVISIONS:  The  Director  of  Missions  is  granted  two 
full  weeks  of  vacation  time  annually  to  be  taken  at  his  own  discretion.  He  is 
entitled  to  the  equivalent  of  one  day  a  week  free  of  associational  work.  The 
Director  of  Missions  is  permitted  to  conduct  two  one  week  revivals  and  assist 
in  two  weeks  of  church  and  convention  work  outside  the  association  each  year. 
He  will  be  available  for  as  many  revivals  within  the  association  as  he  is 
physically  possible.  The  services  of  the  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  offered 
free  and  without  charge  to  the  churches  of  the  association.  Notwithstanding, 
the  churches  are  free  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  Director  of  Missions 
with  suitable  honorariums.  The  Director  of  Missions  will  be  allowed  a 
reasonable  period  of  time  for  sick  leave  with  pay,  the  amount  to  be  determined 
by  the  Missions  Committee.  The  Director  shall  comply  with  the  policies  and 
cooperate  with  the  general  program  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention's  Division 
of  Missions.  He  is  encouraged  to  attend  the  annual  North  Carolina  State 
Convention  Meeting  and  other  conventions  and  conferences  relevant  to  his 
work  as  provided  in  the  annual  budget. 

NOTE:  Under  our  present  setup  with  our  Director  of  Missions  on  a  part-time 
salary,  he  will  be  expected  to  comply  within  reasonable  bounds  to  the  above 
stipulations. 
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AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  II:  Be  it  understood  that  all  churches  participating 
in  the  financial  program  of  the  Association  receive  their  minutes  free  of  charge 
up  to  a  certain  certified  number.  Any  church  that  desires  minutes  but  does  not 
support  the  regular  financial  program  of  the  association  shall  be  asked  to  pay 
at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  copy. 

Be  it  further  understood  that  the  churches  will  be  given  minutes  on  this 
Ratio:  100  or  less  -  10  copies,  150  or  less  -  15  copies,  more  than  150  -  20  copies. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XV:  Representatives  from  Polk  Baptist 
Association  on  the  Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter  Committee  shall  also  serve  on 
the  Social  Services  Committee  of  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XVII  (Committees):  Recreation  Committee  -  This 
committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  promoting,  and  co-ordinating  all 
recreational  activities  and  programs  sponsored  by  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XVIII  (Committees):  Youth  Committee  -  This 
committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  promoting,  and  co-ordinating  all 
youth  activities  and  programs  sponsored  by  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  SECTION  III:  That  the  Associational  Senior  Co-ordinator  be 
added  as  an  officer  of  Polk  Baptist  Association  under  Article  V,  Section  I,  by 
leaving  off  the  "a"  before  the  "Music  Director;"  adding  a  comma  after  "Music 
Director"  instead  of  a  period  and  then  adding  the  words:  "and  Associational 
Senior  Co-ordinator." 

ARTICLE  V  -  SECTION  IV:  That  the  official  title,  "Superintendent  of 
Missions"  be  changed  each  time  it  appears  in  the  constitution  to  the  title 
"Director  of  Missions." 

ARTICLE  IV  -  SECTION  II:  (Reception  of  Churches)  -  Sentence  2  of  Section 
II  be  changed  from  "The  churches  so  received  to  "A  newly  established 
Southern  Baptist  church  or  churches  so  received"  -  the  remainder  of  Section  II 
would  remain  as  is.  At  the  conclusion  of  Section  II,  it  is  recommended  that  the 
following  sentence  be  added:  "And  older  -  established  Southern  Baptist 
Church  or  churches,  in  doctrinal  agreement  with  Polk  Baptist  Association 
would  not  have  to  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  one  year, 
but  would  be  received  immediately  into  full  membership  of  the  Association 
upon  being  voted  in  by  two-thirds  of  the  messengers  present." 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SECTION  XIX:  The  following  committees  are  to  serve  on  a 
rotation  basis:  Audio-Visual  Aids,  Committee  on  Committees,  Constitutional 
Changes  Committee,  Evangelism  Committee,  Memorials  Committee, 
Nominating  Committee,  Ordination  Committee,  Place  and  Preacher 
Committee,  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches  Committee,  Resolutions 
Committee,  Recreation  Committee,  and  Youth  Committee.  If  the  Committee  is 
composed  of  three  members  one  member  shall  rotate  annually.  If  the 
committee  is  composed  of  six  members  two  members  shall  rotate  annually. 
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AN  ADDITIONAL  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 


In  regard  to  the  minutes  of  the  association:  Be  it  understood  that  all 
churches  participating  in  the  financial  program  of  the  Association  receive 
their  minutes  free  of  charge  up  to  a  certain  certified  number.  Any  church  that 
desires  minutes  but  does  not  support  the  regular  financial  program  of  the 
Association  shall  be  asked  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  copy.  Be  it  further 
understood  that  the  churches  will  be  given  minutes  on  this  Ratio:  100  or  less  - 
10  copies  -  150  or  less  -  15  copies  -  More  than  150  -  20  copies. 

PART  6.  Our  Association  shall  be  grouped  into  four  groups.  At  the  present 
time  each  group  shall  consist  of  five  churches.  If  at  a  later  date  other  churches 
shall  join  the  association  equal  distribution  shall  be  made. 
Group  1  -  Cooper's  Gap,  Big  Level,  Pea  Ridge,  Pleasant  Grove,  and  Faith 

Temple. 

Group  2  -  Silver  Creek,  Faith,  Mill  Spring,  Midway,  and  Beulah. 
Group  3  -  Green  River,  Sandy  Springs,  Hickory  Grove,  Morgan  Chapel,  and 
Green  Creek. 

Group  4  -  Columbus,  Peniel,  Pacolet  Hills,  Tryon  Second,  and  Warrior 
Mountain. 

Each  group  will  select  a  host  and  the  other  four  shall  be  co-host  to  the  Annual 
Meeting.

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THE  HISTORY  OF  MIDWAY  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

1940  -  1984 

Midway  Baptist  Church  was  founded  in  1940  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  growing 
community  between  Mill  Spring  and  Columbus.  There  were  already  churches 
in  Mill  Spring  and  Columbus,  however,  at  that  time  transportation  was  basically 
by  foot  and  traveling  the  distance  to  those  churches  was  a  hardship.  The  people 
"in  between"  felt  the  need  for  a  closer  sanctuary. 

The  Rev.  Harold  Liner,  who  became  the  first  pastor  of  Midway  Church, 
had  been  holding  a  series  of  revival  meetings  in  Columbus  in  the  spring  of  1940 
and  it  was  during  these  meetings  that  the  people  bonded  together  and  decided 
to  form  a  church.  The  opening  paragraphs  of  the  church's  record  book  reads: 
"On  June  30, 1940,  the  Midway  Baptist  Gospel  Tabernacle  was  originated  by  a 
band  of  53  members  who  love  the  Lord  supremely."  This  declaration  proclaims 
the  desire  of  this  faithful  group  of  Christians  to  provide  a  place  of  worship  and  to 
spread  the  good  news  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  new  church  first  met  in  tent  and  cottage  prayer  meetings  in  the  homes  of 
the  members.  Mrs.  Carrie  Ritchie  opened  her  home  for  a  temporary  meeting 
place  until  a  building  could  be  erected.  The  economy  of  the  country  had  not  yet 
been  restored  therefore  the  membership  pooled  their  time,  resources,  and 
labor  to  help  their  dreams  come  to  life.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Arthur  Tate  donated  the 
land  for  the  building.  E.S.  Burnette  set  up  a  sawmill  at  the  site  and  the  men  of  the 
church  got  to  work. 

On  Dec.  1,  1940,  the  first  sermon  was  preached  in  the  new  building.  The 
Dream  had  become  a  reality.  Over  the  years  the  church  has  grown  requiring 
classroom  additions  in  1948  and  1957. 

The  Midway  Baptist  Church  of  today  is  a  church  of  growth  and  change.  The 
name  has  been  changed  a  little  from  the  original  but  the  desire  to  reach  the  lost 
and  serve  our  Lord  has  not  changed.  The  church  has  just  completed  a  program 
of  renovation  with  new  siding,  roofing,  carpeting,  new  pews  and  piano,  and 
many  other  improvements. 

The  summer  of  1984  we  dedicated  our  new  Fellowship  Hall  adjoining  the 
church.  This  addition  has  been  a  great  blessing  allowing  the  church  to  grow 
closer  as  a  family. 

Midway  Baptist  Church  is  a  beautiful  country  church  on  the  side  of  Highway 
108  midway  between  Mill  Spring  and  Columbus  but  it  is  also  a  sanctuary  for 
Christians  to  come  together  to  serve  God.

The  mission  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.  is  to  care 
for  dependent,  neglected  and  homeless  children;  emotionally  disturbed  child- 
ren; unwed  mothers  and  their  children;  and  the  rendering  of  related  services 
to  their  relatives.  The  broad  purpose  of  the  Institution  embraces  services 
directed  toward  the  preservation,  conservation  and  rehabilitation  of  families 
to  avoid,  whenever  possible,  the  placement  of  the  child  away  from  home. 

During  this  our  100th  year  of  quality  child  care,  the  Trustees,  staff  and 
President  Michael  C.  Blackwell,  pledge  anew  our  commitment  to  continue 
fulfilling  the  mission  and  broad  purpose  of  this  Christian  institution  of  caring 
as  we  enter  our  second  century  of  service.  In  our  Centennial  year  we  served 
1,517  children  and  1,167  families. 

With  the  Govenor's  proclamation  of  May  19,  1985  as  "Baptist  Children's 
Homes  Day",  the  centennial  celebration  was  well  on  its  way.  Phil  Young  of 
Henderson,  was  commissioned  to  write  "Praise  Book",  a  musical  about  child- 
ren and  families.  The  musical  was  performed  by  adult  and  children's  choirs  in 
11  Baptist  churches  across  the  state.  Dr.  Alan  Keith-Lucas,  wrote,  A  Hundred 
Years  of  Caring,  an  updated  history  of  the  Homes.  Baptists  from  across  the 
State  submitted  their  favorite  recipes  for  a  cookbook  to  be  released  this  fall. 
In  cooperation  with  the  Convention's  Communication  Department  a  new 
video,  "100  Years  of  Caring",  was  released  in  February.  During  May,  June 
the  video  were  underwritten  by  the  Broyhill  Foundation.  During  May,  June 
and  July  a  1,400  mile  relay  marathon,  the  longest  in  the  history  of  North  Carol- 
ina, allowed  hundreds  of  people  to  participate  and  celebrate  the  spirit  of  caring 
for  children. 

One  of  the  final  events  of  the  Centennial  will  take  place  on  November  12, 1985 
at  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  Charlotte.  The  combined  voices  of  our 
children  in  care,  along  with  other  special  features,  will  be  an  exciting  entrance 
into  our  second  hundred  years  of  quality  child  care.  We  hope  you  will  join  us 
at  the  Charlotte  Coliseum  for  an  evening  of  celebration,  praise  and  thanks- 
giving. 

An  update  from  the  Western  Family  Services  Area  reveals  the  following 
highlights: 

The  emergency  care  shelters  at  Forest  City  and  on  the  Broyhill  Home  Camp- 
us, as  well  as  the  maternity  home  in  Asheville  are  operating  at  capacity  level. 

During  the  first  year  into  our  second  century  of  quality  child  care,  the  Moody 
Farm  Ministries  in  Macon  County  will  open  its  doors  to  troubled  children  and 
youth. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  many  friends  who  have  given  liberally  to  enable  us 
to  begin  the  Moody  Ministries.  Our  first  building  will  be  debt  free. 

We  challenge  the  Baptist  of  Western  North  Carolina  to  continue  the  task  of 
developing  resources  to  maintain  this  ministry.

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BAPTIST  RETIREMENT  HOMES  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

1985  Report 

For  over  34  years  N.C.  Baptists  have  been  ministering  with  older  adults 
through  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  of  North  Carolina.  The  Homes'  minis- 
try is  one  that  works  -  providing  security  and  hope  in  the  midst  of  sincere 
concern  and  love  -  bringing  about  the  possibility  for  abundant  life  -  one  with  a 
plus.  This  is  all  happening  in  the  name  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  through 
the  "Baptist"  Retirement  Homes. 

The  Homes  have  a  rich  heritage  of  ministry.  Building  on  the  strengths  of  this 
heritage,  the  Homes  with  the  growing  support  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  will 
effectively  meet  the  needs  of  many  older  persons. 

The  following  facts  and  information  will  give  an  overview  of  the  Retirement 
Homes'  ministry  from  August  1984  -  June  1985: 

The  Retirement  Homes  had  an  average  daily  occupancy  of  244  residents 
in  the  five  group  homes,  Nursing  Care  Unit  and  apartments. 

Over  30  new  residents  were  admitted  to  the  Homes  and  Nursing  Care. 

Group  Homes  fees  for  care  were  not  raised.  Cost  containment  and  budget 
controls  made  this  possible. 

Over  $100,000  of  benevolent  care  was  provided  monthly  to  Home  residents. 

Sixty  cents  of  each  benevolent  care  was  provided  through  Cooperative 
Program  and  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  gifts. 

"Heart  to  Heart"  Christmas  gifts  from  friends  of  the  Retirement  Homes 
provided  each  resident  with  a  $20  gift. 

The  Homes'  Nursing  Care  Unit,  Winston  Salem,  can  now  care  for  85  per- 
sons .  Conversion  of  eleven  Hayes  Home  rooms  made  this  increase  possible. 

The  Nursing  Care  Unit  is  operating  at  95%  occupancy. 

Apartment  policies  have  been  revised.  Plans  are  being  formulated  to  build 
another  duplex  unit  on  the  Hayes  Home  Campus. 

A  20  minute  video  tape  "Not  An  Ordinary  Person"  has  been  produced  to  be 
used  in  communicating  the  Retirement  Homes  ministry. 

The  Retirement  Homes  do  have  vacancies.  Please  request  admissions  in- 
formation from  Mr.  Jackson  S.  Hoyle,  Administrative  Offices,  Winston  Sa- 
lem, N.C. 

After  more  than  24  years  Bill  Poole  retired  as  President  of  Retirement  Homes. 
Jackson  Hoyle  is  Interim  Director. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Retirement  Homes'  "Heritage  Club"  was  held.  The 
club  members  have  included  the  Homes  in  their  estate  planning,  and  last 
year's  gifts  were  over  $400,000. 

The  fiscal  year  ended  in  black  largely  due  to  special  gifts. 

The  homes'  mission  is  to  meet  the  needs  of  older  adults  through  Christian 
compassion.  Thanks  to  your  mission  support  care  of  which  we  know  you  would 
be  proud  is  provided.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 
Report  to  the  Associations  -  1985 

Baptist  Hospital  is  committed  to  making  available  to  its  patients  the  most  ad- 
vanced medical  technology  in  an  atmosphere  of  Christian  caring. 

New  technology  brought  into  service  during  the  past  year  includes  a  mag- 
netic resonance  scanner  which  uses  a  strong  magnetic  field,  radio  waves,  and 
computer  techniques  to  obtain  images  of  the  body's  organs  and  tissues  without 
using  ionizing  radiation.  During  the  past  year,  the  hospital  also  introduced  a 
procedure  to  remove  kidney  stones  by  passing  a  large  needle  into  the  kidney 
and  then  breaking  up  the  stones  with  ultrasound  or  snaring  them  with  a  tiny 
basket.  Medical  Center  cardiologists  have  helped  to  develop  a  dual-chamber 
pacemaker  which  helps  to  regulate  the  pace  of  an  ailing  heart  so  that  its  function 
is  more  similar  to  that  of  a  healthier  heart.  Also,  cardiologists  are  now  using 
streptokinase  to  effectively  dissolve  clots  in  the  coronary  arteries.  In  another 
development,  many  cancer  patients  are  now  benefiting  from  a  new  device  which 
makes  intravenous  injections  of  drugs  unnecessary.  Our  Medical  Center  sur- 
geons helped  develop  this  device  called  a  Port  -  A  -  Cath.  One  other  seemingly 
small  development  this  year,  but  with  important  consequences,  is  the  discovery 
by  pediatricians  that  partial  bathing  of  babies  in  the  intensive  care  nursery 
rather  than  total  bathing  allows  the  body  temperature  to  remain  constant 
instead  of  dropping. 

These  new  discoveries  help  assure  Baptist  Hospital  patients  of  a  high  qual- 
ity of  professional  care.  Equally  important,  however,  is  the  emotional  and  spir- 
itual environment  in  which  this  care  is  provided.  Through  department  staff 
meetings,  through  staff  education  programs,  through  an  ongoing  program  of 
new  employees  orientation,  the  hospital  seeks  to  preserve  an  atmosphere  of 
Christian  caring  and  concern.  The  specific  functions  of  the  Pastoral  Care 
Department  and  the  Patient  Relations  Department  contribute  to  the  hospital's 
effort  to  minister  "with  skill  and  understanding." 

During  the  past  year,  our  hospital  admitted  25,140  patients  for  a  total  of 
213,038  days  of  care.  Ambulatory  patient  visits  including  the  Bowman  Gray 
Department  of  Clinics  totalled  243,096.  The  hospital  has  701  licensed  beds, 
employs  3,537  persons  and  has  an  operating  budget  of  $124,187,316.  The 
Department  of  Pastoral  Care  made  57,849  visits  with  patients,  family  members, 
and  employees  and  provided  21,194  hours  of  counseling  through  the  Winston- 
Salem  center  and  the  various  satellites. 

Last  year,  North  Carolina  Baptists  gave  their  hospital  $541,255. 16  in  financial 
support  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  $367,712.33  through  the  North 
Carolina  Missions  Offering.  The  hospital  staff  and  the  patients  are  deeply  grate- 
ful for  this  continuing  support. 

The  hospital  is  currently  involved  in  another  expansion  program  which  will 
include  new  parking  areas,  a  new  inpatient  tower,  a  clinical  services  building, 
and  additions  to  the  power  plant  as  well  as  renovation  and  alterations  of  exist- 
ing space.  The  total  cost  of  this  project  is  estimated  at  $86,344.00.

YOUTH  AND  CAMP  MINISTRIES 

One  of  the  most  exciting  and  challenging  ministries  of  North  Carolina  Baptist 
churches  through  our  Convention  is  that  done  by  the  Division  of  Youth  and 
Campus  Ministries.  Our  task  on  behalf  of  junior  and  senior  high  school  students 
is  to  provide  leadership  training  for  adult  and  youth  leaders  to  coordinate  the 
Convention's  several  programs  which  include  youth,  and  to  project  the 
Convention's  Youth  weeks  at  the  Assembly.  Rick  Traylor  does  an  exceptional 
job  in  that  area. 

You  have  assigned  to  us  your  primary  ministry  with  students.  We  have  BSU 
or  some  organized  group  work  on  43  campuses.  More  than  thirty  volunteers 
work  alongside  some  twenty  full-time  campus  ministers  and  four  other  staff 
persons  in  your  ministry  to  students.  We  as  campus  ministers  are  committed  to 
serving  consistently  as  resource  persons  for  church  workers  with  college 
students  in  all  North  Carolina  Baptist  congregations.  We  guide  in  local 
emphases  which  include  evangelism,  missions  experience  and  education,  Bible 
study,  worship,  intergration  of  faith  and  education  and  decision  making  as  part 
of  Christian  discipleships.  Over  $40,000  has  been  contributed  by  North 
Carolina  BSUers  this  year  toward  a  state-level  missions  program  which 
witnesses  around  the  world.  Additional  money  and  time  are  invested  as 
students  find  ways  to  serve  in  local  communities,  usually  alongside  their  older 
Christian  brothers  and  sisters. 

Our  BSUs  from  Cullowhee  to  Greenville  and  Murfreesboro  have  teams  of 
students  who  are  prepared  to  preach,  teach,  sing  and  share  with  those  in 
Baptist  churches  nearby.  Puppet  and  clown  teams,  in  addition,  present  the 
Gospel  in  unique  but  effective  ways  to  children,  senior  citizens  and  everyone  in 
between! 

In  seven  locations  -  Cullowhee,  Boone,  Greensboro,  Chapel  Hill,  Raleigh, 
Greenville  and  Pembroke  -  the  Convention  owns  student  centers,  facilities 
especially  dedicated  to  ministry  with  persons  in  the  academic  communities.

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REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS 
The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc. 

Whether  we  look  at  our  objectives  in  life  as  individual  Christians  or 
collectively,  as  a  church,  an  association  or  convention,  we  should  be  interested, 
above  all  other  life's  objectives,  in  presenting  the  message  of  Christ  to  those 
who  need  to  know  and  accept  Him  as  Lord  and  Savior.  One  of  the  exciting 
aspects  of  being  a  Christian  is  to  feel  the  joy  that  comes  in  serving  Him  now  as 
well  as  having  influence  on  others  in  the  future. 

Some  of  the  future  influence  we  have  as  Christians  is  reflected  in  our  daily 
commitment  of  service  now.  This  can  be  accomplished  first  through  our 
personal  witness  to  those  who  will  live  beyond  our  lifespan  and,  secondly, 
through  use  of  our  resources.  An  increasing  number  of  North  Carolina  Baptists 
are  experienceing  the  excitement  that  comes  with  knowing  that  a  portion  of 
their  resources  will  be  set  aside  in  trusts  to  further  the  spread  of  the  Gospel,  in 
perpetuity.  The  Baptist  Foundation  provides  the  services  that  make  this 
possible. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  (1984),  81  new  trusts  were  established  with  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  to  serve  as  trustee.  These  gifts  totalled 
$265,029.34.  Additions  and  contributions  to  new  and  existing  trusts  totalled 
$741,153  for  the  year.  When  maturity  value  of  bonds  in  the  invested  portfolio  are 
considered  along  with  market  value  for  real  estate  held  in  trust,  the  assets  of  the 
Foundations  at  the  end  of  1984  totalled  $10,930,279.  Real  estate  holdings  have 
an  estimated  value  of  $4,478  million  dollars.  Income  distributed  to  Baptist 
institutions  and  agencies,  and  to  individuals  receiving  annuity  payments  totalled 
$471,563  during  1984. 

Investing  of  Foundation  assets  is  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  elected  by  the  State  Convention.  Day  to  day  management  is  given 
to  the  investments  by  two  fiscal  agents  selected  by  the  Board.  Investment 
philosophy  now  used  calls  for  maximum  return  with  some  internal  growth. 
Throughout  the  65  year  history  of  the  Baptist  Foundation,  its  Directors  have 
taken  seriously  their  fiduciary  responsibilities  as  related  to  the  trusts  held  as  well 
as  to  the  Convention. 

Support  of  new  church  growth  through  trusts  will  receive  increasing 
attention  by  the  Convention  in  the  immediate  future.  A  variety  of  methods  are 
available  to  North  Carolina  Baptists  through  their  Baptist  Foundation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 


The  American  Bible  Society  reached  a  major  milestone  in  1984,  distributing 
its  four  billionth  copy  of  Scripture,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has 
had  a  vital  role  in  this  achievement.  It  is  with  the  deepest  gratitude  for  your 
faithful  support  that  ABS  submits  its  report  to  you  this  year. 

We  praise  the  Lord  for  reports  coming  to  us  from  over  180  countries 
concerning  the  advances  which  are  being  made  in  all  aspects  of  the  Bible  cause. 
ABS  and  its  99  partners  in  the  United  Bible  Societies  around  the  world  are 
currently  involved  in  translating  the  Word  of  God  in  562  languages.  In 
distribution  all  indications  are  that  there  were  significant  increases  throughout 
the  world  in  1984  and  dramatic  increases  in  areas  where  there  are  extreme 
needs.  The  impact  of  the  Bible  on  the  lives  of  countless  souls  is  inestimable 
and  we  give  our  heartfelt  thanks  to  Southern  Baptists  who  are  coworkers  in  the 
worldwide  vineyard  with  us. 

Here  are  just  a  few  of  the  many  highlights  of  Scripture  advance  during  1984  in 
some  of  the  countries  where  Southern  Baptists  are  active  in  mission: 

In  Kenya  distribution  reached  over  a  half  million  in  1984.  Many  other  urgent 
requests  have  come  for  1985  including  the  need  for  25,000  Swahili  Scriptures  for 
prisoners,  and  50,000  for  hospital  patients. 

In  Nigeria  in  spite  of  extreme  economic  difficulties  progress  is  being  made  in 
Scripture  translation  in  over  60  languages.  There  were  over  322,000  Bibles 
distributed  in  1984.  There  are  present  critical  needs  for  Bibles  in  Yoruba,  Igbo, 
Isoko  and  several  other  languages. 

In  Indonesia  several  million  Scriptures  were  distributed  to  children  and 
students  alone  in  the  "Year  of  Child".  New  Reader  Scriptures  were  distributed 
in  Kalimantan.  The  goal  in  Indonesia  is  to  place  a  Bible  in  every  Christian  home. 

In  the  United  States  114,458,279  Scriptures  were  distributed  last  year.  In 
addition  Scriptures  were  shared  throughout  the  U.S.A.  in  more  than  80 
languages  other  than  English,  principally  Spanish.  The  Los  Angeles  Summer 
Olympics  and  the  New  Orleans  World  Fair  were  times  of  heavy  distribution. 

There  are  many  special  programs,  too.  "Share  the  Word"  proqrams 
embraces  the  whole  community  -  youth,  the  sick  and  elderly,  the  needy,  and 
prisoners  in  local  jails.  There  are  many  Volunteers  who  help  with  Good  News 
Seminars  and  Ethnic  Outreach.  Bible  -  a  -  Month  Club  send  many  Bibles  each 
month. 

The  American  Bible  Society  gives  thanks  to  you  for  your  support  and  for  your 
prayers,  and  looks  forward  to  increased  ties  of  fellowship.  Our  pledge  to  you  is 
to  work  increasingly  in  partnership  with  you  to  fulfill  the  great  commission  of 
our  Lord  and  Savior,  Jesus  Christ.

Subscription  rates  will  not  be  raised  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year  in  1986, 
despite  a  substantial  increase  in  the  cost  of  second-class  postage  anticipated,  in 
October,  1985.  Maximum  stewardship  of  the  paper's  resources  has  been 
utilized  to  provide  the  paper  at  minimum  cost  so  that  more  families  can  have 
the  paper  in  their  home.  The  rates  for  1986  are  the  same  as  1985:  Individual, 
$7.00;  Club  (four  or  more),  $6.00;  Every  Family  Plan,  $5.00.  Our  rates  are  e- 
qual  to  or  less  than  all  other  major  state  Baptist  papers  such  as  The  Biblical 
Recorder. 

All  is  not  well  in  the  larger  family  of  Baptist  as  our  national  convention 
continues  to  struggle  for  its  direction  and  identity.  Every  Baptist  needs  to  be 
well-informed  with  accurate  facts  and  assessments  so  that  he  or  she  can  come 
to  the  right  position  under  God  as  a  disciple  of  Jesus  Christ.  We  must  not  let  the 
conflict  in  the  SBC  deter  us  from  the  work  and  ministry  we  have  here  in  our 
own  state. 

Let  us  pray  together  for  the  advancement  of  Christ's  Kingdom  as  never 
before.  Please  pray  for  the  paper,  its  ministry,  staff  and  contribution  to  the 
Lord's  work.  If  the  paper  can  help  you,  your  church  or  your  association,  please

CHRISTIAN  ACTION  LEAGUE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

Annual  Report 

To  call  1985  a  banner  year  for  the  Christian  Action  League  would  indeed  be 
an  understatement.  Here  are  some  of  the  high-lights  of  what  has  occurred: 

LEGISLATION:  OBESCENITY  —  The  General  Assembly  enacted  into  law 
an  obscenity  bill  that  is  the  culmination  of  10  years  of  consistent  effort.  So 
called  "adult"  book  stores  are  outlawed.  Sexually  oriented  materials  will  have 
to  be  placed  under  the  counters.  Penalties  for  violating  the  state's  obscenity  law 
have  been  increased  from  misdemeanors  to  felonies.  ALCOHOL  —  Drinking 
age  set  at  21  for  all  alcoholic  beverages.  Happy  Hours  abolished.  Permitting 
Convention  Centers  to  have  brown-bagging  went  down  in  defeat.  Current 
North  Carolina  law  permanently  revokes  ABC  permits  for  any  establishment 
convicted  of  gambling  offenses.  GAMBLING  —  The  statewide  lottery  act  went 
down  to  defeat  in  the  Senate  with  a  24  to  24  tie  vote.  The  "Casino"  game  bill  for 
non-profit  organizations  was  rejected.  Efforts  to  liberalize  our  bingo  laws  were 
also  turned  back.  ABORTION  —  The  state  abortion  fund  was  decreased  by 
one  third  from  1.2  million  to  $900,000.  Yet,  North  Carolina  remains  the  only 
state  in  the  Southeast  to  use  state  tax  funds  for  medically  unnecessary  abor- 
tions. The  Govenor  recommended  that  state  tax  funds  be  allowed  only  for 
abortions  when  the  mother's  life  is  at  stake,  rape,  or  incest. 
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REFERENDUM:  In  the  past  year  several  liquor  related  votes  were  held; 
Jonesville  defeated  ABC  liquor  stores  along  with  beer  and  wine.  Asheboro 
defeated  ABC  liquor  stores,  beer,  wine,  and  liquor  by  the  drink.  Morganton 
defeated  liquor  by  the  drink.  Anson  County  defeated  beer  and  wine  sales. 
Camden  County  defeated  liquor  by  the  drink.  Monroe,  Chatham  County, 
Nash  County,  and  Edgecombe  County  defeated  liquor  by  the  drink. 

On  September  7th  Polk  County  seat,  Columbus,  voted  upon  2  referendums 
considering  the  sale  of  beer  and  wine.  Both  were  defeated.  The  defeat  of  beer 
sales  was  195-150,  and  the  defeat  of  the  sale  of  wine  193-153.  We  praise  God  for 
these  victories. 

We  are  grateful  to  our  Lord  for  the  opportunity  to  apply  the  gospel  to 
contemporary  moral  and  ethical  issues.  Then  we  are  grateful  to  you  that  uphold 
the  League  with  your  prayers  and  financial  support.  You  make  it  possible  for  us 
to  remain  on  the  firing  line  for  the  causes  that  we  share.

THE  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  REPORT  FOR 
POLK  BAPTISTS  FOR  1984  -  85 

A  missionary  and  his  wife  were  speaking  in  one  of  our  Southern  Baptist 
Churches  in  Florida.  Both  had  attended  Baptist  Colleges  and  Southern  Baptist 
Seminary  with  help  from  the  Cooperative  Program.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
service  an  envelope  was  handed  to  the  missionary  with  this  challenge:  "Make 
this  samll  amount  go  as  far  as  you  can  in  your  work." 

The  missionary  did  not  hesitate  as  he  answered  quickly,  "The  best  way  to 
make  money  go  a  long  way  for  Southern  Baptists  is  through  the  Cooperative 
Program".  Why  is  it  that  some  of  us  still  can't  see  this?  If  we  could  our  gifts 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  would  triple  and  how  blessed  we  would  be 
as  we  make  the  Bold  Mission  Thrust  a  reality. 

Today  over  7,000  missionaries  are  serving  in  the  United  States  and  in  105 
countries  around  the  world  because  Southern  Baptists  give  generously  through 
the  Cooperative  Program. 

In  1984  Southern  Baptists  gave  $287,126,031  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  to  all  causes.  Southern  Baptist  churches  gave  an  average  of  10.34 
percent  of  their  undesignated  offerings  to  state  and  S.B.C.  ministries  through 
the  Cooperative  Program. 

In  Polk  Association  our  goal  for  last  year  was  $50,000  and  from  early  reports 
we  may  have  reached  it.  But  how  much  more  we  could  have  done!  Only  one 
church,  Big  Level,  goes  beyond  the  10  percent  -  they  give  15  percent.  Five 
others  give  10  percent.  Cooper's  Gap  contributed  the  greatest  amount  through 
the  Cooperative  Program  in  1984  -  85.  Their  gift  for  the  year  reached  $10,242. 
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Churches,  why  withhold  God's  blessings?  Let  Him  bless  your  church,  and 
one  of  the  best  ways  I  know  is  giving  at  least  10  percent  of  your  tithes  and 
offerings  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

May  God  help  you  to  catch  this  vision!

NORTH  CAROLINA  MISSIONS  REPORT  -  1985 

Southern  Baptist  Churches  in  North  Carolina  observed  the  Week  of 
September  8  -  15  as  a  Week  of  Prayer  for  North  Carolina  Missions.  Our  State 
Goal  for  North  Carolina  Missions  for  1985  is  $2,800,000.  Last  Year  (1984),  the 
Polk  Baptist  Association  contributed  $3,893  to  North  Carolina  State  Missions. 

The  North  Carolina  State  Missions  Offering  is  broken  down  and  distributed 
as  follows:  State  Missions  Ministries  -  16%;  Caraway  Conference  Center  - 
7.5%;  N.C.  Baptist  Assembly  -  2.5%;  N.C.  Baptist  Men  -  3%;  N.C.  Baptist 
Colleges  -  5%;  N.C.  Baptist  Hospital  -  15%;  N.C.  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  - 
15%;  Baptist  Children's  Homes  -  30%;  Woman's  Missionary  Union  -  5%. 

The  THEME  for  the  North  Carolina  State  Mission  Offering  this  year  is 
"HOPE  IS  SOMETHING  YOU  GIVE.  .  .Because  of  Jesus'  Love."  However, 
let's  say  our  greatest  motivating  factor  for  such  an  offering  should  always  be  the 
precious  words  of  Jesus  when  He  said:  GO  YE.  Isn't  it  wonderful  to  know  that 
through  the  North  Carolina  State  Mission  Offering  each  year,  WE  CAN  GO! 

Just  in  case  your  have  a  doubt  about  whether  WE  SHOULD  GO  into  out 
state,  please  remember  that  half  the  people  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  have 
no  meaningful  relationship  -  no  saving  relationship  with  our  Lord  and  Saviour, 
Jesus  Christ!

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HOME  MISSIONS  REPORT 


Supported  by  increased  giving  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  the 
Annie  Armstrong  Easter  Offering,  the  home  missions  force  increased  25  per- 
cent since  1980.  At  the  end  of  1984,  Southern  Baptist  gifts  to  the  Annie  Arm- 
strong Easter  Offering  totaled  more  than  $24.7  million,  marking  an  increase  of 
10  percent  over  the  same  period  in  1983.  However,  Cooperative  Program 
funds  were  nearly  $2  million  under  the  HMB's  1983-84  allotment.  Dr.  William 
Tanner,  the  Board's  President,  said,  "The  shortfall  had  been  predicted  and 
did  not  adversely  effect  the  Board's  work  during  1984." 

There  are  13  Programs  assigned  to  the  Home  Mission  Board.  We  ought  to 
become  keenly  aware  of  these  strategic  agencies.  (1)  Associational  Adminis- 
tration Service.  (2)  Black  Church  Relations.  (3)  Chaplaincy  Ministries.  (4) 
Christian  Social  Ministries.  (5)  Church  Extension.  (6)  Church  Loans.  (7)  Evan- 
gelism Department.  (8)  Interfaith  Witness.  (9)  Language  Missions.  (10)  Mass 
Evangelism.  (11)  Metropolitan  Missions.  (12)  Personal  Evangelism.  (13)  Rural- 
Urban  Missions. 

Oftentimes  we  seem  to  get  lost  in  the  monetary  figures  presented  by  the 
Home  Mission  Board.  This  time,  let's  dwell  upon  some  concrete  figures  per- 
taining to  our  Lord's  Great  Commission:  In  1984,  3,723  missions  personnel, 
plus  1,728  endorsed  chaplains  and  335  Atlanta  staff,  reported  63,739  profes- 
sions of  faith,  5,042  commitments  to  special  service  and  34,363  church  ad- 
ditions by  letter.  To  God  be  the  glory.  Great  things  He  hath  done! 

The  1984  income  for  the  Home  Mission  Board  was  $57,443,275.  $21,514,647 
was  for  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  Polk  Baptist  Association's  contribution 
(including  Annie  Armstron  Easter  Offering)  to  the  Home  Mission  Board  was 
$10,602. 

Hopefully,  our  1985  endeavors  will  supercede  those  of  1984.  At  this  writing, 
the  1985  achievements  and  sum  totals,  etc.,  are  not  available.  However,  never 
forget  "that  no  news  usually  signals  good  news!" 

In  conclusion,  we  are  part  of  the  Southern  Baptist  witness  in  a  complex  world, 
where  a  variety  of  endeavors  are  necessary  to  render  effective  the  Great  Com- 
mission in  our  day.  Let's  be  about  it  even  as  the  beloved  Apostle  Paul  was  a- 
bout  it  in  his  epistles!

FOREIGN  MISSIONS  REPORT 

Southern  Baptist  missionaries  now  work  in  105  countries,  entering  three 
new  ones  in  1984:  Finland,  Pakistan  and  Sierra  Leone.  Mozambique  was 
reentered,  and  became  the  105th  Southern  Baptist  mission  field.  Southern 
Baptists  had  missionaries  there  earlier,  but  they  left  in  September  1975,  when 
sentiment  in  the  newly  independent  Marxist  nation  made  their  work  prac- 
tically impossible. 
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Overseas  churches  related  to  Southern  Baptist  foreign  missions  baptized 
156,326  people  last  year,  a  7  percent  gain  over  1983  figures.  That  means  that 
an  average  of  428  persons  were  baptized  every  day!  Nearly  a  third  of  the 
baptisms,  some  49,200  were  reported  in  Brazil,  along  with  approximately  18,500 
in  Nigeria,  12,600  in  the  Philippines,  8,700  in  Tanzania,  8,700  in  South  Korea  and 
6,700  in  Mexico. 

Southern  Baptists  provided  strong  financial  increases  to  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  in  1984,  increasing  their  giving  to  foreign  missions  at  a  rate  nearly  double 
the  4  percent  U.S.  inflation  rate.  In  1984,  foreign  missions  received  50  percent 
of  all  Cooperative  Program  operating  budget  funds  received  by  the  SBC 
Executive  Committee,  a  total  of  $55,639,278.66,  up  12.15  percent  from  1983. 

The  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering,  the  convention's  annual  ingathering 
designated  for  foreign  missions,  is  included  each  year  in  preparation  of  the 
board's  worldwide  budget.  The  1983  offering  (received  in  1984)  was 
$58,025,336.70.  Even  though  the  offering  goal  of  $60  million  was  not  reached, 
funds  received  were  up  7.03  percent  over  1983  receipts. 

The  Polk  Baptist  Association's  contribution  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  in 
1984  was  (which  included  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering)  $27,372. 

Hopefully,  as  always,  our  1985  figures  and  statistics  and  outstanding 
achievements  (which  are  not  available  at  this  writing)  will  supercede  those  of 
1984. 

As  Dr.  Keith  Parks  stated  so  vividly,  "Southern  Baptists:  A  missions  people 
hearing,  believing,  living,  telling  His  story."  Let's  be  about  the  Great 
Commission  our  precious  Lord  gave  us  in  Matthew  28:  18-20!

Let  us  pray 
and  work  toward  organizing  more  age  level  groups  in  the  churches  now  having 
W.M.U.  organizations  and  starting  groups  in  the  four  churches  of  our 
association  without  any  W.M.U.  organizations.

We  are  told  that  only  three  percent  of  all  the  lost  people  come  to  our  church- 
es on  their  own.  This  means  that  97  percent  are  out  there  lost  without  help, 
without  hope,  without  strength.  These  people  will  die  and  go  to  hell  unless 
we  go  to  where  they  are  and  share  Jesus  with  them.  It  is  absolutely  imperative 
that  our  church  people  come  out  of  the  beautiful  church  buildings  into  the 
market  place  and  share  with  lost  humanity  the  "Good  News"  of  Jesus. 

All  Baptists  are  urged  to  participate  in  the  "Good  News  America  God  Loves 
You"  revival  in  March  and  April  1986.  The  revival  dates  for  the  areas  are :  East- 
ern, March  9  -  16;  Piedmont,  March  23  -  30;  and  Western,  April  6  -  13,  1986. 
Every  church  is  encouraged  to  plan  a  revival  meeting  during  one  of  these  sug- 
gested dates.  Let  us  pray  daily  that  every  unsaved  person  in  North  Carolina 
will  have  the  opportunity  to  hear  the  gospel  of  Christ  by  the  end  of  1986. 

Churches  are  urged  to  have  a  CWT  or  Lay  Evangelism  School  training  in 
preparation  for  the  "Good  News  America"  revivals.  Bible  distribution  and  a 
people  search  will  be  emphasized  during  October  1985. 

Many  of  our  churches  have  already  scheduled  revival  training  seminars, 
Growing  Evangelistic  Churches  in  North  Carolina  seminars,  and  Spiritual 
Awakening  seminars  for  1985-1986. 

In  February,  in  the  midst  of  a  ice  storm,  the  Statewide  Evangelism  Confer- 
ence was  held  at  War  Memorial  Auditorium  and  Coliseum,  Greensboro.  Jo 
Ann  Shelton  and  Loeen  Bushman  led  the  music  and  Dr.  John  Sullivan,  Dr. 
John  Bisagno,  Dr.  Bill  Jones,  Dr.  James  Pleitz,  Dr.  William  Tanner,  and  Dr. 
Charles  Page  preached  to  the  twenty-five  hundred  in  attendance.  On  February 
3  -  4,  1986  the  40th  Conference  will  be  held  in  Greensboro  Coliseum  with  Dr. 
George  Harris,  Dr.  Frank  Crumpler,  Dr.  Leonard  Sanderson,  Dr.  Frederick 
Sampson,  and  Dr.  Jim  Henry  bringing  the  messages. 

Super  Summer  '85  was  held  in  July  this  year  at  Wake  Forest  University  July 
10  -  12,  with  the  Crusade  on  Friday  night  in  Greensboro  with  almost  ten 
thousand  young  people  in  attendance. 

The  Evangelism  Division  sponsored  15  regional  meetings  in  October  de- 
signed for  pastors  and  staff.  These  meetings  will  be  held  each  year  to  inform 
and  educate  the  staff  on  coming  evangelism  events  and  programs.  The  meet- 
ings begin  at  10:00  A.M.  and  last  until  noon  with  lunch  being  served.  This  year 
the  emphasis  will  be  on  the  "Good  News  America"  revivals. 

Again,  one  of  the  hits  of  the  year  was  the  Single  Adult  Evangelism  retreat. 
This  is  the  third  year  for  this  retreat  and  it  along  with  the  vocational  evangelists 
retreat  are  always  well  attended. 

The  second  Mountain  Pastors  Evangelism  Conference  was  held  at  Ridge- 
crest  and  was  such  a  success  the  1985  conference  is  already  on  the  agenda. 
Designed  for  the  mountain  pastor  and  his  wife,  the  conference  begins  on  Friday 
afternoon  and  concludes  Saturday  at  2:00  P.M. 
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With  baptisms  down  this  year,  let's  pray  God  will  use  each  of  us  to  win  one

POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION  1984  -  85 

The  Annuity  Board  has  67  years  of  service  behind.  It  has  become  one  of  the 
leading  authorities  on  church  pension  plans.  In  fact,  the  Annuity  Board  is  the 
second  largest  denominational  pension  board  and  is  ranked  among  the  top 
pension  boards  in  the  United  States. 

It  is  gratifying  that  each  year  more  and  more  churches  are  seeing  the  need 
of  caring  for  their  pastor  and  his  family  in  case  of  disability  or  retirement.  Last 
year  493  churches  enrolled  their  ministers  in  the  current  Southern  Baptist 
retirement  program.  This  makes  a  total  of  20,567  participants  in  1984. 

The  Annuity  Board  administers  insurance  programs  for  church  staff  mem- 
bers, personnel  of  Southern  Baptist  agencies  and  seminary  students. 

The  Cooperative  Program  was  instrumental  in  the  beginning  of  our  Annuity 
Board  that  we  have  today.  In  fact,  every  church  in  the  Annuity  Program  should 
be  a  participant  in  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  Cooperative  Program  gave 
$525,728  in  relief  to  the  Annuity  Board  in  1984. 

It  would  be  a  very  thoughtful  and  considerate  act  to  enroll  every  pastor 
in  the  Annuity  Program.  So  far  only  ten  of  our  pastors  are  in  this  program. 
"Route  10"  is  an  excellent  way  to  care  for  your  pastor.  Each  church  gives  ten 
percent  of  the  pastor's  salary  and  the  Board  matches  this.  If  you  join  early  e- 
nough  you  will  be  well  protected  upon  retirement.

COUNCIL  ON  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  AND  PUBLIC  AFFAIRS 

This  has  been  an  extremely  busy  year  for  the  Council  on  Christian  Life  and 
Public  Affairs.  Through  its  three  departments,  it  has  provided  a  variety  of  field 
service  events  and  educational  resources  for  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Associa- 
tional  Christian  Life  committee  members  were  trained  and  guidance  on  a  wide 
range  of  social  and  ethical  issues  was  furnished  to  churches  and  associations. 
June  was  promoted  as  World  Hunger  Month  and  our  churches  increased 
their  giving  significantly  over  that  of  1984.  The  Council  made  available  bulletin 
inserts,  posters,  world  hunger  calendars,  and  hunger  banks,  in  addition  to 
free  offering  envelopes. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  FAMILY  LIFE 

A  wide  range  of  family  life  events  was  led  by  the  department's  director. In- 
cluded were  six  associational  or  church-wide  Family  Enrichment  Conferences; 
three  marriage  enrichment  retreats  in  addition  to  sponsoring  the  annual 
three-day  Clergy  Couples  Retreat  in  January  and  the  four-day  Basic  MER 
Leadership  Training  Conference  in  August;  two  area-wide  single  adult  seminars 
and  an  associational  single  adult  event.  The  Director  also  spoke  at  two  Better 
Homes  Clubs,  and  one  church  night  family  emphases  on  topics  such  as  "Ten 
Commandments  for  a  Good  Marriage".  He  also  led  three  Family  Life  Revivals, 
preached  in  three  churches  on  a  Christian  family  emphasis,  spoke  to  two 
Baptist  associations  on  ministering  to  families  and  divorce  in  the  pastorate,  and 
conducted  three  parenting  workshops.  Slide  presentations  on  Togo  and  Baptist 
distinctives  were  presented  in  two  churches. 

Two  major  focii  of  the  department  this  year  were  making  available  four 
Domestic  Violence  Conferences  in  which  the  Director  offered  leadership;  also 
three  Divorce  Adjustment  Workshops  were  led  by  Dr.  Roger  Crook,  family  life 
specialist  in  the  area.  These  were  held  in  each  area  of  the  state  under  the 
department's  sponsorship. 

Two  planning  meetings  of  the  Family  Ministry  Department,  Sunday  School 
Board,  were  attended  in  Nashville  and  Houston.  The  Southern  Baptist 
Association  of  Family  Ministry  was  also  attended. 

Consultants  by  the  director  assisting  churches,  associations,  and  pastors  in 
their  crucial  task  of  strengthening  family  life  were  offered.  Two  conferences  for 
pastor's  wives  were  underwritten  by  the  department. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  AGING 

Ministry  with  Senior  Adults  in  North  Carolina  has  experienced  significant 
growth  this  year.  Churches  are  becoming  increasingly  aware  of  the  potential  for 
ministry  among  older  persons.  Senior  adult  leaders  received  training  in  several 
workshops  across  the  state  and  a  number  from  North  Carolina  attended  the 
National  Seminar  on  Aging  in  Atlanta,  Georgia  in  January.  In  addition,  more 
than  100  pastors  participated  in  the  "Pastoring  Older  Individuals  and  Their 
Families"  seminars  held  in  April  in  four  locations  in  the  state. 

Six  conferences/retreats  for  senior  adults  were  held  at  Caraway  Baptist 
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Conference  Center  with  more  than  800  persons  in  attendance. 

The  department  continues  to  cooperate  with  the  Christian  Family  Life 
Department  in  family  enrichment  conferences  with  sections  for  older  persons. 

Many  churches  observed  senior  adult  emphasis  day. 


Department  of  Christian 
Citizenship  Education 

The  work  of  Christian  Citizenship  Education  has  focused  on  the  1985  ses- 
sion of  the  General  Assembly,  which  convened  in  February  and  ran  into  July. 
As  usual,  money  matters  took  center  stage,  with  much  time  going  into  the 
preparation  of  the  state's  budget  and  into  debate  regarding  tax  reductions.  In 
addition,  the  legislature  dealt  with  significant  issues  affecting  the  environment, 
education,  alcohol  abuse,  pornography,  gambling,  and  day  care.  The 
Department  continued  to  make  legislative  news  available  to  Baptists  through 
the  Legislative  Information  Network,  made  up  of  nearly  900  people  who 
received  regular  updates  on  issues  facing  the  General  Assembly.  For  the  first 
time,  summaries  of  L.I.N,  materials  were  prepared  and  mailed  to  all  pastors 
through  the  Pastor's  Monthly  Mailing.  Some  associations  took  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  to  have  an  Associational  Day  at  the  General  Assembly,  bringing  a 
group  of  interested  church  members  to  Raleigh  to  see  first-hand  the  work  of  the 
legislature. 

World  hunger  continued  to  be  a  matter  of  great  concern  to  many  Baptists. 
The  ongoing  crisis  of  famine  in  Africa  has  stirred  new  awareness  of  the  prob- 
lems and  new  generosity  in  response.  In  1984,  for  the  first  time,  North  Carolina 
Baptists  gave  a  little  more  than  one  million  dollars  through  Baptist  channels  to 
fight  hunger.  In  1985  giving  is  running  ahead  of  1984.  Yet  so  much  remains  to  be 
done.  While  millions  face  death  in  Ethiopia,  Sudan,  Mali,  Mozambique,  Chad, 
Niger,  and  Burkina  Faso,  our  gifts  still  average  less  than  one  dollar  per  Baptist 
per  year.  Please  be  in  prayer 

-for  the  millions  facing  hunger  and  starvation, 

-for  rain  to  relieve  the  African  drought, 

-for  caregivers  (missionaries  and  others)  who  seek  to  help, 

-for  ourselves,  that  our  compassion  may  lead  us  to  greater  generosity.

POLK  BAPTIST  REPRESENTATIVE  —  1985 

The  January  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Baptist  Building,  Cary.  Dr.  John  Bunn, 
vice-president  of  the  General  Board,  shared  the  report  of  the  General  Board's 
Committees  report.  We  elected  new  officers  for  1985.  Dr.  John  Bunn  was 
elected  president  by  acclamation.  Roy  K.  Hodge  was  elected  vice  president  of 
the  General  Board.  Miss  Ruth  Williams  was  reelected  recording  secretary. 

The  Committees  of  the  General  Board  met  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  Tuesday 
evening,  and  Wednesday  morning  to  give  their  reports.  Also,  Convention  Staff 
members  were  recognized  for  years  of  service.
